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REPORT. 



To ihe Hon, John A. Martin, Oovemor of the State of Kansas: 

Sir — We have the honor to herewith submit to you the Sixth Annual 
Report of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas. 

In pursuance of statutory requirements, we have embodied in this report 
the proceedings and decisions of fhe *Board'upon all matters which seemed 
to be of general interest and value, the reports made to this Board by the 
different railroad companies operating railroads in this State, showing in 
detail the doings of the year last past in transportation, the progress and 
further extension of our railroad system, and the financial strength and 
condition of the companies whose roads ramify every part of the State. 

Nearly all the railroads operating in this State are in good condition 
physically, and upon all leading lines the service is first class, and upon all 
lines as good and convenient as the patronage will afford or the reasonable 
accommodation of the public demands. We have heretofore deemed it our 
duty to call attention to the physical condition of the Neosho Valley divi- 
sion of the M. K. & T. Railroad. Since our last report this has not been 
improved, but it has been kept up as well as patching with old rails would 
answer that purpose. On the 1st of November, 1888, the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas Railroad ceased to be operated by the Missouri Pacific Company, 
and passed into the hands of receivers appointed by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, it b^ng in an insolvent condition. The Board has treated of 
this in another part of this report. We have been assured by Mr. H. C. 
Cross, one of the receivers, that it is the purpose of the receivers to improve, 
as soon as practicable, those portions of the track that most urgently need 
repair. 

Railroad building has continued the past year, though not as rapidly nor 
to the same extent as the two preceding years. Counting twenty-four miles 
which are under contract to be built by December 31st next, the construc- 
tion of which is now progressing, upon the line of the Dodge City, Monte- 
zuma & Trinidad Railroad, the number of miles built the past year in the 
State is 545.15. This swells the aggregate of railroad mileage operated in 
Kansas to 8,799.16. 

The following is a statement in detail of the number of miles of railroad 
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built in the State the past year, by what company built, and the number of 
miles operated by each company in the State.

It will thus be seen that the operated mileage of railroads in this State 
lacks but the fraction of one mile of being 8,800 miles. Within three 
years the railroad mileage of Kansas has been more than doubled. For 
the year ending June 30, 1885, the number of miles of road reported as 
then built and in operation was 4,168 miles. There has been added since then 
4,631 miles. One year ago the amount of railroad mileage in Kansas was 
exceeded only by that existing in three other States, viz., Illinois, Iowa, and 
Texas. It is safe to say that it is now exceeded by the amount existing in 
one only. During the past fiscal year railroad construction has been much 
more active in Kansas than in either Iowa or Texas, and while we do not 
possess the data for an exact statement, we deem it quite safe to assert that 
the mileage of Kansas exceeds that of either Iowa or Texas by at least two 
hundred miles, and is inferior to that existing in the State of Illinois alone 
of all the States. ' 

Compared to population, Kansas is the best equipped with railroads of 
any State in the- Union, or any country in the world. For every one 
thousand of her population Kansas has five and one-half miles of rail- 
road. Missouri, a State well supplied with railroads, has two and three- 
tenths miles to each one thousand of her population. 

We are unable to find reliable data showing the population of other 
States later than the census of 1880 from which to continue this compari- 
son, but it is certain that, although there are several States whose ratio of 
mileage to population is greater than that which obtains in Missouri, there 
are none where the ratio is as large as in Kansas. 

An approximate estimate would give the general average of mileage to 
population in the western group of States as two and one-half miles to each 
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oDe thousand population, and in the Middle and Eastern States not to ex- 
ceed one and one-half miles to each one thousand. It will thus be seen 
how greatly this State exceeds in railroad mileage the average ratios be- 
tween mileage and population in other portions of the country. This» 
while it furnishes great advantages, is not without some corresponding 
drawbacks^ It brings every producer nearer to a market, and by so much 
as it lessens the distance which the farmer must haul his heavy crops in 
wagons it enhances their value to him. It costs the farmer as much to 
haul by team fifteen miles as it does to transport the same product by rail 
two hundred miles. But the multiplication of railroads beyond the point 
where the volume of business is sufficient to yield remunerative revenues 
to companies charged with their operation and maintenance, must neces- 
sarily become, to some extent, a mortgage upon the future. Under even 
favorable conditions it requires several years' time and effort to establish a 
remunerative business upon a new line of railroad. This results from the 
&ct that nearly all new lines are made to divide a field already occupied. 
And if a new region is penetrated, the railroad must create for itself the 
necessary conditions of success. 

Unfortunately, however, since the commencement of later construction 
in Kansas, the conditions for the rapid development of business have not 
been favorable. Kansas, since 1885, has been visited with a succession of 
unfavorable seasons which have no precedent in her history. The average 
of her leading productions during the period from 1885 has fallen below 
the total product of that year. Instead, they should have constantly and 
enormously increased, considering the great tide of immigration that has 
poured itself with ceaseless flow over and into every part of the State. It 
is quite impossible that the unfavorable conditions for successful agriculture 
which have marked the three years last past over large areas of the State 
should continue. Nature is never erratic; she may appear to be tempo- 
rarily fitful, but she is then gathering her energies for renewed bountiful 
effort, and she ultimately brings about a result which teaches mankind the 
law of general averages. 

It would be impossible to present with entire accuracy or exactness the 
effect of a sudden large addition to the railroad mileage of the State, for 
the reason that the railroads operated within the State form part of contin- 
uous systems extending to other States and Territories, and several of the 
companies whose lines reach beyond the limits of Kansas do not keep and 
report statistics showing the operations and earnings of Kansas mileage 
separate from those arising outside of the State. We are able, however, 
to present an approximate view, which will convey a correct general idea. 

In the systems of railroads whose operations and earnings are reported 
to this office, embracing all the mileage in Kansas and all that beyond which 
is associated with, and operated in direct connection with, the mileage in this 
State, there are at the present time 16,178.70 miles. A little more than one- 
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half of this — in round numbers 8,800 — lie within the State of Kansas. 
The reports for the last year to this office show that, of the mileage in the 
Kansas systems, 2,512 miles were operated at a net loss. That is, their an- 
nual earnings were insufficient to pay the current operating expenses and 
taxes incurred in their operation and maintenance. This mileage fell in 
arrears for operating expenses and taxes in the aggregate sum of $878,- 
629.40. This mileage of course earned no portion of the interest charges 
which accrued upon the mortgage debt upon it. In addition to this, 4,301 
miles, while earning sufficient to meet operating expenses and taxes, failed 
to earn, either in whole or in part, their fixed or interest charges. The 
aggregate amount of deficit in interest earnings was $5,129,968.07. 

Thus it is seen that 6,813 miles of roads, within systems which aggregate 
a mileage of 16,178.70 miles, are not self-supporting. Of this non-eelf- 
supporting mileage, 2,194 miles are beyond the limits of Kansas, and 4,619 
miles within the State. As might be supposed, the main bulk of this deficit 
is upon the mileage more recently constructed, but a. portion of it arises 
upon older roads whose business has been divided by new lines. 

It is, of course, not only reasonable to expect, but quite certain that, 
with the development of the country which these new lines were built to 
serve, a process which, notwithstanding temporary checks will steadily and 
rapidly proceed, lines which to-day are unprofitable will become a source of 
revenue to their owners. In the meantime, however, these lines, whose 
operations result in deficits of such large proportions, will constitute se- 
rious burdens upon the parent systems. 

For the purpose of further illustrating the effect of the sudden addition 
of a large .amount of new mileage to existing systems, we will compare the 
per-mile tonnage, and the average gross and net earnings per mile of the 
past three years. While the expenses of operation of a road are less where 
the traffic is light than where it is large, the taxes and fixed charges are 
nearly the same, and are a constant quantity ; hence the earnings per mile 
are the best test of the earning capacity and solvency of a road. 

For the year ending June 30, 1886, the average number of miles oper- 
ated by companies reporting to this office was 9,974. The gross earnings 
for that year were $62,766,858.90, and the gross earnings per mile of 
road, $6,292.41. The net earnings for the same year per mile, $3,040.14. 
The average amount of tonnage per mile was 1,647.77 tons. 

For the year ending June 30, 1887, the average amount of mileage oper- 
ated was 13,068 miles. The total gross earnings were $75,717,049.44. 
Gross earnings per mile, $5,717.55. Thus the total gross earnings increased 
$12,951,190.54, yet the earnings per mile decreased $574.86. The net 
earnings per mile that year were $2,391.85, a decrease per mile compared 
with the preceding year of $648.29, the net earnings per mile diminishing 
in larger ratio than the gross, probably owing to the operation of a larger 
amount of unprofitable mileage. The per-mile tonnage for 1887 was 1,622 
tons. 
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For the year ending June 30, 1888, the total gross earnings were $74,- 
022,045.03, less by $1,695,004.41 than the like earnings of the previous 
year. The mileage had increased to 16,178. The average gross earn- 
ings per mile for that year were $4,575.47. The average mileage operated 
increased 3,110 miles, and the per-mile gross earnings decreased $1,142.08. 
The net earnings per mile were $1,671.77, a decrease of $720.08 per mile 
over the preceding year. The tonnage per mile was 1,410.82 tons. 

The total tonnage, all roads reported, for the year ending June 30, 1887, 
was 21,293,832.6 tons. For the corresponding year, 1888, 22,824,299 tons. 
An increase in tonnage for 1888, compared with 1887, of 1,530,467 tons. 

The total earnings from the freight tonnage of the year ending June 30, 

1887, were $50,237,482.18. Total earnings from the larger tonnage of 

1888, $49,349,366.18; a decrease in freight earnings of $888,116, and show- 
ing a decline in average rate per ton per mile of about 8 per cent.

ATCHISON, TOPEKA A SANTA Ffe RAILROAD. 

The past year this company has been active in new construction, and its 

operations at this time have reached a collossal scale. This report covers a 

mileage of 3,022.78 miles of main line and leased or branch lines, against 

1,895.60 miles for the previous year, an addition of 1,127.28 miles for the 
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year. This has been brought about in part by new construction, and partly 
by incorporating the Southern Kansas Railway and its branches into the 
Atchison system. This mileage is exclusive of the lines built under the 
auspices of the Chicago, Kansas & Western Company, all of which are in 
Kansas and comprise a mileage of 903 miles. It does not include the Gulf, 
Colorado & Santa F4 in Texas, nor the line from Kansas City to Chicago, 
both of which, though not a part of the Santa F4 system, are intimately 
associated with it.

Included in the amount of bonded debt reported above, $12,424,000 rep- 
resents the bonded debt of roads owned or controlled and operated as a part of 
the Atchison system, and the further sum of $12,674,000, the bonded debt 
of the Southern Kansas Railway system, also owned and operated as part 
of the Atchison system of railways ; and for these two sums, aggregating 
$25,098,000, the liability of the Atchison Company is contingent. Only 
a part of this last sum, viz., $12,286,000, represents an increase in the bonded 
debt of the Atchison Company. These bonds were issued to provide for the 
construction of new lines in Kansas, Colorado, Missouri, Illinois, Indian 
Territory, and Texas. There have been redeemed and canceled during the 
year bonds of previous issues aggregating $335,000. 

The total amount of paid-up stock and debt, up to June 30, 1888, was 
$144,995,000. This applies to a mileage of 4,768 miles, and the amount of 
stock and debt per mile is $34,024.99. 

The total cost of construction and equipment reported up to June 30, 1888, 
applying to 4,768 miles, was $176,555,596.69, the average cost per mile be- 
ing $37,028.89. Excess of cost of construction and equipment over total 
amount of paid-up stock and debt, $31,560,596.69.

LEAVENWORTH, TOPEKA A; SOUTHWESTERN RAILROAD.

The road is jointly owned by the Union Pacific and Atchison companies, 
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but was built by a local corporation. Since its purchase by the two com- 
panies above named, it has been operated by the Atchison company. The 
purchasing companies guaranteed the bonded debt which had been created 
upon the road by the original company.

CONDITION OF THE MISSOURI, KANSAS & TEXAS 

RAILWAY. 



This railroad was leased to the Missouri Pacific Railway Company on 
December 1, 1880, for a period of 99 years. Since that date the road has 
been operated by that company. The terms of the lease required the sur- 
plus from the earnings, over and above operating expenses and taxes, to be 
turned over to the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Company. This lease was 
terminated in October last, by the appointment of receivers for the property 
bv the United States Circuit Court. 

mr 

This system of railroads embraces a mileage, including main line and 
branches, of 1,612 miles, 254 miles of which are in Kansas, the rest being 
in Missouri, Indian Territory, and Texas. The receivers took charge of the 
property on November 1. The appointment was made at the suit of the 
mortgage bond-holders, whose matured interest had defaulted. 

It becomes pertinent to inquire the causes or reasons for this condition of 
insolvency. These will be found chiefly in its freight-traffic reports. Its 
freight rates have declined more rapidly than its traffic has increased. Dur- 
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ing the past four years, with the exception of the year endiug June 30, 
1887, the gross earnings have greatly diminished, notwithstanding its traffic 
has slightly increased ; the increase, however, has been insufficient to over- 
come the effect of reduction in the rates. Taking the year 1884 as a stand- 
ard of comparison, the total tariff earnings for that year — being and including 
earnings from mails, express, rentals, and miscellaneous sources, and exclud- 
ing a small amount of revenue for that year derived from income account, 
which is an incidental rather than a permanent source of revenue — were 
quite sufficient to meet the operating expenses, taxes and interest obligations 
of the company. 

The total freight tonnage carried over this railroad for the year ending 
June 30, 1884, was 2,149,464 tons. Number of tons carried for the cor- 
responding year 1888, 2,279,371. Increase in tonnage 1888 compared to 
1884, 129,907 — an increase of 6 per cent. Comparing the mileage traffic 
for the two years named, the following result appears: Number of tons 
hauled one mile for the year ending June 30, 1884, 419,608,134. The 
same for the corresponding year 1888, 441,960,774. Increase in 1888 over 
1884, 22,352,640 — a fraction over 5 per cent, increase. 

The rate per ton per mile in 1884 was 1.31 cents. In 1888 the rate was 
1.04 cents, a reduction of 20 per cent. This reduction affected the earn- 
ings from freight traffic as follows:

If the tariff rate which existed in 1884 had been charged upon the ton- 
nage of 1888, it would have increased the receipts from this source over the 
amount derived from the tonnage of 1884 by the sum of 8923,941.19, and the 
property would have been preserved in a solvent condition. Instead, the 
total income from the operation of these works for the year ending June 
30, 1888, was 86,631,870.02. The operating expenses, taxes, rentals, and 
fixed charges, or interest, for the same year, $8,096,745.10. Excess of ex- 
penses and charges over earnings, $1,464,875.08. 

The margin between prosperity and insolvency in the operations of a 
great railroad system is, as a rule, narrow. So narrow indeed, that no rail- 
road in the Western States can long remain solvent unless it is in a position 
to add constantly from year to year to the volume and value of its freight 
and other traffic. It is a matter of easy demonstration that the freight rates 
prevailing to-day would, if based upon the tonnage of Western railroads of 
four or five years ago, be insufficient to maintain the best railroads in a solv- 
ent condition. No railroad can rest contented with its present status as to 
volume of traffic and be safe. Such is the intensity of prevailing competi- 
tion among the several railroads for business, that the tendency to average 
rate reductions from year to year must necessarily be steady and persistent. 
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Growth, therefore, in the traffic of a railroad under existing conditions, is 
absolutely necessary to its continued existence. 

FroDQ 1884 there has been each year a slight increase in the traffic over 
the M. K. & T. Railroad system, but not sufficient to compensate for the 
decline in the rates at which it was carried. For the year ending June 30, 
1885, as compared with the gross earnings of the previous year, the gross 
receipts diminished $650,230.98. In 1886 the gross earnings were still far- 
ther diminished $324,967.65. In the succeeding year of 1887 the gross 
earnings exceeded those of 1884 by the sum of $668,923.83. This was 
doubtless owing to the large amount of railroad material and supplies car- 
ried during the year, demanded for new construction in Kansas and Texas. 
For the past year the traffic fell back to near the standard of former years, 
and the earnings fell below those of any of the preceding years named. 

These diminishing receipts of revenue from the operation of this prop- 
erty have occasioned, as is usually the case, effi^rts to economize expenditures 
with a view to maintain its solvency. For the two years, 1885 and '86, op- 
erating expenses were diminished, as compared with those of 1884, by the 
gross sum of $1,328,496.36, with, as we are informed, consequent deteriora- 
tion of track. Of this we cannot speak from personal knowledge, except 
as to that portion of the mileage within the State. As to this last, exten- 
sive renewals are urgently needed both upon the track, and at several points 
new station buildings. For the last two years the operating expenses have 
increased in greater ratio than the traffic, and this must continue to be the 
case until the track and its appointments shall have been restored to a fair 
standard. It should be remarked here that Mr. C. £. Rand, who repre- 
sented the Missouri Pacific upon a joint committee, appointed several months 
ago by the lessor and lessee companies to investigate the condition of the 
M. K. & T. road, in his report, a summary of which is given from advance 
sheets by the Railway Review for October 27, states that this road is in bet- 
ter condition, physically, than a majority of the Southwestern roads. 

Mr. Rand's report doubtless refers mainly to the main line, only 80 miles 
of which lies in Kansas. The Neosho division, operated as a branch, em- 
bracing 157 miles, is wholly within the* State. About 80 miles of this is in 
bad order. 

The building of new lines in the field occupied by the M. K. <& T. road 
within the past three years subjects its operations to sharp competition both 
in respect to its traffic and rates. It is, moreover, burdened with a heavy 
load of bonded debt, amounting at the present time to $28,633 per mile. At 
the time the Missouri Pacific took charge of it its mileage amounted to 879 
miles. The average bonded debt at that time was about $35,000 per mile. 
There has been added to the system by the Missouri Pacific 733 miles, at a 
less average cost, reducing the average indebtedness per mile to the figure 
above stated. 
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STRIKE ON THE ATCHISON, TOPEKA & SANTA Ffi 

RAILROAD. 



On the 15th of March last about ninety per cent, of all the engineers and 
firemen employed upon the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Railroad entered 
upon a strike, which threatened most serious disturbances to the industries 
established along the lines of road operated by the Atchison company, and 
which, if continued for a considerable length of time, would have inflicted 
great injury upon innumerable interests served by that system of roads. 
The strike ceased and the men returned to their employments on the 18th 
of the same month. The causes which, it was stated, led to this strike were 
operating to produce a general strike of engineers upon other Kansas rail- 
roads, as well as upon those located in adjacent States. It is due to the 
public that a brief review of the causes which seem to have nearly involved 
a vast territory and several millions of people in disasters, the extent of 
which might have reached appalling magnitude, should be made in this 
place. 

The striking engineers were members of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, and the strike was professedly what has been termed sympa- 
thetic; the engineers upon this road entering upon the strike with the 
avowed object of aiding the cause of strikers upon the C. B. & Q. system of 
railroads in Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, and, to a lesser extent, in Kansas and 
Colorado. 

In conjunction with the Governor, the members of this Board met the 
members of the grievance committee, representing the strikers, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the reason for the course adopted by the striking 
engineers and firemen. The reasons assigned were two-fold. First, it was 
alleged that the Atchison, Topeka & and Santa F^ company was receiving 
and handling freight consigned and delivered to it by the C. B< & Q. Rail- 
road, to which they objected; and second, that in some way, which the 
strikers were unable to define, a strike on this road would aid the striking 
engineers in their contest with the C. B. & Q. company. 

It appeared that, soon after the resumption of the operation of the lines 
of the last-named company by engineers and firemen who supplied the 
places of those who had abandoned them by striking, the Brotherhood of 
Engineers upon the Atchison road objected to the company handling 
freight consigned to it which came from the C. B. & Q. Railroad. It was 
ascertained from the company that from the time this objection was made, 
to avoid giving offense to their own employ^, and with the expectation 
that the objection would soon be withdrawn, and further, to avoid giving 
the slightest excuse for a strike, the company had abstained wholly from 
handling C. B. & Q. freighf It neither required any Brotherhood engi- 
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neer to haul it, nor did it permit non-union men to handle it. The General 
Manager asserted that since objection had been made, there had not been 
so much a£ ten pounds of this class of freight moved by the company, and 
the grievance committee of the strikers, though pressed by us and by Mr. 
Goddard, the General Manager, for evidence to the contrary, was unable to 
adduce anv. The committee claimed to have some information which, it 
was said, led their men to believe that the company had handled some 
freight consigned to it over the C. B. & Q. Railroad ; all of which, when 
sifted out, proved to be of a frivolous and trifling character. The General 
Manager had even taken extraordinary and humiliating precautions to 
avoid a strike by requesting the chairman of the grievance committee to 
report to him any instance he might see or hear of where the men were 
required to handle this class of freight. This was both extraordinary and 
humiliating, inasmuch as it was so far a virtual surrender by the responsi- 
ble manager of his functions to an irresponsible employ^; it was placing in 
the hands of that employ 6 the power to say whether or not the company 
should be permitted to regard its charter obligations, and obey or set at 
defiance the State and national laws which define and enjoin its duties to 
the public. 

The freight which the Brotherhood engineers were refusing to handle did 
not belong to the C. B. & Q. Railroad Company, ( though if it did, this 
could have made no difference in the duty of other companies to handle it 
upon demand,) but to individuals to whom it had been consigned; and the 
point of the objection was that it had been transported over a part of its 
route from its initial point of shipment to destination over the C. B. & Q. 
Railroad. The parties chiefly injured by this conduct were business men 
and others whose goods were refused transportation over a part of the nec- 
essary route of shipment. Moreover, a portion of the freight thus refused 
transportation originated upon the lines of the C. B. & Q. system, and could 
have reached its destination over no other route. Thus by this attitude 
these employ^ of this corporation were attempting to control a large por- 
tion of the community as to the manner in which, and the agencies through 
which, they should carry on their business. It was an attempt, in addition, 
to place an embargo upon the commerce of a considerable section of the 
country, and involved the exercise of powers which are intrusted to the 
(Tovemment alone, only to be exercised upon extraordinary occasions. 

The futility of any expectation that such a strike could aid the cause of 
the strikers on the C. B. & Q. road may be judged from the fact that the 
latter road was a competitor of the Atchison Railroad. These views were 
impressed upon the committee in the interview referred to, the particulars 
of which were given to the public at the time. 

It should be further stated, that the strike upon the Atchison road was 
neither ordered nor sanctioned at the headquarters of the Brotherhood. 

It is not our purpose to discuss the merits of the strike upon the C. B. 
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& Q. system. There were no important lines of that system operating in 
Kansas, and this State was but slightly afiTected by it. It would moreover 
be useless to enter upon such a question, since the company, whose opera- 
tions were impeded for a short time, was able quite promptly to reorganize 
its force with new men, and at the time of the strike on the Atchison road 
the C. B. & Q. lines were in regular operation by the new force. The 
strike in this instance was the more inexcusable since but a short time 
before the company had, at the instance of the engineers, entered into an 
elaborate written agreement, covering all matters connected with their 
employment, in which it was stipulated that no engineer should be 
discharged from the company's service without cause, triable before an 
impartial board; and for this and other valuable considerations, it was 
further agreed that engineers should not quit their employment with the 
company without giving thirty days' notice. The men professed no hos- 
tility to the company, nor did they complain of any unfair treatment; it 
was clearly a case in which the engineers and firemen had misconceived 
their duty to the company and the public. On the 17th of March the 
General Manager addressed a candid and temperate appeal to the men, and 
upon the following day they returned to their stations, and the operation of 
the road was fully resumed without conditions as to the handling of C. B- 
& Q. freight. 

The repeated interruptions to the orderly operation of great 'railroad 
lines, inflicting great detriment upon a vast variety of business interests, by 
striking employ^, have led to numerous discussions of their causes and of 
remedial expedients, but so far without practical result. The only solution 
of the difficulty which has been attempted has consisted in providing by 
law for boards of arbitration. But the functions of such boards have never 
been invoked to settle pending controversies threatening a strike. From 
the nature of the questions or disputes arising between employer and em- 
ploy^, concerning which decisions of boards of arbitration do not possess, 
and never can possess, the binding force of legal obligations, since they 
involve matters of absolute personal right, (the right to accept or reject 
terms offered on the one hand as compensation for personal services, and 
the right of the employer to determine for himself the number and charac- 
ter of the persons whom he shall employ, and the terms of employment 
which he may consistently with his own interests afford,) it is not likely 
that arbitration will become a distinguishing feature in the settlement of 
labor disputes. 

While we shall refrain from any attempts to suggest anything new in this 
direction, for we are satisfied that these recurring conflicts will continue 
until there shall be evolved from them a truer knowledge and better under- 
standing of the mutuality of interests between employers and employes, it 
may not be inappropriate to remark that any labor organization or combi- 
nation of employes engaged in the business of transportation or other in- 
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dustrial enterprise, in the carrying on of which the public is more or less 
directly interested, who strike and attempt to arrest the operation of works 
upon which the community is in a measure dependent, without first sub- 
mitting to that public a clear and candid statement of grievances, and in- 
viting its opinion thereon, commits a serious mistake. The public is disposed 
to give indulgent consideration to the rights and interests of workingmen. 
Moreover, railroads are dependent upon the patronage of the public for 
their support, and this, together with the fact that their value and useful- 
ness are liable to be affected at any time by legislation, renders them pecul- 
iarly sensitive to public opinion. But it is rare that public sympathy for 
workingmen can be so far led astray as to be enlisted in the support of a 
cause that has no reasonable foundation of justice. It has also been made 
clear by the sequence of past strikes, that one involving great and varied 
interests cannot succeed unless it has a firm basis of support in public opinion. 



RECOMMENDATIONS. 



The orders, decisions and recommendations of the Board, upon the vari- 
ous matters which have come before it the past year, have in nearly all 
instances been complied with and carried out by the railroad companies 
affected by such decision or order. In one instance, however, the company 
affected by a decision of this Board has demurred, and so far, we have 
been advised, has refused to comply with its requirements. As one or more 
similar cases are quite certain to arise upon the same company's line (one is 
now pending before us which probably involves the same question ), it seems 
both necessary and important to here call attention to the matter. The 
facts are, that the people of Eagle township, Sedgwick county, upon the 
solicitation of the Midland Railway Company, voted bonds of the township 
to the amount of $15,000, to aid the construction of the Midland Railroad, 
subscribed to the stock of the company in the same amount and issued said 
bonds in payment therefor. One of the conditions upon which such bondn 
were voted and issued was, that the company should build and maintain a 
depot near the center of the township. A depot was built, as provided for, 
hut no provision has been made to operate it, or transact business therein, 
and the people are as destitute of depot facilities as though they had never 
stipulated for them, or paid a large consideration to secure them. 

The Midland Railroad is now operated by the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railway Company. The Board decided that the people were entitled to 
depot facilities, and that it was the duty of the company now operating the 
road to supply them. The decision and subsequent correspondence with 
the company is elsewhere reported in this report. 
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Gases of similar import have arisen during the year upon other new 
lines, in all of which our decisions have been the same as in the case noted 
above ; and those decisions have been complied with. 

It is respectfully recommended that provision be made by statute for the 
enforcement, by appropriate remedy, in courts having jurisdiction, of the 
decisions and orders of the Board. 

We think that legislation might be usefully invoked in respect to an- 
other matter, the nature of which we will proceed to state. Over several 
railroads of the State, joint freight tariffs exist from Kansas City to points 
in Kansas, where such points are reached over two connecting roads, the 
joint tariff being equal to one tariff between the initial and the point of 
destination. There are other instances in which points in Kansas are 
reached from Kansas City over one road alone, while the same station can 
only be reached from a city in Kansas having the same line of freight for 
transportation over two roads. In the latter case the freight originating in 
Kansas pays two local rates, the sum of which is greater than either the 
single or joint tariff rate. This puts the business originating in Kansas at 
a disadvantage compared with the like business originating outside of the 
State. In all such cases business in this State, whether it consists in whole- 
saling or manufacturing, should be placed, in so far as transportation 
charges are concerned, upon an equal footing with the like business exist- 
ing in a neighboring State. 

To accomplish this purpose it is recommended that power be conferi*ed 

upon the Board by law to require the adoption of joint tariffs whenever the 

same are necessary to equalize these conditions.

This is a petition by the citizens of Climax, Greenwood county, for a depot 
building at Climax station, on said road. The road already has a tool house build- 
ing for a depot and a platform, and a station agent. 

In view of the great shrinkage in earnings of the railroad companies during the 
past year, and that over more than one-half of the State, they must, owing to failure 
of crops this year, be next to nothing, the Board think it would not be reasonable 
to compel the expenditure of moneys to build depots at small and unimportant 
stations. Railroads, like individuals, should practice economy at such times, and 
while the present depot facilities at Climax are not good, yet they are such that the 
business of that locality can be done there with but little inconvenience. They have 
a depot building which is as large as several of the railroads doing business in the 
State furnish for similar stations along their lines, and they have an agent of the 
railroad company located there, so that freights may be received and shipped and 
passengers may get on and off from all trains, and tickets may be bought at a short 
distance from the depot. The business is very light there, and the depot accommo- 
dations at present more than correspond with the business. 

In view of this condition of things, the Board think that it would not be reason- 
able to require a compliance with the request of the petitioners at the present time.

Honorable Board of R. R. (■ommissionerSi TopekOn, Kansas — Gentlbmxn: I beg to 
acknowledge receipt of your communication of the 19th, relative to the location of 
our station in Rochester township, Kingman county, Kansas. 

Before the depot was built at that point, our construction department was led to 
believe that the Arkansas Valley Land dk Town Co. had secured land and would deed 
to the railroad company the necessary grounds required for station facilities. It 
seems that the Arkansas Valley Land A, Town Go. did not carry through their nego- 
tiations, and as a consequence it has no interest in the town of Rochester, which is 
controlled by a private town company. This private town company has not yet se- 
cured a charter, and we are not satisfied as to the title it can give. The railroad 
company, however, has no intention of moving the station from that point until a 
determined efifort has been made to get enough land to answer our purposes for sta- 
tion facilities. 

The depot and platform have been erected. As it now stands we do not own the 
land on which the house track is located. We have only 50 feet on each side of the 
center line for our right-of-way.

We have 
only charged our tariff rate, which we believe to be reasonable, and I cannot see 
wherein there is cause of complaint against this company. Perhaps, however, you 
can throw more light on the subject, in which event I shall be glad to hear from you 
farther.

Dr. D. Q. Hahn, Wauneta, Kansas — Dbab Sib: In regard to shipment of buggy 
from Wauneta to Medicine Lodge. 

A letter from the Claim Agent of the Missouri Pacific Railway Company states 
that their agent at Wauneta was in error in taking the buggy at 500 pounds, and 
the error was corrected at Winfield by the Missouri Pacific agent there, where the 
buggy, K. D., was by him turned over to the A. T. A S. F. Co. at 2,000 pounds with

The Santa F^ agent at Medicine Lodge represents that it was not orated and had 
no appearance of having been crated when received there. 
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A difference is made in the freight rate between goods packed for shipment in 
one way and those packed for shipment in another. The railroad companies are 
insnrers of the goods, and if injnry occurs to them in transit, in ordinary oases they 
are liable, and in most cases the damages, if any, would be largely in excess of the 
freight paid for their transportation. Where merchandise is so packed for ship- 
ment that its liability to injnry in shipment is reduced to the minimum, such ship, 
ment goes at a less rate than where the same class of merchandise is shipped in a 
packing in which it is more liable to injury. For instance, a new buggy shipped 
without being taken apart is more liable to injury and occupies more space to its 
weight than one knocked down, and should bear a higher rate. One "E. D.*' and 
loose, loaded in a car with other classes of merchandise, is more liable to injnry in 
transit than one *' K. D." and crated. The classification provides that a " top or 
open buggy, taken apart, K. D., flat and compactly crated shall be charged for at 
li fifst-dass rate." 

It was doubtless upon this rate yon intended your shipment should go, the actual 
weight being 500 pounds. 

But it is quite evident to us that this provision was not fully complied with on 
your part, something was done at Wauneta which the agent there accepted from 
yon as a substitute for the flat and compact crating required in the dassiflcation ; 
so their agent at Winfleld charged the shipment at 2,000 pounds and turned it over 
to the Santa F^ Go. at that point. Now, however, the agent of a company re- 
ceiving freight may bind his own company by giving a rate or receiving freight to 
be shipped on its line and a connecting line, but he certainly has no power or 
authority to bind in any manner, the connecting line. It, the connecting line, will 
take the freight and charge for carrying it the regular tariff rate. 

This much in general, now in particular. The Board is informed that the com- 
pany will, owing to the misunderstanding, direct the agent at Medinine Lodge to 
turn over the buggy at the tariff rate of freight on the weight at 600 pounds, which 
if done will obviate the necessity for any further action on our part in the matter, 
and you will kindly notify the Board if the matter is so done.

This complaint grows out of a shipment on May 15, 1888, to complainant of one 
oar of yellow-pine lumber from Mountain Grove, Mo., to Morehead, Kansas. The 
freight was carried by the Kansas City, Springfield A Memphis Railroad from Moun- 
tain Grove, Mo., to Cherry vale, Kansas, and then delivered to the A. T. AS. F. R. R. 
Co., who, over the Southern Kansas, carry the freight to Morehead, its destination. 
This freight is carried on a joint or through tariff, of date February 20, 1888, which 
is less than the sum of the two local tariffs of the two roads, the through or joint 
tariff being 17 cents per hundred. The Kansas City, Springfield A Memphis R. R. 
tariff from Mountain Grove to Cherry vale is 17 cents and the A. T. A S. F. tariff from 
Oherryvale to Morehead is 5 cents, making the combined local tariffs 22 cents. The 
joint tariff is only 17 cents. The expense bill shows a rate from Cherry vale to More- 
head of 6 cents; this represents the Santa F6*s proportion of the division of the joint 
tariff, and it can make no difference to the shippers how the freight earned by two 
or more continuous lines is divided between them, so, only, the charge for the entire 
haul is reasonable. In this case the shipment is an interstate shipment, and 
one which, if it were erroneous, we would not, as a Board, have jurisdiction to cor- 
rect; yet as it seems to be a case of misconception on the part of the shipper, we 
have endeavored to explain it. It will be seen that the shipper in this case, by rea- 
son of this joint tariff agreement, gets his through shipment for what, without it, 
would cost him the same price from Mountain Grove to Cherry vale. 

In this case the total charge is f 61.90. There seems to have been an error in fig- 
uring out the rate, as a 17-cent rate on 38,400 pounds makes the total charge $65.28, 
which is what the company was entitled to charge. 

There is no error which the shipper has any right to complain of, and the com- 
plaint is accordingly dismissed. Bt thb Boabd.

This is a petition signed by a number of the residents of said township, asking 
that a flag station be established in said township on the line of the Leavenworth, 
Northern A, Sonthern Railroad, at a point immediately west of the upper crossing 
ot Stranger creek, in the southeast comer of section 10, township 7, range 20, east. 

The petition was referred to the company, to which there has been no response. 
The Board has visited the place and met the petitioners, and investigated the mat- 
ter referred to it by the petition. The stations on the line of this road are as near 
together as stations are usually maintained upon this and all other lines of road. 
Between Leavenworth and Hawthorne, a distance of 26 miles, including the two 
places named, there are five stations, their average distance apart being a little less 
than fi^e miles. Besides, this is a new road and is not earning expenses. 

It was urged as a reason for the petition, that the highways leading to the sta- 
tions north and south are, in consequence of the hilly condition of the country, in 
bad order, and that they pursue long and circuitous courses, rendering it inconven- 
ient for persons who desire to take passage on the trains to reach the depots from 
that locality. This doubtless is true, and we ascertained that passengers were fre- 
quently permitted to alight from the trains at the point where a flag station is 
desired. This is a cofisiderable convenience to the people there, and while we 
should not feel Justified in recommending the establishment of a depot or regular 
station, we think that since no important trains run over this part of the road the 
people should be permitted to take the trains at the point named; and to render 
this more safe and convenient a platform should be built, and this the Board recom- 
mend be done, and that trains carrying passengers stop at the platform on signal.

The grade 
here is rather high, and the railroad company has constructed a switch and platform 
about two miles south, and passengers are carried to that point. There is no depot, 
no shelter, not even a public road leading from this switch. All the citizens of 
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Boipio ask Ib that passengers be allowed to get on and off. It will be seen from 
inclosed letter that tickets are sold to Scipio the same as before the construction o^ 
switch two miles south. Yonrs reepectfnlly,

Santa F^ Railroad ticket office, to Scipio, in Anderson county. When the train 
stopped and I had left the car, I found myself in the woods, with no house in sight. 

I consider it an 
injustice on the part of the railroad company to sell tickets to a place and then 
carry a passenger two miles farther then the place and post office named in the ticket* 
I think the Railroad Commissioners of the State ought to see to it that the nuisance 
be abated.

DECISION. 

This is a complaint of Manford Schoonover and others, of Anderson county, 
Kansas, in regard to alleged insufficient facilities at the station of Scipio and the 
failure of respondent company to stop its trains at a point two miles north, where 
the post-office of that name is located. 

A careful examination of all the facts in the case discloses the following situation 
of affairs, viz.: 

In the early history of the Southern Kansas Railway a temporary stopping-place 
was provided at a point two miles south of the station of Richmond, where trains 
might be stopped on signal and where the mails for the post-office of Scipio were 
exchanged. No depot, side-track or other station facilities were ever supplied, and 
all the eyidence goes to show that there was no intention to establish a permanent 
station or encourage patrons of the road to believe that such would be provided. 

This point is at the head of one of the steepest grades on the line of the Southern 
Kansas division of respondent's road, and north-bound trains experienced great 
difficulty in starting after having stopped, as they were occasionally compelled to 
do. This annoyance and detention of trains becoming aggravated as the business 
of the road increased, the company decided to discontinue stopping trains at this 
point, and accordingly about a year ago built a side-track at the foot of the said 
grade, about one and a half miles south, together with a platform ample for the 
aecommodation of all the business likely to offer. 

At the same time a mail-crane was erected at the old stopping- place, whereby the 
mails could be exchanged without slacking speed of trains. 

Under the present arrangement the mails are delivered with the same certainty 
and regularity as before, and the few passengers are taken on or landed at the new 
stopping-place at the foot of the hill with little if any more inconvenience than 
voder the old arrangement. 

This new station is midway between the stations of Garnett and Richmond, is on 
level ground, and is a suitable place for a passing point and also for dividing trains 
to enable them to ascend the steep grade referred to, an emergency which frequently 
occurs in the operation of the road. 

Under all the circumstances, therefore, we deem the action of the company in 
making the changes herein set forth, justiflable and proper, and such as a safe and 
economical management of the road naturally required.

While we claim it will pay them, from the fact that we have shipped from this 
station this season five cars of stock and eight cars of baled hay to date, besides the 
passenger travel. 

2. We now ask that the said railroad company build a depot at this station, as 
well as appoint an agent, that the traveling pablio may have some place to get into 
while awaiting trains, and not have to stand out doors on a bare platform, as many 
will testify they have done here in all kinds of weather. 

8. That yon also investigate why the company will not furnish coal cars along 
this line to those dealing in coal. Signed by C. M. Bbttbs and 27 others. 

DBOISIOM. 

This is a petition to the Board by Mr. C. M. Bettee and 27 others, asking that a 
depot be built and station agent be appointed at Upola, in Elk county. The peti- 
tion goes on to state as a reason why a depot should be built and an agent ap- 
pointed, and as an evidence of the amount of business done there, that there were 
shipped from that station the past season five cars of stock and eight cars of baled 
hay, besides the passenger travel. 

The petition was referred to the railroad company, and in response thereto the 
General Manager states that there is certainly not enough business at that point to 
warrant the expense of a station building, let alone the employment of an agent. 

After due notice to the parties, the Board went to Upola on April 18, 1888, to 
investigate the necessities said to exist for a station building in that locality. There 
is already a side-track, stock yards for loading stock, and a platform, but no station 
building. Upola is about five miles from Longton, the next station on the south, 
and six miles from Buxton, the next station on the north. It is simply a country 
post-office, there being no town or viUage in that vicinity, and but one house near 
by. The statement made in the petition as to the business done there would indi- 
cate that it must be meager, and actual observations in that locality only tend to 
confirm this impression. The character of shipments from and to that place would 
be chiefly live stock, hay and coal, and facilities for the handling of these classes of 
freights are already provided. We have had occasion to pass by Upola over that 
road several times since we went to investigate this petition, and we have failed on 
either occasion to see any evidence of business being done there either in passenger 
or freight. This condition of inactivity, however, is not likely to continue. This 
locality suffers like the rest of the State from the loss of crops last year, and it is 
reasonable to expect that a prosperous season will greatly increase the business to 
be done over the railroad in that locality. At the present time, however, the money 
derived from the business done there would be insufficient to pay the salary of an 
agent. There is no present necessity for one, and, in our judgment, it would, under 
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existing oircnmBtances, be unreasonable to require the company to expend a large 
amount of money in providing a station building, and maintaining a station agent 
with oomparatiyely little or nothing to do. We feel justified in adding, however, 
that the location of Upola is a proper place for a station, and that as business grows 
there additional station facilities will be afforded. Bt the Boabd.

way built a fence across the county road in same section, township and range, and 
that the county road is completely obstructed by said fence and an embankment on 
said railway. The railway company has been notified for years to make said State 
road-crossing good, but has failed to do so, and has failed to reply when notified in 
regard to said crossing. The Board of County Commissioners would like such 
action taken by your honorable body as will cause said railway company to make 
said CToesing safe for public travel.

DXOISION. 

The Board of County Commissioners of Allen county complain of the Southern 
Kansas Railway Company to the effect that it obstructs a county road, by having 
built and maintaining a fence across the county road in section fifteen (15), town- 
ship twenty-five (25). That said public road is completely obstructed by said fence 
and embankment on said railway. 

In its response to the complaint, the railway company says that this count y road 
has never been located over its right-of-way and track. 

The Board investigated the matter on the ground, and found the following to be 
the facts: Upon a petition presented to the county board in due form, said Board 
ordered a view and survey of the county road petitioned for. Its course ran 
through the section above named, and intersected the respondent's railway there. 
No notice was given the company of the proposed view and survey by any of the 
petitioners, and the county board is in doubt whether a railway company is entitled 
to such notice. The company was not represented at the view, and had no oppor- 
tunity to make and present any claim for damages for the appropriation of its 
right-of-way for the use of a public highway. 

Section 4, of the act in relation to^oads and highways, provides that it shall be 
the duty of at least one of the petitioners to cause six days' notice to be given in 
writing to the owners, or their agents, if residing in the county, through whose land 
such road Is proposed to be laid out and established, of the time and place of the 
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meeting of the yiewers. The next section provides that the viewers shall assess and 
determine the amount of damages by any person or persons through whose prem- 
ises the said road is proposed to be established. It farther provides that no dam- 
ages shall be allowed or assessed in favor of persons who, haying received such 
notice, fail to present a daim for damages to the viewers; and further, that persons 
who have received no notice as required by said section, may file an application for 
damages with the Board of County Commissioners within twelve months after the 
location of the road. 

The position assumed by the respective parties may be stated thus: The County 
Board assumes that the railway company is not entitled to the notice provided for 
in section 4, nor entitled to claim or receive damages for the location and estab- 
lishment of a road across its right-of-way and railway track. The railway company, 
on the other hand, claims that it is entitled to the notice and to the damages, and 
that it cannot be required to open its right-of-way to a public road until and unless 
it has received the notice. 

We entertain no doubt that a railway company is entitled under the statute to 
precisely the same treatment in respect to the location and establishment of roads 
as any other person or individual through whose premises the same is also proposed 
to be established. It is required to contribute in proportion to the value of its 
property in the township its quota of the expense incurred in the establishment and 
maintenance of the roads. Its lands are subjected to the same servitude as those of 
private persons, with this diiference, that besides paying its road taxes, it is re- 
quired to put in and maintain, at its own expense, the crossing over its track, 
including cattle-guards when these are necessary. It may also be vitally interested 
in the question of the location of highway itself, and is entitled to the opportunity 
to present objections to any particular location proposed. The property of a rail- 
way company is also protected under the same general law which forbids the appro- 
priation of private property for the public use without condemnation. 

But the notice provided for in section 4 is not jurisdictional, and the omission 
to give it does not invalidate the proceedings by which the road is sought to be 
established. ( Commissianera of Leavenworth Co. vs. Eapen, 12 Kas. 6SI.) 

If the company failed to get due notice of the viewers' proceedings, it still had 
twelve months from the date of location of the road in which to file its claim for 
damages with the County Board. It could not, however, object on that ground to a 
highway being established over its right-of-way and railway track, and to comply 
with the provisions of the statute in relation to planking its track. No other objec- 
tions are urged. 

Our conclusion therefore is, that the public is entitled to have the county road in 
question opened across the company's railroad, and that the company is entitled to 
fair compensation in damages therefor, to be awarded by the County Board if a 
claim for such damages be filed by the company within one year from the date of 
location of the road. Bt thk Boakd.

MODIFICATION OF DKOISION. 

In the decision issued in this case May 28, 1888, the Board, relying upon the case 
of Commissioners of Leavenworth County vs. Espen, 12 Kas. 531, ruled that the 
notice provided for in section 4, of the act relating to roads and highways, was 
not jurisdictional in character, and that the omission to give it does not invalidate 
the proceedings by which the road is sought to be established. 

The subsequent decision of the same court, in the case of the State vs. John Farry^ 
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28 Kas. 731, wherein, the statute having been amended since the decision first 
oited, the court hold that said notice is jurisdictional, was inadvertently over- 
looked. Following the decision of the Supreme Oourt in the latter case, the Board 
modifies its former decision in the case so far as to hold that a railway company is 
entitled, the same as other owners of property through which a road is being laid 
out, to the notice mentioned in section 4, as a precedent condition to the establish- 
ment of a highway through or upon its right-of-way. 

It appearing from the road records of Allen county that no notice was given 
to the Southern Kansas Railway of the proposed view and location of the road in 
question, the proceeding, in so far as it affected the railway company, was void.

This case involved two points of complaint, namely: The obstruction of a 
county road, by a fence, that was located since the road was built, and the obstruc- 
tion of a public highway located prior to the building of the railway. The deci- 
sion of the latter point is found below. 

DBOISIOM. 

This is a case of complaint made by Mr. R. W. Duffy, County Clerk, by direction 
of the Commissioners of Allen county, Kansas, against the Southern Kansas Railway 
Company for alleged obstruction of the State road in section fifteen ( 15 ), township 
twenty- five (25), range eighteen (18), in said county; said obstruction being the 
fence along the company's right-of-way, which, it is charged, l^as closed the estab- 
lished highway, and in lieu of which the company has substituted an unsuitable and 
impracticable crossing, greatly to the inconvenience and detriment of the public. 
The said complaint was filed in the office of the Board, April 27, 1888, and on the 
same day was duly referred to the General Manager of the respondent company. On 
May i, the answer of the company was filed in this office, from which it appears 
that negotiations between the County Commissioners and the railroad company 
have been in progress, but without a satisfactory result, since February last. On 
11th of May the parties in interest were notified that an examination of the prem- 
ises would be had and a hearing given on the ground on the 15th instant. Accord- 
ingly, on the latter date the Board proceeded to the place and met the overseei^ of 
highways on the part of the complainants and Engineer Wells on the part of the 
respondent company. After an examination of the premises the hearing was ad- 
journed to the office of the County Clerk, in the city of lola, where the County 
Commissioners appelired and a final hearing was had. 

It appears from the evidence that the Southern Kansas Railway, when it was 
constructed, crossed the State road leading from Humboldt to lola, at the point 
above described, and made an excavation some six feet in depth at the point of 
crossing. The angle of crossing was acute, and this fact, and the danger of acci- 
dent attendant upon having a road-crossing in a deep cut, rendered its construction 
at the point of original intersection impracticable. The railway company therefore 
fixed the point of crossing two rods south of this, and restored the highway in such 
a manner as to admit of teams crossing its track at a right angle and where an un- 
obstructed view could be had in either direction. 

By this arrangement it became necessary for the highway to parallel the railway 
on the west a distance of two hundred feet, along the right-of-way of the latter. 
Much of the earth from the cut aforesaid was thrown on this part of the right-of- 
way, rendering its use and occupancy as a highway impracticable; and this fact, and 
the further fact that the crossing was superficially constructed, form the chief 
grounds of complaint against the respondent company. 
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This highway is the most direct and natural route between the chief cities of the 
county, and bat for the obstacles at this crossing would doubtless be the principal 
thoroughfare of the county. 

In view of all the facts, therefore, the Board is clearly of the opinion that the 
point of crossing should be maintained as at present; that it should be improved by 
grading down and widening the approaches; that there should be a planked space 
across the track of not less than twenty-four feet; and that the loose earth from the 
cut referred to should be removed or leveled off ; and further, that the fence of re- 
spondent company, for the distance jointly occupied by the railway and wagon-road 
along the right-of-way on the west of the track, should be moved east to the edge 
of the cut, BO as to give room for the easy and convenient passage of teams; and it 
is recommended that these improvements be made without unnecessary delay.

WRECK NEAR BALDWIN CITY. 

The following letter Was addressed to the General Manager of the A. T. A^ S. F. 
R. R., immediately after the occurrence of which it treats, and explains itself. 

TopxxA, Kansas, March 28, 1888. 

J, F. Ooddard, Esq., OenH Manager A. T.db 8. F. R. R., Topeka, Kansas — Dbab 
Sib: On yesterday, the 27th inst., the north-bound passenger train on the Southern 
Kansas Railway, as yon are aware, was thrown into the ditch at a point about one 
mile north of Baldwin City. 

As I was on board the train at the time of the accident, and assisted in removing 
the passengers, I deem it proper that I should state to you the result of my experi- 
ence and observations as to the cause of the wreck. 

The train was moving slowly, at a rate not to exceed twelve or fifteen miles an 
hour I should say, and was under perfect control, as is shown by the fact that it was 
dragged less than a car-length after leaving the track: so that no charge of careless- 
ness or want of precaution could rest against the engineer or conductor. 

An examination of the rails at the point where the first trucks left the track, 
showed that both fish-plates had been broken in two a long time, as the ends were 
covered with rust. This was doubtless the immediate cause of the accident, al- 
though of itself it would not have been sufficient to derail the train if the ties had 
been in proper condition. 

An examination of the ties showed that out of 114 in the length of the train, 61, 
or nearly one-half the number, were rotten and utterly worthless. They were in- 
capable of sustaining their own weight and many of them at the point where the 
spikes entered offered scarcely more resistance to the pressure of the foot than so 
much earth. 

Under these circumstances, I am constrained to say that in my opinion a proper 
regard for the safety of the traveling public requires that the track of this road be 
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thoroughly overhauled, and all onservioeable material replaced with that which \& 
good. 

It affords me pleasure to certify to the excellent behavior of Engineer Soott^ 
Conductor Church and each and every one of the crew for their promptness and 
efficiency in caring for the passengers, their presence of mind and coolness in sup- 
pressing a panic, and their fidelity to their employer in protecting the property of 
the company from additional injury from fire and hasty and ill*considered attempts 
for relief.

In reply, the Board was assured by Mr. Goddard that the needed improvements 
should be made, and every reasonable precaution taken to insure safety to the 
traveling public; and this we are happy to state has been done.

H. C. Rizer^ Secretary Board of B. B. Commissionere — Dxab Sib: Inclosed I hand 
you freight bill on four barrels of vinegar shipped from our town to Neodesha, on 
which freight $6.65 was charged and paid; this is 41 cents per 100 pounds. By let- 
ter attached it appears the freight from Kansas City is 81 cents per 100. This makes 
a discrimination against us in favor of Kansas City for ten cents per hundred. We 
think all the railroads are doing the same thing. Kansas City merchants are get- 
ting cheaper rates than Lawrence, and for longer hauL Wish the matter might be 
looked into. In other matter we submitted to you the Missouri Pacific claimed er- 
ror and remitted excess; but if only errors that are discovered by shippers or con- 
signees are rectified, then the public may be systematically fleeced with occasional 
refundings, and so kept quiet. Hope we may be able to continue to do business in 
Lawrence, and not be compelled to move to Kansas City to protect ourselves from 
going under.

BBPLT OF THB BOABD. 

S, M, Allen, Esq., Lawrencej Kansas — Dbab 8ib: Your favor complaining of rates 
on four casks of vinegar shipped from Lawrence to Neodesha is received. It is 
stated that the rate from Kansas City to Neodesha is 31 cents and the rate from 
Lawrence to Neodesha 41 cents per hundred pounds — a discrimination against Law- 
rence of 10 cents. 

It appears that the rate charged from Lawrence to Fredouia, the nearest point 
to Neodesha reached by the Southern Kansas Railway, was 30 cents, and that this is 
the Kansas City rate between the latter place and Fredonia. That the freight was 
transferred at this point to the 8t. Louis A San Francisco Railroad to be hauled to 
Neodesha, and took their local rate for that haul, being 11 cents. If the Southern 
Kansas Railway, or any other road, reached Neodesha from Lawrence, so that the 
freight could take a continuous haul over the same road, the rate would be 31 cents. 
This advantage Kansas City has. To equalize this advantage to Lawrence in this 
particular instance would require the Southern Kansas Railway to reduce its tariff 
10 cents from Lawrence below its tariff from Kansas City to the same point. This 
could not be done without affecting its rates to other points in like manner, unless 
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the two roads over which the freight most pass from Lawrence to Keodesha should 
adopt a joint tariff. This last is a very desirable thing to be done, bat the law has 
not conferred upon the Board of Railroad Commissioners the power to require the 
two companies named to operate under joint tariffs. 

If the redaction contemplated above were made with a view of affording to Law- 
rence the same or equal shipping facilities to Keodesha as exist at Kansas City, re- 
snlting, as it necessarily would, in corresponding redactions at other points, this 
would force like tariff redactions upon other roads leading from Kansas City, and 
the same inequalities would again appear. This is a case in which superior railroad 
fadlitiee create advantages which can only be overcome by a system of joint tariffs 
between connecting roads from other competing points. 

You do not complain that you are discriminated against in favor of Kansas City 
in rates to all points reached in Kansas by railroads running from Lawrence. If 
this were the case an easy remedy would exist.

To the Honor €tble Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topekcu, Kansas — QbntIjB- 
mxn: We, the undersigned petitioners, respectfully represent that we are each 
resident land-owners of Pleasant township, Butler county. State of Kansas; that we 
are situated between Augusta and Mulvane, on the line of the C. K. A; W. Railroad, 
and that there is no depot or side-track on said road between Augusta and Rose 
HilL That the distance between said points is twelve miles, and that the county 
between said points is composed entirely of agricuHural lands, and is thickly popu- 
lated. 

That the convenience and accommodation of the public dcrmand a depot and 
side-track with switches at the nearest practicable point on the line of said road to 
the center of Pleasant township. 

Now your petitioners pray that your honorable Board notify the C. K. A; W. Rail- 
road Company that a depot, side-track and switches are necessary and reasonable 
improvements for the convenience of the public, and that such improvements be 
made forthwith as near as practicable on their line, to the center of said Pleasant 
township. Signed by C. Oabbison and 41 others. 

DBGISION. 

This case is founded on a petition of A. H. Dunlap and 41 other citizens of 
Pleaeant township, Butler county, Kansas, asking the intervention of the Board to 
secure the establishment of a depot and station facilities on the line of the Chicago, 
Kansas A; Western Railroad, in Butler county, midway, or as nearly as practicable 
thereto, between Augusta and Rose Hill. 

The petition was forwarded to this office with the indorsement of Hon. F. W. 
Rash, of Douglass, and was filed September S, 1887, and on the same day referred to 
the General Manager of the respondent company. On the 5th of September we 
were notified that the road referred to had not been turned over to the operating 
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department, and that the matter had been referred to Chief JSngineer Robinson, in 
charge of oonstrnation. 

On Se]^tember 8th Mr. Bobinson advised as that the establishment of a station 
on that part of the road referred to was then under oonsideration, and that he wonld 
further advise us when a oonolusion was reached. 

On the 22d of November the respondent company was requested to advise us 
what had been done in the matter, and on the following day Chief Engineer Robin- 
son wrote us that the plat of the proposed station was in the hands of their right-of- 
way agent, with instructions to secure the necessary ground, succeeding in which 
the station would be established. 

On the 26th of January, 1888, we again addressed a letter of inquiry to the Qen- 
' eral Manager of the respondent company, and on February 1st received his answer 
stating that the road had but recently been turned over to the operating depart- 
ment, and that the matter of station facilities would be given immediate attention. 

On the 12th of April the Board addressed a letter of inquiry to Hon. F. H. Rash, 
and on the 28d of the same month received in reply his statement that nothing 
definite had been done, and expressing the hope for the petitioners that the matter 
would be facilitated. 

On the 2d of May the respondent company was again urged by the Board to 
definite action, and on the 11th of May parties in interest were notified that the 
Board would visit the locality on the 17th for the purpose of determining the ques- 
tion of a public necessity for the station prayed for, and for a final decision of the 
case. 

Accordingly, on the latter date the Board met a number of the petitioners and 
Assistant Superintendent Turner on the ground, and proceeded to collect all the 
facts obtainable, bearing upon the case. 

As a result of this investigation we find that the road has but recently been 
opened for business; that by reason of two competing lines within a few miles, its 
local business is at present very small, and that its entire traffic requires but one 
small mixed train each way, daily. The locality pointed out to us by the petitioners 
as the one where it was desired to have a station established is, in our judgment, 
unsuitable for the purpose, owing to the existence of deep cuts and maximum 
grades in either direction, and, while we entertain no doubt that the rich agricult- 
ural section traversed by this road will, in the near future, require the establishment 
of a station at some suitable point between Augusta and Rose Hill, we believe the 
interests of the public will be promoted rather than injured by delaying the mat- 
ter until business has developed sufficiently to indicate the natural point for such 
station, and that the mutual interests of the people and the company will, when 
that time comes, be fully equal to the task. « 

A decision of the case now, when the road is practically without traffic by reason 
of its newness and the failure of last season^s crop, would be an arbitrary and in our 
judgment an unwise exercise of authority in a matter upon which nothing definite 
could be known as to public convenience, the economical concentration of products 
at a given point, the volume of business, or the necessities of the community in re- 
gard to shipping facilities. Bt thb Boabd.

If it is not asking 
too much, would ]ike the Board to inquire the cause of the closing of the depot at 
Qninoy, on the Chicago, Kansas A Western Railroad. 

I am one of quite a number of parties who donated towards paying for over 
a mile of right-of-way for said company, in return for which we, the parties who 
donated, received a contract in writing from the company's agent, binding them, 
the company, to erect and maintain depot, stock yards, etc., at a certain point 
designated in the contract. They have constructed depot, stock yards, side-track 
and out-buildings in a first-class manner; everything has been done in a most sub- 
stantial manner, and has met with general approval from all sides — but we are with- 
out an agent. Parties going or coming have to accommodate themselves the best 
they can before and after trains. Now we want to know whether or not, under ex- 
isting circumstances, the G. K. A W. R. R. is under any obligations, as to whether 
we should have an agent at Quincy or not. Hoping for early reply, I am,

I have therefore directed Mr. Barnes to engage the services of some 
one of the citizens who will consent to act in the capacity of agent for a reasonable 
consideration. This I hope will be satisfactory to the Board and to the citizens 
who are praying for better facilities.

A, H. Cox, Esq., Quiney, Kafutas — Deab Sib: Your letter of 18th inst., having 
reference to the appointment of agent and operator at Quincy, is received. The 
same has been submitted to the Board for its consideration, and I am directed to 
advise you, that in their opinion, all things considered, that your people are not in 
a position to require the railroad company at this time to employ a telegraph oper- 
ator. It is true, that the agreement entered into by Mr. Benedict, who represented 
the company, provides for the building and maintenance of a depot and stock 
yards at Quincy station, but it does not provide in what manner said depot or sta- 
tion shall be operated. 

It is true that a complete and full equipment of a station requires the services 
of an operator, but where the business is very small at a station, there is but little 
use for his services. The Board further think, that the business done over Kansas 
railroads at the present time is very much less than usual, by reason of the loss of 
last year's crop, and measures of economy have been used in every instance where 
the same can be practiced without inflicting public detriment; and in your case, the 
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road being a new one, the business upon it being very light, the Board do not feel 
justified in requiring an operator at the present time, at yoor station. We donbt 
whether the receipts woold be sufficient to pay the salary of one. But this may be 
deemed a temporary decision, and as soon as business seems to justify additional 
facilities the Board will be pleased to take such measures as will secure their ap- 
pointment.

EiiOiN, Kansas, February 10, 1888. 

To the Board of RaUroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas — GbntijBicbn : 
We the undersigned citizens of Elgin, Chautauqua county, Kansas, respectfully ask 
the aid of your Honorable Board to secure us some sort of station facilities at our 
town, on the main line of theC. K. AW. Railroad; and in support of our request beg 
leave to present the following statement of facts, viz.: 

At the time that our first request was made, which request was denied by your 
Board, it was supposed by many, including the railroad company, that a practicable 
way existed for a wagon-road from our town to the railroad station of New Elgin, 
one and three-fourths miles distant. This has proven incorrect. An expenditure 
of several hundred dollars has been wasted in an attempt to make a road, and it is 
our deliberate opinion that a like expenditure of several thousand dollars would be 
equally futile. The making of a good road on the line attempted involves the out- 
ting out of a shelf of the necessary width for the passage of wagons along the face 
of a steep, rocky bluff the entire distance except where several cafions would have 
to be bridged, the whole presenting such obstacles as to render the undertaking 
practically impossible. This has been demonstrated. The only other route leads 
along bluffs where an ordinary team can haul scarcely half a load, and is several 
miles longer and manifestly impracticable. These roads of travel are the extent of 
our means of communication with the railroad station, said to have been established 
for the accommodation of this community. Our town is one of the oldest in old 
Howard county, and had been an important trading point for seventeen years before 
the railroad was built. The railroad runs through the principal street of our town, 
and receives and discharges mail daily, but no trains are allowed to stop and we 
have no passenger or freight facilities whatever. This township gave twenty-three 
thousand dollars to the railroad, and at the time this aid was voted it was generally 
understood among the voters that Elgin was to have a station. An unfortunate 
wrangle occurred when the road was being built, the responsibility for which rested 
neither with us nor the people, representatives of the railroad, but with an interest 
foreign to both, but which need not be more specifically referred to, for the reasons 
that your Honorable Board is in possession to hear. This wrangle involved the 
community and the railroad, and as a result of it both have suffered immeasurably. 
That this controversy alienated the good- will of the community for the road we 
deny, and declare that we stand now, as we have ^ver stood, ready to patronize it 
liberally if facilities are afforded us. 

The shipments from this section are chiefly live stock, although there is usually 
a surplus of grain and fruit of considerable importance. The freight would un- 
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doobtedly amoiint to several hundred car-loads annually. There are nearly two 
thoQsand head of stock awaiting shipment at the present time. 

Onr town has about two hundred inhabitants, and is improving notwithstanding 
itf( unfortunate lack of railroad facilities. Through a trick we were robbed of our 
post-office, but the Qovernment, recognizing the justice of our cause, promptly rees- 
tablished it. The foregoing are the plain, unadorned facts of the case, and notwith- 
standing the adverse decision of your Honorable Board on the first hearmg of our 
application for a depot and station, we confidently appeal to you to at least give us 
a ftide-track, platform, and cattle-shute, and have Elgin recognised as a flag statioi^.

The petition was referred to the company. Shortly afterward the Board verbally 
advised the company to supply the people of Elgin with side-track and loading stock 
yards. This was done, and subsequently a depot building also was erected and sta- 
tion privileges established at that point.

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DSOUION. 

The Leavenworth, Topeka A Sooihwestern Railway was incorporated in 1879, 
with a line running from Leavenworth city via Topeka in a southwesterly direc- 
tion, via Council Grove to MoPherson, Kansas. The company was a local company, 
who in 1882 or 1888 succeeded in Jbuilding said road from Leavenworth city to 
Meriden, 46.30 miles. No more of the proposed road was ever built. The local 
company in prosecuting their efforts to build said road resorted to the usual expe- 
dients of procuring various townships along the line to subscribe stock and vote 
bonds in aid of the enterprise, and succeeded in procuring to be voted and delivered 
to them the following amounts of bonds from the following-named townships and 
cities, to wit: 

From LeaTenworth citj, Kansas $20,000 

From Union township, Jeflbrson ooantj, Kansas. 16,000 

From Oskaloosa township, Jefferson oonntj, Kansas. 29,000 

From Osawkee township, Jefferson county, Kansas 10,000 

Total $74,000 

For which bonds a like amount of stock was issued to said city and townships. 

This road was bonded for the sum of $1,880,000, drawing six per cent, interest 
per annum, and stocked for the same amount. The local company, having ex- 
hausted their money and credit, were unable to build further, and sought to sell out 
to save what they could out of it, and at this stage succeeded in selling out to the 
A. T. t, S. F. R. R. Go. and the Union Pacific, who became joint owners by assum- 
ing the bonded indebtedness, the interest being, by agreement of the said compa- 
nies and the bondholders, reduced to four per cent, per annum, and the bonds being 
guaranteed by the purchasing companies, one-half by each company. This was the 
consideration, and upon it the stock of the L. T. A S. W. Ry. Go. was assigned one- 
half to each company. A portion of the stock was owned by various individuals and 
municipalities, and this was not turned over to the purchasing companies. By an 
agreement between the two purchasing companies the Santa F^ was to operate this 
road and each of said companies was to share equally the profit or loss. When this 
Board was created, in 1883, the Leavenworth, Topeka A Southwestern Railway was 
being operated under this agreement by the Santa F4 company. Up till June 1, 
1884, the road was operated by running a mixed train, passenger coach at the end. 
On Deceifiber 15, 1883, a petition was presented to the Board, by the Board of Trade 
of Leavenworth city, complaining that the passenger service of this road was in- 
sufiScient^ and asking that the road be required to operate a separate passenger 
train. This complaint was referred to the Santa F^ company, who strenuously ob- 
jected to the putting on of such passenger service, upon the ground, principally, 
that such train would not pay. Upon a full and careful examination, the Board 
were of opinion that such train service ought, in view of all the circumstances, to 
be maintained, and so decided. The full discussion and proceedings will be found 
reported in the Second Annual Report of this Board, page 40; one idea of the 
Board being, that upon a fair trial such additional passenger service would draw 
travel enough to make such a train self-supporting. 

In the early part of 1886 the Santa F^ company discontinued this passenger 
train. Thereupon, on April 5, 1886, petitions were filed with this Board complaining 
of the discontinuance of this train and asking to have it restored, which after some 
delay was done — the Santa F^ again protesting that this train did not pay. The 
proceedings and decision of this complaint are reported in the Fourth Annual Re- 
port of this Gommission, on page 90. 

On the 7th day of June, 1888, the Board received the following communication 
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from Mr. A. A. Robinson, Qeneral Manager and Seoond Yioe-President of the Santa 
F^ road, in regard to the passenger train upon that road, to wit:

In consideration of this new service and the accommodation given by way of 
HoUiday, we ask permission from your Honorable Board to withdraw and discon- 
tinue the passenger trains upon the Leavenworth, Topeka A Southwestern Railroad, 
believing that the patrons of this company will be amply served by the new ar- 
rangement. 

This proposed new service is shown by accompanying time-card, which will be 
in force on or about June 17th. 

Hoping that you may give this matter favorable consideration, I am yours, 
Very respectfully, A. A. Robikson, Second V, P. and Manager. 

This application was immediately referred to the Mayor and Board of Trade of 
Leavenworth city, and to the Mayor of Oskaloosa, who each immediately filed ob- 
jections to the withdrawal of this train. 

On the 19th day of June, 1888, a hearing was had at this office, at which were 
present A. A. Robinson, Second Vice President and General Manager, and others, 
representing the Santa F^ Company, and Mr. J. W. Roberts, representing the op- 
posing interests. 

The Board finds it true that this passenger train has been run, as claimed by the 
company, at large loss. The operation of the road has been attended with large 
loss each year that it has been operated, the total gross earniugs falling far short 
of the actual operating expenses, saying nothing about taxes and fixed charges. 

The following table, prepared ftom the reports to this office, will show the rela- 
tion between earnings and expenses ever since 1888. The report for 1888 being for 
eight months only and the deficit over earnings being for that time $9,099.22, would 
amount for the whole year upon that basis to $18,648.88.

An examination of this table will show the losses incurred by the two companies 
in the continued operation of the road during the period from 1888 to the present 
time to be: Deficit, $81,159.86; taxes, $47,416.88; interest on bonds, $881,200. Total 
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$469,775.69. An amoant nearly snffloient to bafld snoh a road. As to the bonds 
and interest guaranteed by the purchasing companies, they will have to pay them 
as they matare, any way, whether the road pays or not. They have incurred this 
liability, and cannot escape from it. But as to the additional loss occasioned by the 
operation of the road, some $22,000 or $28,000 deficit and taxes per year, they are 
under no liability to continue bearing that burden. They cannot be compelled to 
operate the road. They are simply the holders of the stock of the Leavenworth, 
Topeka A Southwestern Railway Company, in whose name the road is being oper- 
ated by them. Their liability is that of stockholders only, and as the stock is full- 
paid stock there is no liability over, as in case of other than railway or charitable 
corporations. They are at liberty to cease using the franchises of the corporation, 
and cease operating the road, and if its continued operation should, become too 
burdensome, that is the only remedy of the stockholders. They can refuse to oper- 
ate and permit the State to wind np the corporation, have a receiver appointed, 
and sell its property for the benefit of creditors and stockholders. In ordinary 
cases where a receiver of a railroad corporation is appointed, he is directed by the 
court to operate it in the interest of the parties. But in this case, upon the show- 
ing as to the operation for the past six years, it is doubtful if a receiver would be 
ordered to operate it or could operate it, as the L. T. io S. W. Co. has no money 
or credit and no rolling stock. 

The receiver has to meet all expenses from the earnings of the property. Having 
no other resource to draw upon, every day of its operation would cause an additional 
loss, with no resources out of which to make it good. Action therefore leading to 
such results would deprive the localities along this line of road of any railroad ser- 
vices from it whatever. 

It will be noticed that for the ten months from July 1, 1887, to April 80, 1888, the 
falling-off in earnings has been very great. This is occasioned, no doubt, partly by 
the changes which have been wrought by the building of new lines of railroad into 
and through that territory, and thereby dividing the business, and partly by the bad 
season of last year. 

At the date of building this road the Union Pacific had their line from Leaven- 
worth to Lawrence, which furnished an outlet from the city of Leavenworth to its 
main line. Shipments from Leavenworth destined to points on the U. P. main line 
would not go over the L. T. t. S. W. During the last year the Kansas City, Wyan- 
dotte A Northwestern has built a direct line from Kansas City to Oskaloosa, which 
is destined without doubt to carry the bulk of the freights to and from that point, 
and it parallels the li. T. A S. W. road for about five miles from McLonth to Oska- 
loosa. This furnishes passenger accommodations from Oskaloosa and McLouth to 
. Leavenworth and Kansas City. Duriug the last year the Leavenworth, Northern A 
Southern Railroad has been built by the Santa F^ Company from Wilder, on its 
main line, running north through Leavenworth city, and thence north via Cum- 
miugs Junction to Atchison. This connection still further diverts freight from 
Leavenworth from the L. T. A S. W., as all Leavenworth freights destined for points 
upon the Santa F4 main line would take this route instead of the L. T. A S. W. 

When the former orders in this case were made it was urged by the petitioners 
And believed by the Board that with the increase of facilities the road would pay. 
The trial has, we believe, been fully and fairly made, and has resulted in a great loss 
to the owners in the past, and prospectively, if continued to be operated upon the 
same basis, it will result in still greater losses in the future. 

This passenger train has been in operation nearly five years, and the expectations 
<of the petitioners as well as of the Board have not been realized. 

In general, each road should be required, as far as possible, to maintain its own 
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freight and passenger service, as anless it does so it becomes a charge upon the 
other portions of the State to maintain it, and the portions of a road traversing a 
district poor in resources and business must accept corresponding accommodation. 
A railroad has no means with which to build itself up, except its earnings. Its earn- 
ing capacity determines its credit, its value, and its ability to furnish accommoda- 
tions. The ultimate test of its value is its earnings. The character of the facilities 
to be furnished by a railroad to the patrons along its line must depend upon the 
business furnished. The only resources of any railroad aie its earnings. By them 
everything must be measured. The larger the earniugs the greater the road*B ability 
to furnish all reasonable and proper facilities. The more meager the earnings the 
more modest must be the character of its accommodations. 

This road has done all the business which was o£Fered for it to do, and we pre- 
sume it has done all the business tributary to its line. This has not sufficed to pay 
its operating expenses while running its separate freight and passenger trains. It 
is running swiftly into bankruptcy, which has been averted only by the treasurers of 
the U. P. and A. T. & S. F. R. R. companies making good the deficiencies. This 
state of things cannot last long. We see no prospect of earnings becoming any 
better, but probably worse. The building-up of other systems of road in its terri- 
tory has divided the business and greatly crippled its earning capacity, and at the 
same time furnished additional passenger facilities to Leavenworth city and Kansas 
City from portions of that territory, which greatly lessens the necessity of main- 
taining a separate passenger train upon this line. It is evident to us that unless 
some relief be had from the heavy burden of deficiencies, the operating companies 
most shortly cease operating it. 

It is with great reluctance that the Board will consent to the withdrawal of any 
train service, or to the lessening in any way of business facilities by railroads. We 
said in discussing this case, in 4th vol., page 92: "While we do not hold, as a rule, 
that passenger- train service should be maintained upon all lines of railroad in this 
State, whether it would pay to maintain it or not, for we think such a rule univers- 
ally applied would in some instances be harsh and unjust, yet we are clearly of the 
opinion that it is not always a sufficient reason for withholding such services, that it 
does not pay. It is sometimes necessary to supply facilities far ahead of present 
demands, for the purpose or as a means of increasing the demand for their use.'* 
We now add further, "That a railroad must, as a rule, rely for its support upon its 



income.'* 



In this case, a long-continued furnishing of facilities has failed to make any 
permanent increase in the demand for their use. Under their effects the earnings 
have not increased. It is estimated and claimed by the company that the taking off 
of the passenger train will reduce the operating expenses nearly one-half, and not 
very materially reduce the earnings, from what they would be if the passenger train 
were continued to be run. Aud if this relief is afforded to the operating companies 
it is probable they can continue operating the road and furnishing a better service 
than could otherwise be had. 

It is the desire of the Board that all the facilities possible under the circumstances 
be afforded to the people along the line, and the Board is of the opinion that that 
result will be best accomplished by yielding to the petition of the operating com- 
pany to take off the passenger train; and it is so ordered. By thb Boahd.

PBTITION. 

BiiOOKiNOTON, Obbobnb County, Kansas, Sept. IS, 1887. 

Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — Obntlbmbn: We, 
the undersigned citizens and business firms of the village of Bloomington, Osborne 
county, Kansas, desire to call your attention to the total lack of facilities on the 
Central Branch of the U. P. R. R. at this point, both in passenger and freight de- 
partments. 

We are a Tillage of two hundred inhabitants, and we are so situated that a wide 
dcope of country north and south of us is naturally tributary to the point in busi- 
ness relations, and, owing to the lack of shipping and receiving facilities, we are 
daily losing our trade, and through no fault of our own, and the trade is being 
drawn away to farther and more inconvenient points. We have a hardware store, 
two stocks of general merchandise, one of groceries, a lumber yard, a coal yard, and 
two grain houses. Two stocks of general merchandise have lately pulled out, sim- 
ply because they could not compete with points north on the other branch and west 
of us on the same line as we are, those towns having railroad facilities. We here 
have to pay the same freight rates as Alton, ten miles west of us, and we are com- 
pelled to prepay our freight, as they (the railroad company) claim to have no sta- 
tion agent, or haul our goods by team from Osborne, which adds greatly to the 
expense and inconvenience, and often hinders the sale of goods. 

All goods shipped from here must be billed at Osborne, which is of itself a great 
inconvenience and endangers and risks small lots. 

The company has an old dilapidated box car which it uses for a depot, into which 
all passengers and merchandise must go for shelter and protection. The platform 
is flat upon the ground, loosely put together and carelessly laid, and it is nothing 
but a man-trap to catch the unwary that venture to put foot upon its shaky sides. 
Lying on the ground, it is too low for a passenger to step up onto a step of a car, 
and feeble persons, ladies and children are compelled to submit to a hoist from oft- 
times rough and careless hands. 

To reach the platform from a car, one must jump at risk of life and limb — all of 
which we believe to be contrary to law and justice. 

And we now ask your Honorable Body to direct us to proper mode of procedure 
on our part, to lay the matter in proper shape before yon, that you may judge if we 
have a reasonable grievance or not. We have repeatedly asked of the company, and 
have been put off from time to time with fair promises which have never been ful- 
filled, nor any move toward it. 

All we ask is a decent, small depot and platform, two crossings, and the receiving 
and shipping facilities that other like places enjoy. 

And if you would but kindly put us on the right road toward getting what we 
think are our rights, you will greatly oblige a long-suffering people.

DBOISION. 

This is a petition on part of citizens of the village of Bloomington, Osborne 
county. The petition states in substance that Bloomington is a village of two hun- 
dred inhabitants, and that it is so situated that a wide scope of country north and 
south of it is naturally tributary to that point in a business point of view, but that 
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the trade which belongs to Bloomington is drawn to places more remote, owing to 
the lack of proper depot facilities. Further, that there is a hardware store, two of 
general merchandise and one grocery, a lumber and coal yard, and two grain houses; 
that trains stop to take on and let off passengers there, but there is no platform and 
no depot building to shelter passengers while waiting for trains. 

This was referred to the respondent company, to which no definite answer was 
made, beyond the statement *Hhat the failure of crops in the western part of the 
State of Kansas this year has had a great deal to do with the policy of this company 
in the matter of expenditures of money, which can be avoided for this year, our 
business and earnings having greatly fallen off." 

The Board, after notice to the parties, on the 12th of January, 1888, went to 
Bloomington to examine into the situation and ascertain the necessities of the 
people there in respect to railroad facilities. 

The representations in respect to the population and business of the town are 
substantially correct. It is located in the midst of a well-settled and fertile section, 
six miles west of Osborne and seven east of Alton, sufficiently distant from either 
to become a convenient shipping point for a considerable scope of country, and the 
center of a large trade. 

The company has heretofore designated this point for a station, and built a side- 
track and stock yards there. What is now asked for is a depot building and station 
agent, so that the local freight business may be transacted at the station, and pas- 
.sengers waiting for trains may be properly provided for. At the present time, 
unless freight for Bloomington is prepaid, it is left at Osborne or taken beyond to 
Alton, requiring to be hauled from these places by the parties to whom it is con- 
signed. Express matter for Bloomington can only in like manner be delivered at 
the towns next nearest to it. 

In consequence of the failure of the crops the past year the need for a depot has 
been less urgent, the business having consequently diminished. This, however, it 
may be confidently anticipated, is but temporary. 

The Board is of the opinion that the petition in this case is a reasonable one, 
and that the people are fully justified in asking increased station facilities at their 
town. Notwithstanding the unfavorable circumstances and the present lack of 
facilities, the amount of business done at this station is considerable, and the Board 
entertain no doubt that it will pay to maintain depot facilities at this station. 

It will not be necessary to put up a large and expensive building, but one ade- 
quate to accommodate the business. 

The Board therefore recommend, as proper and necessary to provide a public 
convenience, that a depot building and station agent be supplied at Bloomington 
within a reasonable time. Bt the Boabd.

To the HonoraUfle Board of Railroad Commissioners^ Topeka, Kansas — The under- 
signed, citizens of the township of Kickapoo, county of Leavenworth, State of Kan- 
i^as, respectfully state to your honorable body that the place in said township where 
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the MiBsoari Paeiflo Railway Company stops, takes on and discharges passengers, in 
no wise meets the demand of the township. There is no shelter for waiting passen- 
gers in stormy or oold weather; fonr passenger trains stop here daily, and the com- 
pany is patronized folly enongh by the trareling public at this point to justify the 
railway company in building some kind of shelter for its patrons. 

From the foregoing statement of fact it can and must be seen that the accom- 
modations of the railway for its patrons at this point are wholly inadequate, and we 
respectfully petition that your Board take such action immediately as will cause said 
railway company to erecfc a shelter at said place that will meet the necessities' of the 

public at that point.

DKOISIOM. 

This is a petition of Drake D. Spencer, Trustee of Kickapoo township, Leaven- 
worth county, Kansas, and 41 other citizens, asking for better station facilities at 
that point, and was received at the office of this Board on the 15th of November, 1887. 

The petition sets forth that " there is no shelter for waiting passengers in stormy 
or cold weather; four trains stop here daily, and the company is patronized fully 
enough by the traveling public at this point to justify the railway company in build- 
ing some kind of shelter for its patrons." 

On the 16th of November the matter was referred to the General Manager of the 
respondent company, and on the 21st he was requested by the Board to advise them 
what action had been taken in the matter. To this, response was made, under date 
of December 23d, urging the very small receipts of the station as a reason for the 
lack of better facilities, but indicating a willingness to provide them if, in the 
opinion of the Board, they were deemed necessary. 

The 8d of February, 1888, was fixed as the date for an investigation on the 
ground, of which both parties were duly notified. 

On that day the Board proceeded to Kickapoo and met a number of the citizens, 
and Superintendent Doddridge representing the respondent company, and afforded 
both parties a hearing in the case. 

Kickapoo is a hamlet in Leavenworth county, and contains about forty families. 

It is situated upon a high bluff bordering the Missouri river and several hundred 

feet above the track of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, to which it has access by 

means of a devious and precipitous foot-path. An insignificant platform, less than 

twenty feet in length, is all the accommodation afforded passengers at this point. 

This is in dangerous proximity to a high trestle at one end and a deep gully at the 

other, and is a singularly unsuitable location for a stopping-place. This is the only 

stopping-place for the accommodation of the traveling public for a distance of 

nearly four miles in either direction. An examination of the records of ticket sales 

for the past three years affords the following showing:

Total for three years $1,285 19 

While this is too meager a sum to justify the Board in recommending the estab- 
lishment'of full station facilities at this point, yet, in view of all the facts, we ear- 
nestly recommend the construction, at some suitable point north of the present 
platform, of a convenient passenger depot with a platform to the same of sufficient 
length to afford persons alighting from trains all possible safeguard from accident.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas — Qen- 
tlbmbn: The undersigned, patrons of the post-office and town of Tribune, Greeley 
eounty, Kansas, believing that the best interests of this oommnnity would be sub- 
served, and that the town of Tribune and the community surrounding it are large 
enough and of sufficient importance to warrant the Missouri Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany in building and operating a station at said town of Tribune, and in giving said 
town switch facilities; would most respectfully petition your Honorable Board of 
Railroad Commissioners to make an examination of the situation, together with our 
necessities, advantages, and business, at your earliest convenience, and if in your 
judgment it shall appear necessary, we would ask that said Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Company be required to build a depot and switch and operate a station at said town 
of Tribune; and we would represent in furtherance of our petition: That the town 
of Tribune is nearly two years old; that there are over one hundred houses in said 
town; that there are at least three hundred familie%get their mail at the post-office 
of Tribune; that the business of the town is represented by more than thirty-five 
business men or firms in as many different business houses; that the enumeration 
of the county has been taken with a view to the organization of the county, and the 
report of the enumerator has been made to the Governor, showing that Tribune is 
the choice of a majority of the legal voters of Greeley county for the temporary 
eounty seat; that Tribune has an abundance of good water, something that but one 
railroad station in the county has; that Tribune has the best hotel in the West part 
of Kansas on the Mo. Pac Rly.; that if a depot was built and a station operated at 
Tribune, it would do more business than any other station in the county; that a de- 
pot and switch could easily be built at Tribune; that the nearest depot on the west 
is over two miles away from the business center of Tribune, at Horace, and the near- 
est depot on the east is at Whitelaw, over four miles away, and at that station there 
is nothing except the depot and water-tank; that Tribune id the end of the only stage 
route in Greeley county connecting other railroads with the Missouri Pacific; that 
Tribune has done more than all the other towns in the county to advertise the county 
and induce immigration; that the right-of-way will not cost anything for said switch 
or depot; that the business center of Tribune is less than 700 feet from said railroad; 
and that justice and right demand that said railroad company be compelled to build 
a depot and switch and operate a station at Tribune.

BXPIjT or BBbPONDBNT TO THB PETITION. 

St. Louis, May 81, 1888. 
Hon. H. C. Rizer, Secretary Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — 
Dbab Sib: Am in receipt of your letter of 2l8t instant, inclosing petition signed by 
citizens of Tribune, Greeley county, Kansas, and vicinity, asking that station facili- 
ties be established at that point. In reply, would state that the matter of furnishing 
these facilities has been a subject of correspondence between the undersigned and 
the parties interested in the town-site at Tribune, to whom the statement has been 
made that such facilities could not properly, with due regard either to the public or 
our company, be provided. The present stations of Horace and Reid were located 
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daring the oons traction of the Kansas A Colorado road. There is only six miles 
distance between these stations. The position of the company was, at an early date, 
oommonicated to their representatives to the effect that we are not justified in lo- 
cating stations in a new and nndeveloped country at a distance of less than two 
miles apart, and suggesting that the interests of all parties concerned would best be 
subserved by the upbuilding of the existing towns, rather than by the establishment 
of additional ones, thereby making a series of insignificant points, creating local 
jealousies, preventing the development of industries, and entailing upon the com- 
pany large additional expense for operation. We have none but the kindest feelings 
towards all enterprises contributing to the development of our lines, but were we to 
accede to all the wishes and requests of this character which are made, there would 
be a series of rival towns from one end of our line to the other, all bitterly opposing 
each other, inviting the investment of capital, which must, in the end, prove unre- 
munerative, retarding the legitimate development of the country, and rendering it 
practically impossible for the company to operate the road. To many of these ap- 
plications for facilities, theretore, we feel obliged to return a negative answer. There 
are none which do not present a certain degree of plausability, but, when carefully 
considered, many of them are found to be without actual merit, and based merely on 
town-site speculations. In the present instance we can see no good reason for sup- 
plying the facilities requested. The town of South Tribune is less than two miles 
distant from Horace, and fou» miles from Reid, and the site on which the town is 
proposed to be located is said by our engineer to be an unfavorable one, being on a 
high grade and difficult of access. The business of the country is well served by the 
existing stations, and there is not and cannot be, for years to come, sufficient busi- 
ness to justify the establishment of an additional station between Horace and Reid. 
The effect on the industries of the station of Horace would be disastrous, and the 
two towns would, it appears to the undersigned, be far less valuable to the public 
than one thriving point. 

For the foregoing reasons, have considered it unwise to establish a station at 
South Tribune.

DSOISIOM. 

This is a petition signed by 156 names of persons, who, it is alleged, are patrons 
of the post-office and town of Tribune, representing that the town of Tribune and 
community surrounding it are large enough to warrant the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Company in building and operating a station at the town of Tribune, and asking 
the Board to make an examination into the matter, and if in its judgment it should 
appear to be necessary, to require said railway company to build switches and side- 
track and depot and establish a station at said town. In support of the petition, it 
is stated that the town of Tribune is nearly two years old; that it has over one 
hundred houses; that there are at least three hundred families who get their mail 
at the Tribune post-office; that its business is represented by more than thirty-five 
business men and firms in as many different business houses; and other matters are 
stated, tending to show that Tribune is favorably located for the concentration of 
business and growth of a town. 

The petition was referred to the company, and in its reply by General Manager 
Clark various and forcible reasons are urged why the petition should be denied, the 
chief of which are: That the town of Tribune is not more than two miles from Horace 
on the west, and four from Whitelaw on the east, at each of which stations are 
established; that the company would not be justified in locating stations in a new 
and undeveloped country at a distance of less than two miles apart; and that this 
was communicated to the parties at an early date, and suggesting to them that the 
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interests of all parties concerned would be best subserved by the upbuilding of 
existing towns rather than by the establishment of additional ones, thereby creating 
a number of insignificant points, creating local jealousies, preventing the develop- 
ment of industries, and entailing upon the company large additional expenses for 
operation. 

The people at the town of Horace remonstrated against the granting of the 
petition. 

On the 12th day of June, 1888, the members of the Board proceeded to Tribune 
and Horace to investigate the facts. All the parties were represented at the hearing. 
The facts in brief are, that four miles east of Tribune there is a station and depot 
on the company's road, but no village or other settlement visible in the immediate 
vicinity. About two miles west of Tribune lies the town of Horace, and this and 
Tribune are rival towns. Tribune was the first town to be established, although its 
first location was at a point about one mile north of where the line of the railroad 
WAS subsequently built. This was, we are informed, the pioneer town in the county, 
and it has attained considerable growth, notwithstanding the unfavorable circum- 
stances of the past year. 

The railroad in question was built by the Denver, Memphis k, Atlantic Company 
for the Missouri Pacific. This constructing company had an adjunct named the 
Memphis k. Denver Town Company, to which was committed the work of arranging 
for and laying out towns along the line of this railroad. We are not able to state 
the exact status of these two companies in respect to their relations to each other. 
Oar information is, however, to the effect that they were connected in interest, and 
this is made evident from the character and mode of operations in which they were 
engaged. The town company seemed to have control of town-site arragements 
along the line of the road, negotiating for interests in towns already existing, and 
platting and establishing town-sites at other points where railroad depots were to 
be located. The principal officers of this company were, John Moffitt, President, 
and B. D. Holbrook, Secretary. Holbrook seems to have been the principal man- 
ager, at least in so far as affairs in Greeley county were concerned. He entered into 
agreements in writing with F. A. Parsons and Thomas Kennedy, who represented 
the town of Tribune, in substance and effect, that if said Parsons and Kennedy 
should execute good and sufficient warranty deeds to certain lands described, 
amounting to 880 acres in all, to said Holbrook, he would locate and build a railroad 
depot and plat a town on said land, and build a suitable hotel in said town within 
one year from the date of the agreement, August 24, 1887; to build an office in said 
town, and to use all necessary means to build up and develop it. ' Certain lots in 
such town were to have been deeded to said Parsons and Kennedy, to be selected by 
them, viz.: ten business lots and fifteen residence lots. Holbrook, as Secretary of 
said town company, further entered into a bond in the penal sum of $5,000 to carry 
out the agreement. These agreements were made in the name of £. D. Holbrook, 
and not in the name of the town company, although Holbrook represented to the 
other contracting parties that he was acting for his company in making them. Mr. 
Parsons subsequently called the attention of Moffitt, the President of the company, 
to these transactions, and inquired if he recognized and approved them, and re- 
ceived assurances from him that Holbrook had authority from the company to 
make contracts in respect to lands and town-sites in Greeley county. 

At the times these agreements were entered into the lands which Parsons and 
Kennedy agreed to convey to Holbrook were owned by several different persons, 
one or more of whom were living in another State. They however at once com- 
menced to purchase these lands from their several owners, and succeeded in 
securing them all within the stipulated time. Holbrook, in pursuance of said 
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agreement, had a town laid off and platted upon the lands, as an addition to the 
town of Tribune, one corner of the new town plat connecting with the original 
town plat of Tribune, and this brought the town-site down to the line of the rail- 
road. Upon the original town-site there had been bailt abont eighty hooses, most 
of them quite substantial frame dwellings and stores, and one quite large hotel. 
Though not expressly stipulated, it was understood that the buildings upon the 
original town-site should be removed to the addition, and corresponding lots to 
those occupied on the original plat were given to occupants moving to the addition. 

At great expense and labor all the buildings were moved to the second town- 
site. 

The Memphis A Denver Town Company, subsequent to the date of these agn e- 
ments, entered into arrangements with the proprietors of the town of Horace, two 
miles west of Tribune, by which it acquired certain interests in that town, and 
these it appears suited it better than the contracts with the representativee of 
Tribune. These latter were repudiated, and the authority of Holbrook to make 
them for the company denied. It appeared from evidence presented to the Board 
that Holbrook had entered into similar contracts at other points in Greeley county, 
and elsewhere, and these had been recognized and carried out by the town company. 

Executing contracts in the name of Holbrook, the Secretary, instead of the name 
of the town company, seems not to have been without method or design. It enabled 
the company to secure all there was in sight, to choose that which it deemed most 
suitable, and throw the rest away, and escape responsibility for violated contracts. 

The people of Tribune, relying upon the representations and agreements of the 
officers of the Memphis A Denver Town Company, were induced at great cost to 
themselves, to change their situation; and one, and indeed, the chief inducement 
held out, was the establishment of a depot upon the new town-site which they had 
provided. 

It is true that the town company last named was not identical with the railroad 
company, and its contracts were not necessarily binding upon the railroad com- 
pany. But on the other hand, the latter gave to the Memphis A Denver Town Com- 
pany whatever vitality it possessed, armed it with power for mischief, and either 
the Denver, Memphis A Atlantic Railroad Company, or some of its officers, were in- 
terested in its operations and shared its profits. These speculating town compa- 
nies as adjuncts to railroad-building companies expect to reap where they haven't 
sown, and gather a quick harvest. It is notorious that their principal business is 
to trade off railroad stations and depots for lands and town-sites, and if railroad 
companies do not want to be held answerable for their faithlessness they should 
repudiate them in the beginning, or put limits upon their powers for mischief, or 
require indemnity from them. 

It would have been much better if the towns of Tribune and Horace had con- 
solidated. This bad been suggested by Vice-President Clark. Unfortunately, mat- 
ters had reached such shape before, that this could not be accomplished without 
inflicting serious additional loss upon the Tribune people. It cannot but be con- 
sidered a misfortune that two towns should exist so near each other as those of 
Tribune and Horace, but for thi8 Tribune was not responsible— this having been 
the pioneer town in that locality. The town plat of Tribune was completed and 
filed in the register of deeds' office on April 17, 1886, and that of Horace the follow- 
ing August. The town-site at present occupied by the Tribune people is on an 
eligible location with an abundance of pure water easily obtained. In this last 
respect it seems to possess advantages over Horace. 

To remove the houses and business from Tribune to Horace would involve the 
people there in considerable additional expense and the abandonment of property. 
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the title to which has been acquired at an ontlay of several thousand dollars, upon 

the representations and promises of an officer of the Memphis A Denver Town 

Company. The only indaoement which was offered to the Tribune people, so far as 

conld be learned, to move over to Horace, was a lot in Horace to each owner of a 

hnilding in Tribune who should move it and occnpy the lot; the choice out of the 

be^t remaining lots being given. The town-site had already been called by the 

Memphis A Denver Town Company and by purchasers. Doubtless the people of 

Horace offered the best they had available, but we do not think the failure of the 

people of Tribune to accept this offer is a matter which ought to weigh against 

them, under the circumstances. 

The following showing was made for the purpose of exhibiting, approximately, 

the amount of freight business which would be furnished to the railroad from a 

station at Tribune : 

Amount of freight receipts and charges upon freight deliTexed at Whitelaw station for the 

people of Tribune, from February 1st to June 18lh, 1888 11,877 84 

The same at Horace station for the months of Maroh, April and May, 1888 1,191 98 

Total »2,569 82 

The figures are taken from the company's books at the station. In addition to 
this, it is shown that during the same time freights have been delivered by the 
Atchison, Topeka A Santa F^ Railroad at Crosby station, nine miles east of Tribune, 
for people at that place, the charges on which amounted to $400. This showing 
does not include express and passenger traffic, the receipts from which would con- 
siderably swell the sum total. 

It may be regarded as quite certain that Tribune and Horace will, at least for a 
great many years to come, be the only towns in Qreeley county, and the business of 
the county will be practically divided between the two. Each town has its adherents 
in the outlying country districts, and we should judge that the two towns command 
a pretty equal division of this kind of allegiance. 

While we feel extremely reluctant to require the establishment and maintenance 
of depots along a railroad line so near together, v,e are very clearly of the opinion 
that, under the circumstances of this case, it would be unjust to deny these facilities 
to Tribune. We therefore decide that it is reasonable and proper, for the conveni- 
ence and aco<)mmodation of the people of Tribune and vicinity, to build at the said 
town a side-track and depot, and establish a station there, by the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company; and the Board recommends that this be done within a reasonable 
time, and not later than the 1st day of October, 1888.

PETITION. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the Slate of Kanscts: We, 
the undersigned citizens of Morris county, Kansas, living contiguous to the station 
of Helmick, on the Topeka, Salina Sc Western Railroad, operated by the Missouri 
Pacific Railway, seven miles west of the city of Council Grove, Kansas, would re- 
spectfully represent to your honorable body our grievances, viz.: That at the sta- 
tion of Helmiok, the citizens of the neighborhood did grade the side-track 1,200 feet 
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long, and the company did tie and iron the samei and the owner of the land through 
which the road rnna gaye said company 100 feet of right-of-way for which the com- 
pany paid, and afterwards gaye the company an additional 100 feet of right-of- 
way, 1,000 feet long, on condition that said railroad company would establish a 
side-track and other accommodations, they (the company) agreeing to do so. 

And further: Mr. Helmick laid off a town-site, and agreed to giye the company 
one- half of the lots proyided they would establish a depot or station, with its 
advantages. They haye not as yet fulfilled their agreement, and they will not leaye 
any freight or express, nor give us any fair rates for shipping. 

There is a fine quarry of stone dose to the station. 

We would respectfully ask you to inyestigate the matter and see that we get our 
rights. Signed by £. Chasb and 100 others. 

DBOI8ION. 

This is a petition signed by a number of residents at and in the yicinity of Hel- 
mick, in Morris county, on the line of the Topeka, Salina A Western Railroad, for 
station facilities at said place. 

At the time the petition was presented, Helmick was a flag station, having an 
ample side-track, but no depot or other station facilities. Among other things, the 
petition alleges that " Mr. Helmick laid off a town-site, and agreed to give the com- 
pany one-half of the lots provided they would establish a depot or station, with its 
advantages. They have not as yet fulfilled their agreement." It states other mat- 
ters, relative to donation of sufficient land for a side-track, which seems not to be 
material, since the land was accepted and the side-track built. The petition having 
been referred to the company, in its response the company answers that ** this sta- 
tion is located seven miles west of Council Grove, and five miles east of Wilsey; that 
the company has a siding 1,800 feet long at Helmick, and all passenger trains stop 
there on signal. Cannot see that the business at that point would warrant the build- 
ing of a depot, and the maintaining of an agency, as there is not business enough 
in sight to justify us in so doing. There is but one small country store and post- 
office combined, and, I believe, but one dwelling house." 

The Board subsequently visited the station, after notice to the parties in interest, 
for the purpose of further investigation, and met a number of the petitioners. It 
appeared, from the evidence then adduced, that no agreement existed between the 
company and Mr. Helmick, such as is impliedly stated in the petition, by which the 
company agreed to accept certain lots in Helmick and build a depot. 

The sole question to be considered is, is there sufficient business at this place to 
warrant full station facilities ? 

The place had not advanced in growth beyond the stage described in the com- 
pany's answer to the petition. While the country about there is fairly well settled 
up, it is so near to Council Grove, the county seat, and the principal trading point for 
the county, that it would be vain to expect business in any considerable quantity to 
concentrate at the point. There are no mills, stores, grain houses or other agen- 
cies to attract trade there. The establishment of these requires a large amount of 
money, and we are of the opinion it would be too hazardous to expend this money 
there with tlie hope of attracting trade from so well established a place as Council 
Grove, to tempt ordinarily prudent men. Experiments of the kind in the same 
county upon another line of railroad have not been attended with success. The 
same observation is true of very many other localities in the State. It was per- 
fectly plain to us that there is not at the present time sufficient business at Helmick 
station to justify the building of a depot and the maintenance of an agent. As the 
country becomes more thickly settled and business increases, a village may gather 
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at Helmick, bnt its near proximity to Council Grove will serve to make its growth 
slow. 

It appeared to the Board that the building and operation of a stock yard and 
loading-shnte would be nsefnl at the present time, and this we suggested to the 
company's agent there present. This was immediately afterwards supplied, and 
with this added the station is sufficiently equipped to answer all present reasonable 
demands.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners — Gbntlbmbn: Referring to 
yours of December 6th, 1887, relative to the insufficient capacity of the Missouri 
Pacific Railway depot at this city, will say that we again respectfully but earnestly 
call your attention to the fact that no steps have been taken, nor have we any prom- 
ised of any immediate action on the part of the Missouri Pacific Railway to furnish 
this city with a depot of sufficient capacity and in proper sanitary condition. 

On the other hand, there are good reasons for believing that it is not the inten- 
tion of that corporation to make any improvements here the coming year. The 
plans for a new depot which you refer to in your communication have been on file 
for a long time, apparently for an excuse whenever complaint has been made re- 
garding the dilapidated building now being used. 

This city and county are now paying interest on $126,000 voted in aid of the 
M. K. A T. R. R., and that corporation has never made any improvements nor pro- 
vided any suitable conveniences for passenger traffic during the eighteen years it 
has been here. 

We therefore feel the necessity to again ask your kindly interference in our be- 
half, and trust that you will do so in such manner as will remedy the evils com- 
plained of.

DBCISION. 

In the matter of the complaint to this Board respecting the insufficiency and 
unsanitary condition of the M. K. A T. Rly. depot at Fort Scott, the facts are, briefly 
stated, as follows: On December 2d, 1887, the Board received a communication 
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signed jointly by the Mayor and President of the Board of Trade of Fort Soott, 
calling their attention to the above-named company's depot at that plaoe, and 
pointing oat its inanffieient capacity and unsanitary condition. At the time the 
letter was received the members of the Board received assurances from the then 
Superintendent of that part of the Missouri Pacific's operated system of roads that 
arrangements were in progress to erect upon a site, then pointed out to us, a new 
and commodious depot building to take the place of the one complained of. Of 
this fact the Board advised the gentlemen representing the city and its business 
interests. 

On the 26th of January, 1888, a second communication was addressed to us, by 
U. B. Pearsall, Esq., President of the Board of Trade of Fort Scott, in which refer- 
ence is made to the former correspondence relative to the matter, and the attention 
of the Board is again earnestly called to it. It is further stated that no steps have 
been taken, nor have the people of Fort Soott any promises of any immediate ac- 
tion on the part of the Missouri Pacific Railway to furnish said city with a depot of 
sufficient capacity and in proper sanitary condition. '* On the other hand," it is 
stated, " there are good reasons for believing that it is not the intention of that cor- 
poration to make any improvements here the coming year. The plans for a new 
depot which you refer to in your communication have been on file for a long time, 
apparently for an excuse whenever complaint has been made regarding the dilapi- 
dated building now being used." 

It is further stated that " the city and county are now paying interest on $125,000 
voted in aid of the M. E. A T. R. R., and that corporation has never made any im- 
provements, nor provided any suitable conveniences for passenger traffic during 
the eighteen years it has been here." 

The Board has made a careful inspection of the depot in question. It is a small 
passenger depot, with two small waiting-rooms, one of which, that for gentlemen, 
has seating accommodations for six persons. The depot was built when Fort Scott 
was a village in size; it is now a city of 18,000 inhabitants, and a business center of 
rapidly growing importance. It is the passenger depot for three lines operated by 
the Missouri Pacific Company. It is not only wholly inadequate to the present 
necessities of that city, but it is unsuitable and objectionable in other and more 
serious respects. It has a dirty and dilapidated appearance; the platform sur- 
rounding it is in many places broken and rotten. The whole building is pervaded 
by a repulsive and sickening odor proceeding from a closet opening into the ladies* 
waiting-room. The vault connects with, no sewer, and it has become extremely foul. 
The depot is built upon low ground, and the depth and consistency of the mud all 
around it renders access to it difficult. The baggage-room is a very small, dark 
apartment, without light or ventilation, and sufficient to hold but a small part of 
the baggage brought there for transportation. Unless it is removed before warm 
weather arrives it will become the duty of the city authorities to cause it to be 
moved and disinfect the site on which it stands, as a measure of protection to the 
health of the people of the city. 

Fort Scott furnishes a large business both in freight and passengers to the rail- 
roads operated by the Missouri Pacific Company. It has been munificent in its aid 
to one of these roads ; there is not the slightest excuse for the gross neglect of the 
company to provide reasonable accommodations for the people and for the trans- 
action of its own business at this point as is implied in the present condition of 
things. 

The laws of the State make it the dnty of this Board, whenever in its judgment 
any addition to or change of its station-houses is necessary to promote the j 
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seoority, oouTenienoe and aooommodation of the pnblio, to inform the oorporation. 
affected of the improyement and changes which it adjudges proper. 

In this case the Board regards the complaint of the Mayor and Board of Trade 
of Fort Scott as well founded and jost, and that the secarity, convenience and 
accommodation of the public there imperatively demand the erection of a new and 
larger depot, upon a more convenient and accessible site, and its erection should 
proceed without delay. Bt thx Boabd.

COHPLAINT. 

EwxiiL, SuMMBB County, Kansas, April 2, 1888. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners — Gbntlbicxn : I herewith 
present a petition signed by the citizens of Springdale township, and will present, 
as briefly as possible, the facts in the case, hoping they may receive your immediate 
and favorable consideration. 

Without giving exact dates, which can only be had by consulting the records, I 
will state that this township had a proposition submitted to it by the St. Louis, Fort 
Scott A Wichita Railroad Company, by which they agreed to build through the town- 
ship, and at, or near, the center to build and maintain a depot, with necessary side- 
track, etc. They failed to complete the road in the time agreed upon. They then 
submitted the matter again, the consideration on the part of the township being the 
same, to wit, a subscription of twenty thousand dollars to the stock of said company, 
and the belief of the people was that they had voted on the same proposition; but 
we find, upon consulting the records, that in their second proposition they omitted 
the word maintain. Now, judging from their action in removing their agent and 
telegraph instruments and locking up their office, they intend to try a piece of sharp 
practice on the people of the township, who, in good faith, voted and subscribed the 
amount above stated. 

The only excuse that the railroad company has given for vacating this office is 
that it " don*t pay.^^ Might not the township claim, with equal propriety, that it 
don't pay, as in interest on the bonds voted we pay out at least twice what the com- 
pany pays to maintain this station f But we have the very best authority for saying 
that this station has paid expenses since it was built, and can give it if necessary. 
But we submit to you that we have given valuable consideration for the location aud 
maintenance of this depot, and if it should not pay during the hard times, neither 
does it pay the township. We ask, therefore, as a matter of justice, that you grant 
our request as set forth in the accompanying petition, which was circulated by a 
committee appointed for the purpose, and received the signature of every man in 
the township to whom it was presented. 

In speaking of the township, I have referred to it as it was when the bonds were 
voted; it has since been divided, as you will note in the petition. 

Again hoping that this matter may receive your early and favorable considera- 
tion, I subscribe myself.

receipts of said station, monthly, daring the year 1887, and to March 17, 1888, both 
freight and passenger, from which yon will observe the earnings from this station 
are certainly too small to jastify the employment of an agent at that point. Oar 
regalar mail train stops at this station for the parpose of taking on and patting off 
the U. S. mail, and freight trains stop whenever there is freight to be taken on, or to 
onload at platform. 

Under the circamstances, the maintenance of a station, and payment of the sal- 
ary of an agent, were a constant loss to the company, and for that reason it was dis- 
oontinned on the 17th of March, last. There were no other reasons for discontinaance 
of the facilities.

S, H. H. Clark, Esq,, First Vice-President and General Manager Mo, Pac. Rly., St. 
Xouis, if o.— Dbab Sib: Referring to the matter of withdrawal of station facilities 
from Ewell station, in Springdale township, Samner ooanty, this State, and ac- 
knowledging receipt of yoar favor of the 25th inst., relative thereto: It mast be 
admitted that the earnings at that station for the last fifteen months, np to and in- 
olading the first half of March, have been exceedingly meager, averaging aboat $87 
per month. 

We are constrained to admit that the earnings are too small to jastify the em- 
ployment of a regalar agent at that point; and if this were the only consideration 
involved, the withdrawal of the agent woold hardly jastify complaint. Bat it ap- 
pears from the records of Samner coanty that the people of Springdale township 
were solicited to sobsoribe stock in the Fort Soott. Wichita A Western Railroad to 
the amount of $20,000, and to vote upon a proposition to aathorize the issaanoe of 
the bonds of said township in an eqaal amoant to pay for the same, and that snb- 
scription was aathorijsed and made and bonds issned covering the amoant named 
above; and that among other conditions apon which saoh sabscription and bonds 
were anthorized was the following: **That the said railroad oompany shall constract 
said railroad of standard gaage, and pat in all necessary side-tracks and switches 
necessary for the operation of said road in said (Springdale) township, and erect a 
permanent depot in said township.'' 

While it is trae that this does not in express terms reqaire the maintenance of 
station facilities, sach as the employment of an agent to transact whatever basiness 
the patrons of the company desire to have with it at that station, we cannot bat 
think that this was in contemplation by both the parties to the contract. By mak- 
ing the erection of a permanent depot in the township one of the conditions of the 
bond sabscription, the people withoat doabt intended to permanently sapply them- 
selves, or reqaire that they shoald be sapplied with the advantages and facilities 
osaally afforded by a station and depot within their own township. A similar 
proposition is qaite freqaently made a condition for the voting of bond aid to rail- 
roads by townships, and they are invariably made ase of as strong indacements to 
an affirmative vote apon the proposition to issae the bonds. There coald be no 
indncemeat in a condition which contemplated the mere erection of a depot within 
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the towDflhipt if the depot waa to remain nnooonpied and onnaed. It would there- 
fore be treating the oontraot unfairly to overlook its evident object and purpose, 
and this nndoobtedly was to supply the people of that township with facilities for 
transacting their business with the railroad company within their own township 
limits. 

This being the case, we are of the opinion that after offering such an inducement 
for bond aid and receiying the amount of the bonds, the company is not in a posi- 
tion to regard the question of unprofitableness of the station as alone sufficient to 
justify the withdrawal of station facilities. But we by no means insist that a full 
salaried agent should be kept at a station were there is but little business. We 
recognize the necessity for economy in the operation of small stations. In this 
instance we think the station should be maintained and the depot be open to the 
public at the arrival and departure of trains, and that freight should be billed to 
and from that station, and that the company should secure the services of some 
competent person who will devote such time to the business of the station as may 
be required, at a reasonable compensation. 

Gases similar to this have arisen upon other roads within the State, and our 

opinion and recommendation have been invariably as indicated above.

On April 23d, the Board received a letter from respondent, stating that the cross- 
ings referred to had been repaired. In reply to a letter addressed to complain- 
ant, the Board was informed that the repairs had not been made. Thereupon the 

Board addressed respondent as follows:

Oa the 4th of April last we had the honor to lay before yoa the complaint of Jeptha 
Lewis, Township Trustee, Lone Elm township, Anderson county, Kansas, relative to 
repair of road-crossings, one on section lines between sections 3 and 4 and one on 
section line between sections 4 and 5, township 23, range 20, on the line of the St. 
Louis Sc Emporia ruad. 

On April 23d you advised ns that your General Superintendent reported cross- 
ings repaired. A copy of this letter was forwarded by this office to Mr. Lewis, who 
states in reply that the crossings have not been repaired. 

On Wednesday we passed over the St. Louis & Emporia road in company with 
Mr. Lewis, fur the purpose of learning the facts in respect to these roads. It ap- 
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pears that both the roads in qnestion were regularly laid out and trayeled public 
highways before the railroad was bnilt. One of them was oondnoted through an 
opening spanned by a trestle bridge, which is also a water-way. The Trustee says 
that a considerable Tolnme of water at times flows through, and renders the road 
impassable. This can only be remedied by confining the waters to one side of the 
opening. Another defect pointed out to ns is a turn of the road as it leaves the 
opening on the south side, being at too sharp an angle to permit wagons loaded 
with hay to get through. The other road, which is one mile west of the one last 
spoken of, crosses oyer the track, and is all right with the exception of the approach 
on the north side of the track. This approach is too steep. This needs to be 
lengthened seyeral feet so as to render the approach less abrupt. 

As these highways haye been impaired by the building of the railroad, their use- 
fnhiees should be restored by the company as nearly as practicable. The cost of 
improTing the present condition of these roads as above indicated would be incon- 
siderable, but we think it should be done. Yours truly,

Montoombby, Linn County, Kansas, April 25, 1888. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of Kansas — Gbntlbmbn: We, 
the undersigned citizens and residents of Montgomery (known heretofore as Gritz- 
ler station), Linn county, Kansas, located five and one-half miles west of Mound 
City, Kansas, and seven and one-half miles east of Blue Mound, Kansas, on the line 
of the St. Louis 3c Emporia division of the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, 
most respectfully beg to call your attention to the following grievances, viz.: 

The Missouri Pacific Railway Company made the citizens of Montgomery (Critz- 
ler station) a proposition, that if they would donate a certain amount of land one 
hundred feet wide and two thousand feet long and donate money or work sufficient 
to make grade for side-track and switch, they, the said railway company, would, in 
consideration thereof, maintain and operate side-track and switch, put up station 
house and stock yards. After considering the above proposition, we made said rail- 
way company the following proposition: That we, the citizens, would donate a cer- 
tain strip of land fifty feet wide on north side of main line west of site of depot and 
one hundred feet wide east of said site for depot, ( being one hundred and twelve 
rods, more or less,) and put up a reasonable side-track ready for the ties and iron; 
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and said last proposition was accepted by said railway company, who agreed to 
complete their part of the contract as soon as we completed our pari. 

On or about the 14th day of June, 1887, said land was transferred by Edgar Bel- 
knap to said railway company, and there, on or abont the 12th day of Joly, 1887, we 
went to work with onr teams, plows and scrapers, and pnt up abont 1,200 feet of 
grade by the 18th day of Joly, 1887, which was by said railway company reoeived, 
and in a short time said company pnt on ties and irons, and have been nsing said 
side-track to their own interest eyer since. 

That the wants of yonr petitioners are that the said Missonri Pacific Railway 
Company be compelled to complete their contract. 

Baid Missonri Pacific Railway Company have failed, np to this time, to baild sta- 
tion honse or depot and stock yards, and operate them, as agreed. 

That the business and necessities of trade and travel at this point require that 
the said railway company pnt in and maintain a switch and station and stock yards 
for the accommodation of the public. 

That said railroad now takes in and pnts off United States mail at this point; 
that it be required also to furnish accommodations for passengers and freight. 

That said point is in the center of a rich agricultural, horticultural and stock- 
producing country. 

That said railway company has been respectfully requested to make the above- 
mentioned improvements, and has failed to do so. 

Wherefore, your complainants request said Board to examine into the same and 
decide thereon, and that said railway company comply with the request of your 
petitioners. Signed by Jbpp. Fz<skino and 16 others. 

DECISION. 

This is a petition by the citizens of Montgomery (formerly known as Critzer 
station), on the Rich Hill t, Emporia Railroad, in Linn county, Kansas. This line 
is operated by respondents. It is claimed by petitioners that the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company, through its agents at the time said railroad was built, made a 
contract with the citizens of said place to the effect that if they, the citizens, would 
donate said company certain land for station, and would grade a certain side-traok 
for said company, that they, said company, would put in a side-track and build a 
suitable depot, with stock yards, and maintain and operate them at that place. 

The petitioners allege that they donated the ground and did the grading for the 
side-track, and that the said company has availed itself of the same, and occupied 
it. by putting in a side-track; but that said company has failed and neglected to 
build a depot, or stock yards, and that in that respect the company has failed to 
comply with their part of said contract. 

The petition was submitted to the said company, who, by Mr. S. H. H. Clark, 

First Vice-President, made the following response: 

St. Louis, July 26, 1888. 

Hon, JET. C EizeTy Secretary Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — 
Dbab Sib: Replying to yours of 14th instant, relative to petition of citizens of 
Montgomery, Linn county, Kansas, for erection of depot at that point, advise while 
there does not appear to be any contract on file of the nature referred to in the 
petition, have instructed our General Superintendent to provide station facilities at 
the point named, if, in his judgment, the business requires it. A reference to the 
agreement with these parties indicates, that on the donation of a certain quantity 
of ground, and the grading thereof by the citizens, a side-track was to be con- 
structed, which has been done. We are not unwilling to provide a station also if the 
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bnsinees justifies the expenditure, oonoerning which onr Superintendent has received 
proper instruction. Tours truly, S. H. H. Cz<abk, Fvni Vice-President* 

The Board fixed Tuesday, October 9, 1888, for a hearing of said petition, at 
Montgomery, and on that day were attended there by petitioners as well as by the 
-said company, represented by Mr. Harding, superintendent. 

On hearing the evidence of both parties, the Board are satisfied that the contract 
alleged by the petitioners was made with them by said company, to build depot and 
siding, and that said company is derelict in its duty in not building and maintain- 
ing there a depot, in addition to the siding. 

It was claimed by the company that the deed of Mr. Belknap to said company 
for the land in question stated the consideration to be one dollar, and the building, 
maintaining and operating a railroad by said second party, etc.; and that, having 
enumerated this consideration, no other or different one could be shown. This 
•deed was dated June 14, 1887. 

It was claimed by petitioners that the deed failed to show all the considerations; 
and in support of their claim they offered in evidence several letters of Mr. A. W. 
Btilwell, special agent of respondent, and Mr. J. B. Flanders, Division Superintend- 
•ent, which very clearly show that the proposition considered by the petitioners was 
to furnish the ground and do the grading in consideration of the erection there of 
« depot and siding. Mr. J. B. Flanders, Division Superintendent, writes on June 80, 
1886, to Ferris Lecompt, one of the petitioners: "If the people of your neighbor- 
hood are anxious to have a depot and siding located at your town, etc., I will be 
pleased to meet them," etc.; and the whole correspondence of Mr. Stilwell contem- 
plates the erection and maintenance of a depot and siding as the consideration of 
the donation of the ground and doing the grading. The grading was done by a 
subscription of work by the citizens, with the understanding and agreement, very 
clearly entered into by the company, that they would erect and maintain there a 
depot and siding. This is very fully further shown by the oral evidence of several 
witnesses sworn and examined upon the hearing, one of whom was Mr. Edgar 
Belknap, the grantor of the said land. 

Upon the whole evidence, the Board are very clearly of the opinion that the 
company are bound by their contract to erect and maintain the depot petitioned 
for at that place, and so recommend. Bt the Boabd.

We hereby make complaint against the Missouri Pacific Railway, for discrimination 
against the coal interests of Osage county, by the issuing of freight tariff No. 427, 
applying August 1, 1888 — said tariff being an average advance in freight of 20 per i 

«ent. to all points between Osage City and Monon. 
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Yoar attention is respeotf ally called to indosed copy of a letter written by ns 
Angnst 8, 1888, to S. H. H. Clark, First Vice-Preeident, and to the reply of W. H. 
Newman, Third Vice-President, npon this subject. In answer to Mr. Newman's as- 
sertion, (that the many reductions made by freight tariff 427, to certain points, wonld 
more than oonnterbalance the advance in freight to other points,) we wish to state, 
that the rate has been advanced to near all the points that we can ship to, and the 
reductions have been made to points that we never expected to reach, and cannot 
reach, even with this list; and, practically, Mr. Newman might as well have given na 
a special rate to the moon. 

We inclose comparison of coal rates from Rich Hill and Osage City westward, on. 
Missouri Pacific Railway, and rates charged by the A. T. 3c S. F. R. R. from Osage 
City westward, that was forwarded to Mr. Clark with oar letter of Aagnst 8, 1888, and 
request your Honorable Board to thoroughly investigate this subject, believing, that 
after doing so, you will grant us what we ask, viz.: a rate that will enable us to com- 
pete with other coal fields in the territory between Osage City and Monon. 

At the present rates we are practically shut out of this market, and the minea 
opened by us on that line of the Missouri Pacific Railway will have to be abandoned. 

We beg to call your attention to the distribution of cars on the Missouri Pacific 
system. In the past, our mines have often been stopped for want of cars. At 
present it requires from twenty-four to seventy-two hours* notice to get enough 
cars placed on our spur, and it is impossible for us to successfully run our mines 
under this condition of affairs.

DBOIBION. 

This is a complaint against the respondent company, filed here August 80, 1888,. 
complaining of the rates on coal from the Osage City coal fields and station to 
points in Kansas, charged on the respondent road. 

Notice was given to the company to the effect that a hearing would be had of the 
complaint at the office of the Board, on September 12, 1888, at which time the 
parties appeared, the respondent by Mr. Bradshaw, its agent. The facts upon 
which the complaint is based are substantially as follows: The company has a 
special tariff of rates on coal from the mines at Osage City to various points in 
Kansas reached by the company's lines. In 1887 tariff No. 188, applying exclusively 
to Osage City coal, was in force. This, in July last, was modified by raising the 
rates at a number of points, and reducing them at other points. The reductions 
appear to have been made to points which Osage City coal cannot reach and com- 
pete with other coals, even at the reduced rates, and the enhanced rates are to pointa 
at which, by reason of proximity to Osage City, that coal ought to find a ready 
market. But the enhanced rates, whether so designed or not, ( and we are assured 
they are not,) had the effect of excluding Osage coal even from this market. This^ 
tariff is upwards of 80 per cent, in excess of rates charged for the transportation of 
coal from all other coal fields reached by the Missouri Pacific lines in Kansas, as 
well as from the Rich Hill mines. The complainants ask that they be afforded the 
same tariff of rates upon the product of their mines as are given from Pittsburg, 
Kansas, and Rich Hill, Missouri. We have been unable to learn why this should not 
be done. There are several reasons in favor of this relative equality of rates aa 
between Otage City and the places above named. In the first place it costs 3^ cents- 
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per bushel more to mine ooal at Oeage City than it doee at either Pittsburg or Rich 
Hill, by reason of the thinness of the ooal meaanrea at the former place. The Osage 
City mines are nearest to the places west and north of them, and unless they may 
retain this natural advantage of position by an equality of rates, compared with 
those given to rival mines, the increased cost of mining excludes them from the 
only market it is possible for them to reach. A careful estimate based upon the 
relative cost of mining coal at Osage City, Pittsburg and Rich Hill, with the rates 
for transportation to points west of Osage City equal to those for like distances 
from the two other points named, shows that ooal from Osage City can be sold at 
such points at substantially the same prices as Pittsburg and Rich Hill coal com- 
mand in the same market, yielding to the miner no larger margin of profit. In 
many instances, even upon this basis, coal produced at the last-named places will 
still undersell Osage City coal from 10 to 26 cents per ton. This estimate extends 
to all points northwest to Junction City, and west along respondent company's lines 
to Great Bead. 

It has usually been the policy of railway companies to favor the development of 
mining, and other productive industries located upon their lines, by pursuing a 
liberal course in respect to rates upon local productions, and this, when free from 
the objection of unjust discrimination against other localities and similar indus- 
tries, should be encouraged rather than suppressed. In this instance, the parties 
complaining do not ask to be favored above their competitors, but only to be 
afforded the same rates upon the product of their mines, for similar distances, as 
are in force upon the company's lines from Pittsburg, Rich Hill, and other mines, 
depending, as they must, upon their nearer proximity to points west of them to 
equalize to them the difference in the cost of mining. This advantage they are en- 
titled to, and, in our opinion, they cannot be legally deprived of it by a system of 
rates discriminating against them. Section 10 of the statute of this State concern- 
ing railroads and other common carriers, prohibits any railroad corporation, doing 
business in this State, from charging more for transporting freight from any point 
on its line than a fair and just proportion of the price it charges for the same kind 
of freight transported from any other point The Board has never been disposed 
to give to the rule laid down in this section of the statute such a rigid application 
as would elimioate or suppress legitimate competition, but rather to apply it to the 
evils that it was intended to cure, viz.: unjust discrimination. Now, a rate of 70 
cents per ton, for the distance of twenty miles, upon coal mined at Osage City, is 
not a fair and just proportion of a rate of 50 cents, for the same distance, for the 
same kind of freight, hauled in the same direction, from Rich Hill, Pittsburg, and 
other mines east of Osage City. Nor yet is the rule observed where, under the same 
circumstances described above, for the distance of 120 miles (2 per ton is charged 
in the one case and $1.10 in the other. Illustrations similar to the above might be 
multiplied from these diverse tariffs. 

In our judgment there is nothing in the relative circumstances or conditions of 
these mines upon which to base any discrimination in rates. We have already 
pointed out very cogent reasons why a basis of equality of rates should exist. But 
even if reasons which exist for such equality independent of the statute did not 
obtain, all the conditions are such that, in our judgment, the rule of the statute 
cited would apply and be of imperative obligation. 

We therefore find and decide that the rates charged by the respondent company 
for the transportation of coal, from the Osage City mines, are excessive and unjust; 
that as compared with rates charged for a like kind of freight from Pittsburg, Rich 
Hill and other points east of Osage City, upon the company's lines of railroad, such 
rates charged upon Osage City coal are unjustly discriminative against the latter 
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prodaot. We farther find and decide that the rates charged by respondent com- 
pany for the transportation of coal from the mines at Pittsburg, Kansas, and other 
mines along the said company's lines east of Osage City, are fair and reasonable, 
and that like rates for like distances be charged for the hauling, by said company, 
of coal from Osage City; and that the company immediately desist charging the 
coal rates from Osage City, designated upon tariflP No. 427, issued July 10, 1888, and 
hereafter conform such rates to this decision. Bt thk Boabx>.

On the 2d of this month that company shipped over the Union 
Pacific road to Beloit, to be forwarded from that point to Gawker Gity, five bundles 
of printing paper, weight 370 pounds; this takes fourth-class rate, which, with the 
distance, Beloit to Gawker Gity, is 13 cents per 100 by distance tariff. It appears 
from letter, a copy of which is inclosed, addressed by the consignee to N. R. Baker, 
Manager of the Newspaper Union, that the charge made by your company that 
distance was 76 cents, which would be a rate of 20 cents per 100, and a fraction over. 
Mr. Baker informs us that this is not a solitary instance of such a charge, but it is 
repeated. From the tenor of the inclosed copy of letter from L. L. Alrich, the con- 
signee, yon will perceive this is a serious matter to them, as it threatens the loss of 
their business. Have the kindness to look into the matter and have the error cor- 
rected, and proper Instructions given to conform to tariff. 

Please explain to the Board the cause of the overcharge, if any other than a 
clerical error exists.

To the Board of Railroad Commissioners of State of Kansas — Tour petitioner, 
the Kansas City A Pacific Railroad Company, respectfolly represents that it is a rail- 
road corporation, duly incorporated and existing under the laws of the State of Kan- 
sas, and as such has authority to construct, operate and maintain a line of railroad 
through the county of Miami, and into and through the city of Paola, in said county;

yard or switches on the line of said railroad; that its map and profile, showing its 
crossing at the point proposed, has been on file in the office of the County Clerk of 
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Miami oonnty for more than four months last past; that believing said proposed 
crossing to be the most favorable that ooold be made without great additional ex- 
pense, it has acquired, by condemnation and pnrohase, the right-of-way for its rail- 
road on the line leading thereto, and already has its road partially graded on either 
side thereof, all without objection from said Missouri Pacific Railroad Company; 
that the only objection made by said Missouri Pacific Railroad Company in answer 
to your petitioner's request for permission to construct said crossing is, that it will 
necessitate two stops for its trains, one at said crossing of said Kansas City, Fort 
Scott ik Memphis Railroad and one at the proposed crossing, and that it would like 
to have the crossing so located that one stop would answer, which, owing to the to- 
pography of the locality, your petitioner represents to be impracticable, and an un- 
reasonable requirement.

DSCISION. 

This is an application of the Kansas City k Pacific Railroad Company to the 
Board for permission to cross the track of the respondent company at or near the 
city of Paola, Kansas. The Board appointed a hearing and examination of the 
application, at the point of proposed crossing, on the 2d of November, 1888; and a 
further hearing was had, both parties being duly represented, at the office of the 
Board, on November 7th. 

The first proposed crossing is at a point about 1,200 feet from an intersection of 
the Missouri Pacific and the Kansas City, Fort Scott k Memphis railroads, and the 
chief objection urged to such proposed crossing is, that a crossing at that point will 
require all the trains running over the Missouri Pacific road to make two stops 
within that distance, and this, together with the necessity to apply brakes while 
running over a bridge, would entail additional expense and delays in the operation 
of that road, which may be avoided without material detriment to the other road. 
We regard this objection as possessing considerable force in all cases in which the 
additional delays and expense indicated may be avoided by a practical crossing at 
another point. Several lines have been run showing intersections at three several 
points, either of which would be practicable. W ithout entering upon a discussion 
of the respective merits of the different crossings designated, we have decided upon 
that line designated No. 3, indicated by a red line on the Engineer's plat, submitted 
to the Board, which line intersects the respondent company's road very nearly 127 
feet west of the west end of the trass bridge which spans Bull creek at this place, 
thence following the course marked by said red line until the Kansas City k, Pacific 
road shall clear the right-of-way of the Missouri Pacific Company; and the Board 
decides that the intersection and crossing may be made at said point. This will 
obviate the objections urged to the crossing farther west, under rules heretofore 
sanctioned by this Board governing signals at crossings. This change from the 
crossing first proposed will also cause the least expense to the Kansas City k, Pacific 
railroad in readjusting its partly-built grades to accommodate the change. 

.The Board further decides that the Kansas City k Pacific Company be required 
to construct and maintain the necessary crossing-tracks in safe and first-class con- 
dition; that the said company also pay to the Missouri Pacific Company, as its 
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damages for joint use and occupation of ita right-of-way, the snm of one hundred 
and fifty dollarB. Bt thm Boabd.

A petition was presented to the Board on behalf of the Mayor and Council of 
the city of Lincoln Center, in which it was complained that the Balina, Lincoln A 
Western Railway Company neglected to construct a certain bridge oyer its track 
where the same intersects Third street. The petition set forth that an ordinance 
granting right-of-way to said railway company proTided that this bridge should be 
constructed at such time as the increased travel made the same necessary. The fur- 
ther history of the case is fully set forth in the decision. 

DBOISIOH. 

This is a petition by complainant, a city of the third class, against respondent, 
to require it to construct a bridge or viaduct over its railroad at the intersection of 
Third street, in said city, and was filed July 18th, 1888. A copy was transmitted to 
respondent company, who, on July 14th, responded, objecting to comply with the 
claim of the petition. Lincoln Center is laid out and planted with streets running 
north and south and east and west. The respondent company's railroad enters the 
town-site at the southeast corner, running thence in a westerly course, bearing a little 
north. The north and south streets, beginning with First street, at the east side of 
the town, are numbered consecutively to the west. First street is crossed by the 
railroad at grade, and so is Second street; the ground rises rapidly, so that at Third 
street, where the bridge is desired, the cut is about ten feet deep. At Fourth street 
the cut IB about twenty-two feet, and is bridged with a very commodious bridge, with 
easy approaches, almost on a level with the street upon both sides of the cut. At 
Sixth street is another bridge, equally as well built, but owing to the rise necessary 
for head-room for the passage of trains the approaches have to be made much more 
abrupt, and therefore this street is much less used than Fourth street. The Balina 
river runs an easterly course, a short distance south of the town-site, and the bulk 
of the travel from the south comes across the river at a ford above Sixth street, and 
turns east, going up a gentle hill to go into town across the bridge on Fourth street. 
Some travel comes in from the east, and to cross the Fourth-street bridge has to 
climb the hill, which is not steep, to gain the entrance to Fourth street; but all this 
travel from the east could cross at First street or Second street. 

Third street extends across the railroad south, so that on the east side of Third 
street there are two lots, fifty feet wide each, between the railroad and the south line 
of the town site, which is College avenue. In order to build a bridge over the rail- 
road at this point, the cut here being about ten feet deep, there will have to be an 
embankment built, about twelve feet higher, to get head-room for passing trains. 
Third street, north of the railroad, is a fairly built-up street; but from an examina- 
tion of the ground, and the hearing of the Mayor and Council, the Board were unable 
to perceive anything in the situation that made apparent any necessity for the 
bridge petitioned for; and if the matter were one of original cognizance by this 
Board, in the first instance, and the matter turned upon the question of necessity 
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•lone, they would feel oonstrained to differ with the views of the petitioners, and 
denj the petition. Bat the question is one of law. By the fourth snbdiyision of 
seotion 47 of the corporation law it is proyided: "Every railway corporation shall," 
etc., ^ have power/* etc., ^^Fourth, To construct its road across, along, or upon,** etc, 
**any street, . . . which the route of its road shall intersect, or touch; but the 
company shall restore such . . . street ... to its former state, or to such 
state as to have not unnecessarily impaired its usefulness. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to authorize the construction of any railway not already 
located in, upon or across any street in any city incorporate, or town, without the 
assent of the corporate authorities of such city." This act was in force before the 
date of respondent's charter. 

Section 64 of the act in regard to cities of third class, provides: "The city coun- 
cil shall have power to regulate, A»., . . . and to provide for the passage of rail- 
ways through the streets and public grounds of the city; also* to regulate the crossings 
of railway tracks, and to provide precautions and prescribe rules regulating the 
same," Ac. 

It will be seen from this section of the statutes that the whole matter is relegated 
to the city council, and the railroad company gets no right except by the consent 
of that body. The ordinance of January 14th, 1886, granting to the respondent 
company the right to cross these streets, gave the right upon conditions which are 
found in section 3, viz.: "That the Balina, Lincoln d; Western Railway Company 
shall make, provide and maintain, at its own expense, substantial and sufficient 
crossings and approaches over its railway tracks for each of the streets crossing 
said track," iM. This ordinance was supplemented ^y another one on December 
6th, 1886, modifying, in some particulars, the last-named ordinance. 

The following is the ordinance, viz.: 

Okdinanos No. 56. 

Sbctxon 1. That section No. 8 of the ahoTe ordinance, to wit, the thirtieth of the ordlnaoces 
of the dtj of Lincoln Center, be modified so as to read as follows: Sec. 8. That the Salloa, 
liineoln A Western Bailwaj Company shall make, oonttruot, proTide and maintain, at its own expense, 
a good, sabstantial and sufficient bridge, to be not less than twenty-four feet in width ttom east to west, 
androf a length sufficient to alTord a safe and ample approach, from both sides, for vehicles and foot- 
passengers, and shall be constructed with a passage-waj not less than four feet wide at each side, to wit 
the east and west sides of said bridge, throughout its entire length ftrom north to south, for the con- 
venience and safety of foot-passengers, and said passage-way and bridge shall be provided with a good 
and sufficient railing and safeguards for the protection of passengers over said bridge. Said bridge 
shall be constructed over that part of said track where said track iotersects Fourth street in said city 
of Lincoln Center, and shall be on as near a level with Fourth street as practicable. Said bridge shall 
be subject to the approval of said Mayor and Councllmen, when completed. And the said Salina, 
Lincoln A Western Railway Company shall further make, provide and maintain all necessary calverta 
under said track for the passaage of water, aad shall have no obstructions in said street, or in any 
street or alley intersected by said track, other than is absolutely necessary for the proper construction, 
maintenance and operation of said railway; pntvided^ however, that the modification herein made of 
said ordinance No. 30, shall in nowise be construed to deprive the said city of Lincoln Center of the 
right to have a good and sufficient crossing constructed and maintained by and at the expense of the 
■aid railway company, where the railway intersects Third street in said city, should the travel and con- 
venience of said city require said crossing to be constructed at a future time. 

On April 26, 1888, the City Council passed a further ordinance declaring: 

"Section 1. That it is necessary to prevent accidents, and for the public convenience it requires, 
and the safety of the public demands, that a bridge be constructed over the railway cut where said cut 
intersects Third street," dc. 

We think, in view of the law and what has been done by the City Council, that 
no rights of the city have been waived, and that the respondent company are under 
the legal duty to comply with the demand of the petitioners, and so decide.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas: We, 
the undersigned, your petitioners, residents of Wheaton and vicinity, do respectfully 
represent and show that the said town of Wheaton is sitaated on the Kansas Gentral 
Railway, in Pottawatomie county, eight and two-third miles west from the city of 
Onaga, and five miles east of the town of Blaine. That said town of Wheaton has 
ninety-seven inhabitants, fifteen dwelling houses, three general stores, one hardware 
and furniture store, with store house and implement building attached, and an ele- 
vator with a capacity of 4,000 bushels of ear corn. We also have one lumber yard 
with 80 feet of lumber shed, also two private stock yards, each having platform 
scales; one grain dealer, one hotel, two blacksmith shops, two churches, one livery 
stable, one resident physician. Our shipping prior to the signing of this petition 
has been done through the Onaga railroad office. We have made application to that 
office for figures as to the amount of stone shipped to build the Leavenworth union 
depot retaining-walls; the stock we have shipped to Kansas City, and the hay that 
has been baled in our vicinity and loaded from our yards, and the agent at Onaga 
has refused to allow our representative to examine the books. 

Yesterday we shipped seven car-loads of hay, and we believe that during the year 
1887, the freight shipped from this point and the merchandise received, will aggre- 
gate to the railway company $7,000. 

Now therefore we, your petitioners, do ask that you require the Union Pacific 
Railway Company to build us a depot and furnish us an agent, and if in the judg- 
ment of your honorable body you think we are entitled thereto, we will be pleased 
if you instruct them to give us a telegraph operator.

The following persons' lands are overflowed by 
reason of insufficient water-ways under the railroad: John Farrel, Thomas Gonley, 
James Hurd, and Mrs. N. £. Hutcheson. He further states that this occurs when- 
ever they have an unusually wet season. He also says that the culvert over Stone 
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House oreek Ib too small to carry the waters when the oreek is nearly fall, and that 
this OTerflows onto adjoining lands, causing considerable damage. 

We beg to suggest that yon instruct your engineer to OTcrhanl the drainage on 
that part of yonr road, and provide snf&cient openings to give free flow to the waters 
that may be reasonably expected to f sll there, and prevent the recurrence of the dis- 
asters that have overtaken the people near Williamstown.

Honorable Board of Railroad CommisaUmitn^ Topeha, Kansas — Gxntz.bmxh: I wish 
to place before yon a matter appertaining to a crossing over the track of the Solo- 
mon Valley Bailroad, at Delphos, Ottawa connty, Kansas. We have a society known 
as the First Spiritualistic Society of Solomon Valley, an incorporation chartered by 
the State. We own a park, in which we hold yearly camp-meetings. It is a public 
park, open for other societies, such as the Army post, which held their meeting 
there last year. The park is so situated that we have no access to it, only by per- 
mission from Mr. Qilbrath, who owns the adjacent ground. Last year he kindly 
gave us permission to cross his orchard, which is immediately opposite our park. 
We petitioned to the railroad company, by way of asking, to grant us the privilege 
of crossing their track. We made the following proposition: "We would build the 
approaches, purchase and place down the necessary plank, make and hang a gate, 
and keep said gate looked when not in use; the company not to be at any of the 
expense." We only ask for a private crossing. It is the most convenient way to 
our grove. The public wagon-road leading alongside of the railroad track makes 
it accessible to a crossing. It is the only feasible access we can have, if granted. 
Mr. Qilbrath refused to have a road through his orchard, as it damaged his trees. 
We have written the company, and they, in reply, refuse permission for a crossing. 
Our next meeting begins September 7th; we have no access to the ground. Our 
meetings bring hundreds from abroad, which benefits the railroad company to a 
very great extent. We wish to place this matter before you for consideration, hop- 
ing that you will give it your earliest attention.

The complaint was duly referred to respondent company, who replied as follows: 

Kansas Citt, August 15, 1888. 

Mr, James Humphrey^ R. R, Commissioner^ Topeka^ Kansas — Dbab Sib : Tour 
letter of 14th instant, in regard to communication from 1. K. Richardson, Vice- 
President of the First Spiritualistic Society of Solomon Valley, stating that he 
desires to put in a crossing over our right-of-way near Delphos, Kansas, duly 
received. 

This matter has been up two or three times before. All they propose to do is to 
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pay for gates and plank the crossing. Considering all the trouble that we have had 
in keeping gates to private crossings closed, I have refused to make this crossing. 

This woidd be a dangerous crossing, as it would be impossible to keep the gates 
shnt. Furthermore, if my memory serres me rightly, there should be no reason why 
they oonld not secure a right-of-way for the short distance they require on the same 
side of the -road as their grove and parallel with the same, which would answer their 
purpose better than this crossing. 

A. private crossing from a public highway is a dangerous thing to have, and in 
my opinion, we should always avoid putting them in, when possible to do so. I 
think you will readily understand my position in the matter. On the other hand, if 
they are even willing to pay for cattle-guards to protect the crossing, they would 
undoubtedly want the crossing closed on the side of the picnic grounds when not in 
use, and this would make a pocket for stock or teams, from which they could not 
escape approaching trains.

i. N RiehardsoTi, Esq., Delphos^ Kanscts — Dbab Sib: Inclosed you will find copy 
Of letter from Superintendent Brinkerhoff, of the Union Pacific Railway, relative to 
the subject of permitting a crossing over the track of the Solomon Railroad to give 
you access to your park. 

It is proper to advise you that what you request in this matter the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners have no power or authority to require to be done, for the sim- 
ple reason that it involves no question of legal duty or obligation on the part of the 
railroad company. The company possesses precisely the same right under the law 
to the exclusive use and possession of its track and right-of-way as the owner of the 
land through whose orchard you have heretofore gained access to your park. The 
giving of permission to cross is, in this instance, a matter of pure favor, which we 
suggested to Superintendent Brinkerhoff might with reason be granted, unless it 
would materially add to the danger of accidents incident to operating the road; but 
this on the ground that it appeared that a considerable number of persons would 
thereby be accommodated. 

The objections urged to it by Mr. Brinkerhoff are, considering the past experi- 
ence of that and other companies, real, and cannot but be heeded. It is within our 
personal knowledge that continual annoyance and frequent losses for killing stock, 
Ac, are occasioned by gate-openings on the right-of-way; and but a little more than 
a year ago a freight train was thrown from the track at night and badly wrecked by 
cattle getting on the track through a gate belonging to a private crossing being left 
open by the party for whose benefit the gate was placed. 

It is the duty of the railroad company to avoid every element of danger to life 
and property in the use and operation of its works. Whatever risks it voluntarily 
assumes increase the measure of its legal liability to the public for injuries and 
damages. 

This being the case, we cannot but regard Mr. Brinkerhoff's position as reasona- 
ble and proper.

The Board was called upon to interyene in a oontroversy between the Oonntj 
Commissioners of Bepablic connty and the Union Pacific Bailway Company, regard- 
ing the construction of cattle-guards on a highway crossing. The nature of the 
complaint is folly set forth in the following letter of the Board: 

TopxxAy May 2, 1888. 

J, O. Brinkerhoff, Esq., SupH U, P. Rly, K. D., Kansas City, Ifo.— Dbajb Sib: The 
Board of County Commissioners of Republic county, Kansas, has requested this 
Board to intervene in a controversy between your company and that board, relative 
to providing a proper road-crossing over the track of your railroad at or near the 
water tank about eight miles south of Belleville. The papers and correspondence 
heretofore had between yourself and the County Board through the County Attorney, 
in respect to the matter, have been submitted to us, and these, it is believed, contain 
all the facts necessary to a correct understanding of the merits of the controversy. 
In addition, however, the situation at the point named has been personally in- 
spected by us. 

The facts briefly stated are: That when this portion of your railroad was built, 
the public highway in question was established upon the township line north and 
south. The railroad crossed the highway and occupied it for some short distance at 
the point where the water tank is now located. For the purpose of restoring the 
highway to the use of the public as nearly as practicable, the company bought a 
small parcel of land of the adjoining owner, Mr. Henri, on the east side of the rail- 
road track, to substitute for that part of the highway taken for the use of the railroad. 
This was afterwards deemed by the County Board to be inadequate for the purpose 
of a highway at the point named, and that body purchased an additional parcel of 
land of Mr. Henri on the west side of the railroad track, through which the creek 
runs, and the highway was established over this land last bought, and an iron bridge 
thrown across the creek. This portion of the highway was established to connect 
with the township-line road at the two points made by intersecting it with the rail- 
road, but t') render it passable, a wagon-crossing must be laid down on the track of 
the railroad. This much, we understand, the company is willing to do, but on con- 
dition that the expense of putting in the necessary cattle-guards at the crossing shall 
be paid by the county. This last claim seems to be based upon the assumption that 
there is no legal obligation resting upon the company to provide the crossing. If 
there is, it is indisputable that whatever outlay is necessary to render the crossing 
safe and complete, including cattle-guards if these are necessary, is chargeable to 
the company. 

We do not understand the legal department of the railroad company as having 
assumed the position taken above, but it appears to be asserted in letter of Colonel 
Jenkins to Superintendent Brinkerhoff, under date of February 25, 1888, in these 
words: "There never was a road laid out on the west side of our track, north and 
west of creek, unless the CommiRsioners have done so since the road was built, and 
in that case it would be illegal unless you was notified, which I don't suppose you 
was." 

It is evident that the writer of the above quotation deemed it essential to the 
validity of that part of the road which was run across the land obtained for that 
purpose from Henri, and over the company's right-of-way, that the same formal 
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proceedings should be parsued as in the original establishment of a highway. In 
this we think he was mistaken. This was not the laying ont and establishment of 
a new highway, bnt the restoration of one which had been rendered impassable by 
the intersection of a railroad, and the absorption of a portion of it for railroad pnr- 
poeee. The wagon-crossing required over the railroad track to render this part of 
the road ayailable woold, as we understand, fall within that portion of the original 
highway now oocnpied by the railroad. In this case it woold clearly be the duty of 
the company, without compensation or notice of any kind, to provide a safe and 
proper passage over its track for the public traveling in the highway. And, we may 
■add, that in our judgment such would still be the case, even if the road- crossing was 
required to be made over that part of the company's track not taken from the 
original highway, where such crossing was made necessary to the restoration of a 
road impaired by the construction of a railroad. 

The statute grants to railroad companies the right to construct their railroads 
upon the highways, but it imposes upon them the duty to restore such highway to 
its former state, or to such state as to have not necessarily impaired its usefulness. 
Whatever crossings then are necessary to be made over the railroad and the adjacent 
right-of-way to the restoration of the highway to its former state of usefulness, it is 
the duty of the company to construct. This duty is reciprocal to the free use of so 
much of the highway as is necessary for the purpose of the railroad. The case be- 
fore us involves this character of duty. 

The County Board of Commissioners have, in the exercise of a judgment and 
discretion in this matter, committed to them by the statutes, deemed it necessary to 
run the portion of the public highway under consideration west of the track of the 
raflroad, to restore its former state of usefulness. This requires an opening on the 
railroad at that point and a safe and convenient crossing to be made, and we enter- 
tain no doubt that the company is in duty bound to supply these. We are informed 
that great inconvenience is being suffered by the public from the present condition 
of this road; we therefore recommend that the company proceed without delay to 
provide the crossing needed at the point above indicated. Tours truly,

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — Gbntlbmbn: 
Hr. Doubleday, station agent of the St. Louis & Ban Francisco Railway Company at 
Litchfield, Crawford county, Kansas, refused to let me ship coal on the above-named 
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road, from the abOTe-named station, October 19, 1887. No excuse was made that he 
could not furnish the oars. He is in the habit of shipping all kinds of grain and 
merchandise. Mr. Doubleday is a stockholder and also General Manager of the Kan- 
sas k, Texas Coal Company. By his refusal I will sustain considerable loss. I most 
respectfully ask your honorable body to inyestigate the matter. 

In proof of the aboye, I refer you to N. A.. Cordray, Litchfield, Kansas.

The complaint was referred to the respondent company, with the following 
letter: 

ToPBKA, Kawbab, November 1, 1887. 

H, L, Morrellj Esq., OenertU Manager oftheSLL-^tS. F, R. R^ 8L Louis — Dbab Sib: 
This Board is in receipt of a letter from Mr. C. P. Ford, of Pittsburg, Kansas, com- 
plaining of treatment received by him at the hands of your station agent, Mr. 
Doubleday, at Litchfield, a copy of which is herewith inclosed for your considera- 
tion. Since receiving the letter, two of the members of our Board have visited 
Pittsburg for the purpose of making more specific inquiries concerning the matters 
complained of. From the statements made to us by the parties in interest, Mr. 
C. P. Ford and N. A.. Cordray, we gather that they own and are working a coal mine 
at or near Litchfield. The coal measures are very shallow xmderlying their land, and 
th^ey reach them by stripping the surface ground. They have orders from several 
coal dealers at different places along the line of your road, which they are unable to 
fill by reason of the refusal of your company to respond to their requests for cars. 
They inform us that your agent at that point treats their requests for cars in which 
to load and transport their coal to supply their orders, with contempt, and that he 
boldly tells them that they will not be permitted to ship their coal over the St. Louis 
A San Francisco Railroad from Litchfield. 

This, to any person who possesses a correct idea of the duties of a railroad to- 
wards the public, would seem to be quite incredible. But unfortunately the fact re- 
mains that these parties have coal which they desire to mine and sell; they have 
orders for it which they greatly desire to fill; they have asked for cars from your 
agent to enable them to carry on their business, and none are supplied them, their 
operations are arrested, and they are idle. If, as is alleged in the letter to this Boards 
your agent at Litchfield — Doubleday — is a stockholder, and also General Manager 
of the Kansas & Texas Coal Company, this may famish a solution of the problem. 
If this be true he is the most unfit man that could be selected to occupy such a posi- 
tion. He is set to perform duties towards the public with which his own interests 
directly conflict. No man under the laws of a civilized State who is appointed to- 
perform an important public function is permitted to act in respect to any matter 
involving his own interests. The reason is obvious. Such a course would be re- 
volting to the common sense of fair dealing that pervades the human mind. It is 
no less important and no less the duty of railroad companies to observe and enforce 
the same rule in the conduct of their operations and business. 

Their privileges are granted them by the State upon condition, and bearing with 
them the most solemn obligations that can be created by public law, to setve the 
public fairly and impartially. It is absolutely intolerable that charter privileges 
conferred by the State should be turned by the corporation receiving them, to pur- 
poses of oppression and destruction of any portion or number of its citizens. 

We have felt constrained to make these observations in this connection by the 
fact that before you succeeded to the management of the St. Louis A San Fran- 
cisco Railroad this coal business along the line of your road in southeastern Kansaa 
had made a notorious and unenviable history. It is a matter of common notoriety^ 
and of general belief through that region, that the Rogers Coal Company was en- 
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gaged, with the aid of yonr company, in crashing ont of existence every other mine- 
owner along the line of your road in Kansas, redooing them to the stress of selling 
their interests to that company, at whatever price it offered. This, as we think yoa 
wonld readily admit, is on a moral plane with highway robbery, and ought to occupy 
the same legal status. This purpose seems to have been pretty thoroughly accom- 
plished several years ago. It was in large measure due to conduct of this character 
that the present railroad law was enacted in this State. 

This law provides, in section 9, that **It shall be the duty of any railroad com- 
pany, when within its power so to do, and upon reasonable notice, to furnish suitable 
ears to any and all persons who may apply therefor, for the transportation of any 
and all kinds of freight, and to receive and transport such freight with all reasona- 
ble dispatch, and to provide and keep suitable facilities for the receiving and hand- 
ling of the same at any depot on the line of its road.** For a willful violation or 
evasion of this duty by any company or individual, the statute prescribes as penal- 
ties, besides three times the actual damages sustained by the party aggrieved, with 
costs of suit and attorney's fee, a iine for each offense of not less than one hundred 
nor more than five thousand dollars. We think that the enormity of this character 
of offense is not more than moderately measured by these prescribed penalties. 

We have advised the complaining parties in this instance to make written requi- 
sitions upon your agent at Litchfield for such number of coal cars as their business 
requires, to preserve copies of the same, and report promptly to this Board the 
result. We doubt not that you will see to it that your agent there shall do his duty, 
notwithstanding bis reported adverse interest.

To the Honortible Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — Gemtlemem: 
I am in receipt of your letter of November 1, inclosing copy of letter from a Mr. 
Ford, of Pittsburg, Kansas, and am very much surprised at the contents thereof. I 
have not yet had time to investigate and verify Mr. Ford's statements as between 
him and Mr. Doubleday, but I observe two features of his letter that are not true: 
Mr. Doubleday is not the general manager, or even a superintendent or foreman, of 
the ooal company, and is not the station agent of the railway company in the ordi- 
nary sense, but is a joint employ^ of the railway company and coal company, 
stationed at the Litchfield coal mines for the purpose of attending to the weighing 
and switching out of ooal from those side-tracks to Pittsburg. I will thoroughly in- 
vestigate the other facts stated by Mr. Ford. 

The general situation is as follows: The track from Pittsburg to these mines is 
called the Oarbon Branch, and the side-tracks thereon are built at the joint expense 
of the railway company and the ooal company, for the private use of, and upon lands 
owned by, the ooal company, for the purpose of securing their coal business. These 
tracks, all being in the nature of private-traffic tracks, cannot be legally opened to 
the public use, and for that reason this company joined the coal company in paying 
an employ^ to look after the loading, weighing and switching of cars in the coal 
business. This company's agent at Pittsburg is our authorized agent to attend to 
all the general business in that vicinity, and also to the general distribution of cars 
for the various coal and furnace side-tracks. Neither the Pittsburg agent nor Mr. 
Doubleday should have refused, as a matter of courtesy, to place a car for Mr. Ford 
without giving him an explanation; but it seems evident that Mr. Ford knew very 
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well the reason, and took pains to oonoeal it from the knowledge of the members of 
your Board who visited that place. 

This company proposes to invariably distribute its cars to and for the accommo- 
dation of its patrons in proportion to the shipments they make upon its line, and 
invariably do so where they have correct knowledge of the facts. The remarks of 
your Honorable Board in this direction foUy agree with the views of the writer, and 
with this company's regular practice. 

Since the Board have gone out of the usual way, and make reference to a law suit 
that this company had previous to the writer's administration, and to use that fact 
to in a measure censure the company, I feel constrained to call your attention to 
the facts, which I iind by reference to the records of the case as follows: A suit for 
some $600,000 damages was commenced against this company in the State of Kan- 
sas, and after several days' trial at Topeka, the jury disagreed — eleven being in favor 
of a verdict for this company, and one against; the court thereupon publicly de- 
manded that the jury And some kind of a verdict in the case, upon which the jury 
then rendered a verdict of f 1,000 against this company. If this verdict censures 
this company in any manner, then I am unable to understand the case. But I refer 
to it simply for the purpose of correcting any wrong impression in the minds of 
the members of the Board, in that we are violating the law and disregarding the in- 
terests of our patrons, or the principles of justice and equity to the public

Acknowledging the receipt of your favor of the 4th instant, having reference to the 
subject of complaint made to this Board by Messrs. Ford A Gordray of the refusal 
of your agent at Litchfield to furnish cars in which to load and transport their coal, 
we beg to call your attention to copy of letter from Mr. Ford, of the 7th inst., just 
received at this office. 

It appears from your statement of the situation with reference to side- tracks at 
and in the vicinity of Litchfield, along the line of your road, that your company has 
no side-tracks except those owned jointly by the Kansas A Texas Coal Company 
and the railroad company, and these are for the private use of, and upon lands 
.owned by, the coal company, for the purpose of securing their coal business. 

Your company being a common carrier, subject to the duties and liabilities at- 
taching to that character and vocation, it cannot escape the duty nor the penalties 
for its non- performance to not only, upon reasonable notice so to do, furnish suit- 
able cars to any and all persons who may apply therefor, for the transportation of 
any and all kinds of freight, but also to provide and keep suitable facilities for the 
receiving and handling of the same at any depot on the line of its road, etc. See 
section 9, Statutes of Kansas, on the subject, and cited in our last letter to you* 

If you have no side-track at Litchfield upon which cars can be stationed to be 
loaded and unloaded for the accommodation of any of your patrons except the 
Kansas A Texas Coal Company, it seems to us that the public have good reason 
to complain of the lack of necessary accommodation, and this Board of your failure 
to conform to and obey a statutory requirement of this State. 

We trust that yon will see the necessity of remedying this matter at once. 

You were mistaken in supposing that, in referring to former coal troubles in the 
vicinity of Pittsburg, we had in mind the law suit referred to in your letter. The 
Board had occasion to investigate these matters several years ago, when the parties 
involved in that suit had gone out of the coal business at Pittsburg. The Board ad- 
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dressed a letter to Capt. Rogers on the snbjeot in August, 1888, which yon will find 
reported in the First Annual Report of this Board. 

It 18 yery clear to ns, both from their own statements and the explanation given 
US in your letter, that Messrs. Ford k Gordray have jnst reason to complain of their 
treatment by your company, and we earnestly trnst that you will take prompt meas- 
ures to afford them their just and legal rights as shippers over your road, to the use 
of which they have an equal right with the Kansas ib Texas Goal Company.

Respondent's answer, through its Vice-President, Mr. John O'Day: 

St. Louis, Mo., November 12, 1887. 

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — Gbntl>- 
mkm: I have your letter of the 8th inst., a ddressed to H. L. Morrill, General Manager, 
and from a perusal of the same, I am forced to the conclusion that you misappre- 
hend the situation at Litohfieldk 

This company does not now and never has maintained a depot at Litchfield, nor 
is Litchfield a station on the line of this company's road, but is situated something 
more than three miles northeast thereof, Litchfield being connected therewith by a 
switch owned by this company. A.t the terminus of this main switch this company 
has a side-track fourteen hundred feet long, for use of the general public, and which 
affords ample facilities for all persons engaged in shipping coal where their banks 
or shafts are not reached by a private switch. 

The Kansas A Texas Coal Company, shipping a large amount of coal, has con- 
nected its various coal banks and shafts with the railway company's switch by 
lateral switches constructed on its own land, it furnishing the right-of-way and pay- 
ing one-half the expense of construction. 

The contention of Messrs. Ford A Oordray is that this company must receive 
their coal upon one of the switches owned by the Kansas A Texas Goal Company, 
f6r the reason that the switch is more convenient to their coal banks than the rail- 
road company's switch. The Kansas A Texas Coal Company refuses to allow its 
switches to be used for that purpose, and this company has no means, so far as I 
am aware, of coercing the Kansas A Texas Coal Company into a compliance with 
the demands of Messrs. Ford A Gordray. This company cannot consistently with 
duty to^itself, purchase the right-of-way and construct a switch from its side-track 
to Ford A Cordray's coal banks. It would not do so for the Kansas A Texas Coal 
Company, nor can it afford to do so for any other person. If Ford Jir Gordray will 
furnish for shipment something like the same quantity of coal that the Kansas A 
Texas Coal Company does, this company will construct a switch for their coal banks 
on the same terms and conditions that it constructed the switch for the Kansas A 
Texas Coal Company. 

The construction of a switch to a coal bank involves a considerable expenditure 
of money and is only of temporary duration, for the reason that when the coal bank 
is exhausted, there is no longer any business and the right-of-way is abandoned and 
the switch taken up. 

The case of Ford A Gordray can not be likened to the case where a railroad com- 
pany fails to furnish sufficient switch facilities at one of its stations to transact the 
ordinary business of the road. Litchfield is not a station of this company's road; 
but if it were, there are ample switch facilities there upon which to handle all coal 
offered for transportation. We cannot for a moment concede that this company 
is bound to construct a switch to Ford A Gordray 's coal banks; but, on the contrary, 
we insist that, having provided sufficient facilities, Ford A Gordray^ must load their 
coal on the railroad company's switch. 
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In this oonneotion I desire to refute the charge that this company or any of its 
officers are interested, directly or indirectly, in the Kansas & Texas Goal Company. 
This charge is becoming stale, and it is time it was silenced forever. If the gentle- 
men named in your letter, or any other person, has charged that this company has 
extended to the Kansas A, Texas Goal Company any facilities or privileges which 
it is now and ha^ not always been ready and willing to extend to them under like 
circumstances and conditions, we respectfully request that a time and place be fixed 
for a hearing of such complaint by your Honorable Board, and an opportunity 
given the railroad company to present its side of the case and offer its evidence. 

I inclose you herewith our time-card of the Joplin A. Qirard road, by which it 
will be seen that there is no such station as Litchfield upon the road.

The members of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of Kansas were at Pittsburg 
on the evening of the 14th inst., and at Litchfield on the morning of the 16th, to 
inquire into the situation there in respect to existing shipping facilities on your 
road, and with especial reference to matters which have been the subject of com- 
plaint by Messrs. Ford A Gordray. 

We regret that owing to some misunderstanding we failed to meet your Superin- 
tendent. We had an appointment at Fort Scott in the afternoon which required 
our presence at 1 o'clock, and we were in consequence unable to wait until Mr. 
Nichols arrived at Pittsburg. Tour agent at Pittsburg, however, kindly accompanied 
us to Litchfield and aided us to an understanding of the situation there. The facts 
are that all the side-tracks, spurs, etc., at and near Litchfield, accessible to the pub- 
lic, are claimed to be owned by the Kansas A Texas Goal Company. The only side- 
track pointed out to us as belonging to your company is one which is used as a 
weighing- track, and with which a spur of the coal company which runs up to, and 
around one side of the village of Litchfield, is continuous. There is no road lead- 
ing to any part of this side-track, and it is inaccessible to teams for the further 
reason that the ground along the side of it away from the main track has been torn 
up, apparently in stripping down to coal. 

This, we suppose, is the side-track fourteen hundred feet long, described in Vice- 
President 0*Day*H letter to the Board, of date November 12th last, in which he fur- 
ther states that this track is " for the use of the general public, and which affords 
ample facilities for all persons engaged in shipping coal where their banks or shafts 
are not reached by a private switch." 

It is quite impossible that Mr. O'Day could have seen the side-track in question, 
and he must have relied in describing the facilities afforded by this track to ship- 
pers, other than the Kansas A Texas Coal Company, upon the statements of some 
mischievous person whose reliance for facts is chiefly his own fertile imagination. 
Tour agent, Mr. Cole, informed us that the side-track I have referred to is the only 
one near Litchfield which the company owned, and this is absolutely inaccessible to 
all persons for shipping purposes except the Kansas A Texas Coal Company. It 
can only be approached over the track of the last-named company, which connects 
with it at its northern end. 

Those who desired to load onto your cars at Litchfield hay or other freight, ex- 
cept coal, have done so upon a track claimed by the Kansas 3o Texas Coal Com- 
pany, about half a mile northeast of the siding pointed out to us by your agent as 
your company's property, and this, as we learn from Mr. Dey, one of the parties 
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who has been engaged in shipping hay at that point, was done withont question as 
to the right of the public to the use of that traok, nntil your attention was called by 
us to the complaint of Messrs. Ford A Cor dray. Since then, Mr. Doubleday has 
informed Mr. Dey that he was permitted to load there only upon the sufferance of 
the Kansas A Texas Goal Company, and although he has a large amount of baled 
hay to ship he is now unable to command any facilities for shipping it. 

We doubt not you may have regarded some strictures upon the past conduct of 
your company in its relations with the coal business of southeastern Kansas, made 
by us in previous correspondence on this subject, as severe. If you knew the facts 
as we have learned them from the leading business men of Pittsburg, and from the 
parties immediately concerned, who are among the most responsible business men of 
that city, you would regard us as mild and forbearing. It is a matter of common 
remark among the business men of Pittsburg that no one can do a coal business 
over your road from that locality except the Kansas A Texas Coal Company, and 
this is founded upon the experience of several parties who have tried it and failed. 

Mr. Frank Playter, of Pittsburg, owned some years ago a large area of coal lands 
near that town. Upon the promise of your predecessor, Capt. Rogers, that he should 
have fair and equal treatment from tiie " Frisco *' Railroad, he established mines upon 
his lands, and was prepared to do a very considerable business. At this point the 
company refused him oars. It is an interesting story to hear him tell how he was 
deceived, bamboozled, and lied to by the officials of your company, until he finally 
reached the point of saying to the Rogers Coal Company, " These coal lands are 
worth nothing to me: what are you willing to pay me for them?*' 

Mr. James Patmor, a merchant of Pittsburg, had a similar experience, with like 
result. The Pittsburg Coal Company had to go out of business, we are advised, for 
the same reason. Mr. Playter still owns 400 acres of coal lands adjacent to Pitts- 
burg, but he informed us that he should never think of working or developing them 
so lODg as he had to depend upon the Frisco Railroad to get to a market. 

Any railroad company that can so far forget what is due from it to the public as 
to act in the manner described ought to be put out of existence with the least possi- 
ble delay and ceremony. 

For these acts of misconduct you are in nowise responsible as its manager, since 
they occurred before your official connection with the road. We relate them here 
partly in justification of previous remarks on the same subject, and partly to call 
your attention to the fact that this is a matter, as it respects Ford A Cordray and 
the public in the light of this past history, of grave and serious import. 

The Board is clearly of the opinion that proper and convenient side-track facili- 
ties should be provided by your company, for the use of the public, at Litchfield, 
and that this should be done without delay; and that Messrs. Ford A Cordray 
should be furnished with cars in which to load and ship their coal, and be accorded 
equal treatment with the rest of the company's patrons engaged in a similar busi- 
ness. Bt the Boabd.

To HonorcLble Railroad Commiasioners, Topeka, Kansas — Dea.b Sibs: I am in 
receipt of your favor of December 2l8t, regarding matters at Litchfield, Kansas. 

I greatly regret that you left that point before our General Superintendent 
arrived, but as you had advised me that you would be there on that day, I assumed, 
of course, that you would be there until noon; otherwise I should have had him go 
up the day previous and wait for you. I have given careful attention to the state- 
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mento of yonr letter and conolasions arrived at, and in oomplianoe with yoor reqneet 
will make arrangements with the Kansas & Texas Coal Company for the use of 
sufficient groond and track for all shipments from Litchfield coal mines. We cheer- 
fully do this to show yon that we are always ready to do anything that is proper and 
right for the convenience of the public I only hope that this will bring the result 
that your Honorable ^Board seem to expect, but unfortunately, I fear otherwise. I 
understand that the parties complaining in this matter have a few acres of land that 
has a light strip of bank coal, about two miles beyond the point known as Litch- 
field. If they can produce and load coal, hauling it two miles and competing with 
the market, I will be very glad to learn of the result, but upon investigation, I find 
that these people have no capital and are not able to deal in coal in the ordinary 
manner, shipping to foreign points and collecting for same, and, as a matter of 
fact, have been selling their coal to the coal company in consequence of their in- 
ability to do business upon their own responsibility. These facts clearly prove to 
my mind that any expenditure on the part of this company in providing these 
facilities for doing business will give this company no recompense. During X he 
fall and winter months they succeeded in producing a few car-loads of coal, which 
they were always unable to either load or unload promptly and in a reasonable 
length of time, and it always comes at a time when railroad companies have no sur- 
plus oars for business. 

In conclusion, I beg to assure your Honorable Board that if we oould have found 
any evidence of any considerable business to be offered us, by furnishing additional 
facilities at reasonable cost at Litchfield coal mines, we should have done so without 
a request from your Honorable Board. Yours truly,

H. L, Morrillf Second Vice-President and Cfeneral Mana{fer St. L. db S, F. BaUway, 
St. IjouiSf Missouri — Dbab Sib: Acknowledging the receipt of your esteemed favor 
of the 28d inst., relative to affording shipping" facilities additional to those existing 
at Litchfield, and especially such as were apparently necessary for the accommoda- 
tion of coal-mining interests at that point, we beg to express the feeling of satisfac- 
tion which the assurances you give create. 

We further beg to assure you that in our judgment there is more in this than yoa 
seem to appreciate at present. 

The relative demand and coal supply in Kansas, the present year, very forcibly 
demonstrates that the development of mining and the supply of fuel are not keeping 
pace with the growth of population in the Western country. There have existed, on 
this account, the gravest apprehensions in Kansas, which only the most extraordi- 
nary exertion on the part of those concerned with the supply and distribution of 
coal could serve to relieve. If any accident or misfortune would happen, which for 
a time should interrupt the steady supply, such is the meagernees of the amount on 
hand, or in store for future use, in the greater portion of the State, that a very con- 
siderable amount of suffering could not be averted. This being the case at the 
present time, with every reason to anticipate a large increase in the Staters popu- 
lation the coming year, the conditions are not likely to be much improved next 
winter. 

It should be the policy of the railroad companies who occupy the avenues of 
transportation in Kansas to encourage the development of mining wherever the 
same is practicable. To adopt any course that would tend to discourage this indus- 
try, in the face of such pressing demands, would become quite intolerable to the 
public. 
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Besides, Messrs. Ford ib Gorday, whose qaarter-seotion is, we are advised, under- 
laid with a good vein of ooal, there are other parties who own ooal lands in the 
▼ioinity of Pittsburg who are abundantly able to work them to advantage if they 
could be assured of convenient shipping facilities. 

Heretofore, such parties have been advised by business men of Pittsburg that it 
was unsafe to engage in coal mining along the line of your road, so long as they 
should be dependent on it to get their output to market. 

This advice has been based upon the disastrous experience, in this iield, of such 
men as Mr. Frank Piayter, Mr. Patmor, both responsible business men of Pittsburg, 
and the late Pittsburg Ooal Company. We might descend into particulars of the 
experience of these parties in the coal business, as gathered from themselves and 
others, and which served to leave a profound and lasting impression in that locality, 
but these matters occurred at a time when neither yourself, as the General Manager 
of the St. L. A^ S. F. Railroad, nor this Board could be chargeable with the responsi- 
bility for them. But we nevertheless feel that it is due to your company that such 
a feeling of insecurity should be removed; its continuance would be also a standing 
reproach to this Board.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas — 
OBNTXiXMXN: We, the undersigned petitioners and citizens of Eagle township, 
Sedgwick county, Kansas, respectfully represent to your honorable body that on the 
29th day of June, 1886, a petition was presented to the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of said county praying the said board to submit a proposition to the electors 
of said Eagle township to vote aid in the way of subscription of stock to the Kansas 
Midland Railway Company to the extent of fifteen thousand dollars, upon certain 
conditions, among which were the following: 

The said railroad company shall construct a railroad of standard guage (includ- 
ing all necessary side-tracks and switches) into and through said municipal town- 
ship, and have cars running thereon, etc., etc., with "a suitable depot for freight 
and passengers located within two miles of the geographical center of said township. 

Upon this proposition, the voters of said township subscribed $16,000 of stock 
in said The Kansas Midland Railway Company. 

Tour petitioners represent that the said company, pursuant to said agreement 
contained in said proposition, established a station at a point in said township 
named Bentley, but your petitioners say that the said company has never appointed 
an agent for said station, and when any of your petitioners ship from or receive a 
consignment of freight at said station they are compelled to go to the towns of 
Valley Center or Burrton, a great distance — to wit, ten miles — to get a bill and set- 
tle with the company for the same, thereby putting them to great inconvenience and 
trouble and in direct violation of the spirit of said agreement — to give to the in- 
habitants of said township good shipping facilities. Tour said petitioners further 
represent that said company has made no provisions whatever for loading cattle or 
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hogs; and that whenerer they desire to ship cattle or hogs on said road, they are 
compelled to drive them to one of the said towns of Valley Center or Bnrrton. 

Wherefore, your petitioners pray that the said The Kansas Midland Railway 
Company be required and compelled to appoint and keep an agent at the said sta- 
tion of Bentley for the accommodation of the people of said township, and that 
they be required to pnt in stock yards at said point, so that the citizens of said 
township can load their stock npon the cars of said company at said station of 
Bentley. 

And so yonr petitioners will ever pray.

DBOZSIOir. 

This is a petition by the citizens of Eagle township, in Sedgwick county, Kansas, 
to require the said railway company to maintain station facilities, and appoint an 
agent, at the station of Bentley, on the line of said railroad, in said township. The 
petition alleges that, as an inducement to the establishment of a station at said 
point, the said township voted aid towards the building of said road, upon condition 
that the company would build a standard-gauge road through said township, and es- 
tablish a siding and depot within two miles of the geographical center of the same; 
that the amount of aid proposed and voted was f 15,000 in 6-per-cent. thirty-year 
bonds of the township. The company, in the matter of compliance with said con- 
tract, has built a siding, and erected a depot, but has appointed no agent or telegraph 
operator. The answer to said petition, which was referred to said company, was as 

follows:

Sib: Tours of the 24th ult. received, and an answer delayed on account of my ab- 
sence. 

It seems to me that the only question that should be considered by the Board in 
this case is, whether the volume of business at Bentley is sufficient to justify the 
railway company in employing, and keeping there, a station agent. The business 
of the station would not pay the salary of an agent, and I do not think, in justice, 
your Honorable Board should require the railway company to maintain an agent 
at such station until such time as the business will justify it. When it does justify 
it, we will cheerfully do so. 

The question of whether municipal bonds were voted to the Kansas Midland 
Railway Company on condition that it should build a suitable depot for freight and 
passenger traffic within two miles of the geographical center of the township, should 
not influence you in, determining this case. Whether or not any such legal contracts 
exist must be determined between the township authorities and the railway com- 
pany alone by proper proceedings. 

In my opinion the only questions for your honorable Board to consider are: Are 
t he public necessities such as to require the employment of an agent at Bentley; and* 
secondly, is the volume of business at said station such as to justify the railway 
company in employing an agent? As I have before stated, there is no business at 
this station which will justify the employment of an agent; therefore I respectfully 
request that the petition of the citizens be rejected. Yours truly,

The Board find from the official records that the f 16,000 of bonds voted by said 
township were issued in pursuance of said vote to the Kansas Midland Railway Com- 
pany, now operated by the St. Louis A San Francisco Railway, upon the terms and 
conditions heretofore stated. In answer to the objections urged by Mr. Morrill, 
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namely, that the only qnestion in oonneotion with this petition which the Board 
should consider, is whether or not the maintenance of station facilities at Bentley 
is of public necessity, and that the question of contract between the township and 
railroad company, embraced in the bond proposition, should not be considered nor 
inflnenoe the judgment of the Board in respect to the duty of the company relative 
to the maintenance of such station facilities, we have to say, that the fifth section 
of the statutes concerning railroads and other common carriers defines the powers 
and duties of the Board in matters of this character. Among other things it pro- 
vides: "Whenever in the judgment of the Railroad Commissioners it shall appear 
that any railroad corporation or other transportation company fails, in any respect 
or particular, to comply with the terms of its charter or the laws of the State, or 
whenever in their judgment any repairs are necessary upon its road, or any addi- 
tion to its rolling stock, or any addition to or change of its stations or station 
houses, or any change in its ratee for transporting freight, or any change in the 
mode of operating its road and conducting its business, is reasonable and expe- 
dient^ in order to promote the security, convenience and accommodation of the pub- 
lic, said Oommissioners shall inform such corporation of the improvement and 
changes which they adjudge to be proper." 

We cannot yield to the claim made by Mr. Morrill, that oar judgment as to the 
security, convenience and accommodation of the public shell be measured by the 
public necessity alone, without taking into consideration the fact that the com- 
munity issued its bonds to this company for the purpose of obtaining these facil- 
ities. In this case the company objects to maintaining an agent there, on the ground 
that the business of the station would not pay the salary of an agent. And Mr. 
Morrill further says: '* I do not think, in justice, your Honorable Board should require 
the railway company to maintain an agent at such station imtil such time as the 
business will justify it.'* In reply to this objection the Board have to say, that the 
building of a depot and siding, without the furnishing of an agent, is not a com- 
pliance with the contract, in which station facilities were to be furnished. When 
these parties contracted in their bond proposition for siding and depot, the main- 
tenance of such depot, by keeping an agent there, was necessarily implied; and the 
issuing to that company of this f 15,000 of siz-per-oent. bonds was undoubtedly done 
for the very purpose of meeting the deficiency in business, of which Mr. Morrill 
complains. The interest upon the bonds which the company has received amounts 
to the sum of f 900 per year. This these persons are required to pay, and it would 
be more than sufficient to maintain an agent at the depot. Having accepted the 
consideration for the erection and maintenance of station facilities at this point, it 
is too late for the company to object that the maintenance of the station will be 
unprofitable. 

While the powers of the Board are defined in general terms by the statutes rela- 
tive to promoting the security and convenience of the public by requiring any change 
in the mode or manner of operating a railroad by its owner, or conducting its busi- 
ness, or changes in its station-houses, or the manner of doing business therein, we 
have no doubt but that the authority of the Board is as legitimately invoked in cases 
where the public security and convenience in respect to the operation of the road are 
founded upon contract, as it would be if founded upon pressing public necessity. It 
cannot make any difference in what manner the public would become entitled to this 
convenience — whether by agreement between a community and railroad, or by reason 
of a public duty, which was rendered imperative by reason of the existence of pub- 
lic business. 

We therefore decide, that the company is derelict in this duty toward the people

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of Bentle J, Eagle townBhip, in not appointing and maintaining an agent there; and 
we recommend that an agent be appointed and maintained at that station.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad CommiationerSj Topeka, Kansas — Qbmti<b- 
nv: I am in receipt, through our General Manager, of a copy of yoar opinion in 
the matter of the citizens of Eagle township, Sedg^ck oonnty r«. this Company, in 
which the township requests the appointment and retention of a station agent at 
Bentley; and in which opinion yoar Honorable Board decides that the township hav- 
ing Toted fifteen thousand dollars in bonds to aid in the construction of the Kansas 
Midland Bailway on condition that the Kansas Midland Railway Company maintain 
an agency at Bentley, the St. Louis A San Francisco Railway Company, operating 
the road, is bound to discharge and fulfill the personal obligations and liabilities of 
the Kansas Midland Railway Company thus assumed. 

Our General Manager has heretofore promptly complied with all orders or rulings 
of your Honorable Board, notwithstanding, in many instances, such rulings seemed 
to us unnecessarily to inyoWe the expenditure of oonpiderable sums of money. 

In the case under consideration, if the business of the station approximated the 
expense which would attend the maintenance of an agency at Bentley, our company 
would acquiesce in your ruling, but it cannot assume the performance of the per- 
sonal obligations or liabilities of the Kansas Midland Railway Company; and you 
base your decision entirely on the fact that the Kansas Midland Railway Company 
obligated itself to maintain an agency at Bentley, and conclude that therefore the 
Frisco must fulfill the terms of the contract, notwithstanding the public necessity 
and the business of the station do not require or warrant the employment of an 
agent. 

We sincerely hope you will not force an issue with this company on the question 
involved, assuring yon that whenever the business of the company or station war- 
rants the expenditure involved in maintaining an agency at Bentley, our company 
will comply with your recommendations.

John OP Day, Esq., Vice-President StL.S8. F. Rly., 8t Louis, Mo. — Deab Sib: Tour 
favor of the 18th inst., relative to the decision rendered by us upon the petition of 
the citizens of Eagle township, Sedgwick county, Kansas, in which this Board ex- 
presses its opinion that under the existing facts and circumstances of the case, it 
is the duty of your company to afford the people of that township the ordinary sta- 
tion facilities by appointing and keeping a station agent at Bentley, and transacting 
business at the depot erected there, is received. 

In rendering the decision referred to above, the Board did not deem it necessary 
to inquire whether or not the business which would be offered at Bentley station was 
likely to be sufficient to render the station self-sustaining. There was a right created 
by a contract, by which these facilities had been bought and paid for. 

You state, as an objection to our decision, that your company ** cannot assume 
the performance of the personal obligations or liabilities of the Kansas Midland 
Railway Company,^' and that our decision "was based entirely on the fact that 
the Kansas Midland Railway Company obligated itself to maintain an agency at 
Bentley." 
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In answer to this we beg to state, while we have no authoritative or definite infor- 
mation on the snbject, onr understanding is that the Kansas Midland Railway Com- 
pany built that railroad in the interest and for the nse of the St. Lonis & San 
Francisco Railway Company. If this is correct, then to all intents and purposes 
your company has had the benefit of the money value of the contract, and the obli- 
gation of performance on the other hand is yours. 

But assuming that the case is different, and that your company obtained the 
Kansas Midland Railway Company either by purchase or lease, in either case you 
took it with an obligation attaching to it, created by a contract which the law re- 
quired to be, abd which was in fact, a matter of public record. An obligation, too, 
in which the public is directly interested. Presumably, the $15,000 paid by the 
people of Eagle township in bonds upon the condition stipulated in the contract 
went into the construction of the road, and thus by so much diminished the cost of 
construction to the builders. It may further be reasonably presumed that since the 
road had, at the time you acquired it, no earnings to form the basis of an estimated 
purchasable value, if you bought it, you did so upon a basis of cost, and in this case 
yon indirectly obtained the value of the bonds. 

But even this is immateriaL Here is a contract of public record, the considera- 
tion paid on one side, and an obligation of perpetual performance on the other; a 
contract that runs with the road, and which a lease or purchase is as powerless to 
shufBe off or evade as would be a conveyance of land to annul a franchise or ease- 
ment created upon it by the vendor, before the conveyance. 

To deny the people facilities, which they have bought and paid for, is a gross in- 
justice, and cannot be tolerated. 

Noticing the last paragraph of your answer, in which you express the hope that 
we will not force an issue with your company on the question involved, we are led to 
believe that you have somewhat misapprehended our position. This Board can have 
no issue with your company upon this or any other question within the scope of its 
appointed powers and duties. In declaring in any case what duty a railroad com- 
pany, operating in this State, owes to the public, this Board exercises a power con- 
ferred upon it by the law of the State. The same law renders disobedience to such 
an order or decision an issue with the State of Kansas. Yours truly,

HOLTON, AT GRADE.

Newman Erbj Esq., General Manager Kansas City, Wyandotte db Northwestern 
Railroady Wyandotte, Kansas — Dbab Sib: On September 10th, 1887, your company 
made application to the Board of Hallway Commissioners of this State, by petition, 
for permission to cross the track of the Kansas Central Railroad, at a point de- 
scribed, being near the city of Holton, and at grade, and to determine the place, 
manner and terms upon which such crossing should be made and maintained. After 
due notice to both companies in interest, the Board, on September 20, 1887, pro- 
ceeded to examine the place of such proposed crossing and hear objections thereto, 
and upon the following day determined the various matters pertaining thereto. It 
demonstrated at the examination referred to that, under the conditions then 
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existing, a person standing at the nearest point to the crossing at which an engine 
is required to stop and signal the crossing, upon your road west of the point of 
intersection, conld not see an engine standing npon the track of the Kansas Central 
Road one hundred feet east of such intersection. That the line of vision between 
the two points was intercepted by an earth embankment beneath the bridge of the 
C. K. & N. Rly., which crosses at the point of intersection of the two roads named 
above. Therenpon the Board decided and held, as one of the terms, and conditions 
upon which the Kansas City, Wyandotte ib Northwestern Railroad should be permit- 
ted to cross at grade the track of the Kansas Central road at the point named, that 
said Kansas City, Wyandotte ib Northwestern Railroad Company should, when said 
road should be completed and before the same shall be regularly operated, enlarge 
the present opening under the tracks of the Chicago, Kansas & Nebraska Railway 
at the point of said crossing, so as to have a clear and unobstructed view from the 
engine of the Kansas Central road when standing one hundred feet, at least, east 
of the point of intersection of the two roads, to the engine of the Kansas City, 
Wyandotte & Northwestern Railroad, standing upon its track one hundred feet west 
of the point of said intersection. 

The last-named railroad has. long since been completed to and beyond the point 
of such intersection, and has for a number of months been regularly operated by 
both passenger and freight trains, but the condition above set forth has not been 
performed. Complaints have come to us from time to time of the dangerous con- 
ditions existing at this crossing by reason of your company's neglect to perform 
one of the plain conditions upon which the crossing was permitted. 

We recently visited and inspected the locality, and found the situation the same 
as it was at the time the condition named was fixed. It is one of constant danger 
to the lives of employ^ and the property of the railroad companies, and involves, 
as we view it, a disregard of the orders of this Board, and as well of the public safety. 
This is the more inexcusable, since the matter can be remedied with a small expendi- 
ture of money. 

We desire now to call your attention to the former order of this Board in the 
premises, and request that the condition recited above be performed without delay.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commisaionera, Topeka, Kansas — QsNTiiB- 
kkn: I have your favor of the 8d inst., in regard to the conditions imposed by your 
award relating to our crossing the Kansas Central Railway at Holton, Kansas, and 
calling attention to our apparent neglect to comply tlierewith. 

I had seen statements in the press reports from Topeka referring to the same 
subject, and the wide publicity given it did us quite an injustice. The facts are, that 
soon after your Honorable Board passed its decision in this matter, we addressed 
ourselves to the Vice-President and Chief Engifieer of the Chicago, Kansas A Ne- 
braska Railway, calling attention to your decision, and asking permission to 
enlarge the opening from the crossing, so as to enable us to comply therewith. A 
copy of this letter is herewith inclosed to you. Of course you appreciate the fact 
that we had no right to interfere with the track of the latter company without its 
permission, or at least first applying to its management therefore. I indose you 
also herewith the reply from Mr. Parker, dated November 5th last, in which he says 
he contemplates the construction of a new bridge for the crossing referred to, 86 
feet in length, instead of the one 77i feet. He said that he had not yet ordered the 
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bridge and might not do bo for several months, but would see to it that the length 
was increased as suggested by ns. 

Yon will observe that the fault, if any, lies with the O. K. & N. Rly., and not with 
OS. I am informed that Mr. Parker will, at an early date, order this bridge. We 
shall certainly do all we can to expedite it, and I beg to assure you that we desire 
to be in accord with your Honorable Board and to comply with all your proper 
orders relating to our property.

Newman Erb, Esq^ Vice-President and Oenerat Manager of K, C, W, <t N, W. Rly,, 
Kansas aty, Kas, — Dbab Sib: Your favor of the 7th inst., in response to ours of the 
8d inst., addressed to you relative to the condition of the crossing, at Holton, of 
your track over that of the Union Pacific, is received. Referring to that part of 
your letter in which the publicity given to the matter is remarked on, it is necessary 
to bear in mind that our acts are public acts, and that our proceedings, correspond- 
ence and orders are all public and go upon public records. From these, newspaper 
reporters glean whatever they think will interest the public. We do not select or 
give out matter to reporters, and we are not responsible for the fact of publication. 

If you will examine again the order this Board made, by which the conditions 
were fixed upon which your road might make the crossing at the point petitioned 
for, and which the grade of your road approaching the point of crossing had prac- 
tically determined, you will fail to find anything which can be construed to be a 
purpose or a consent on our part to defer widening the opening under the bridge of 
the O. K. t K. Railway where the same crosses the intersecting tracks, until a new 
iron structure should replace the present bridge. 

It is quite uncertain when this may be done. In the meantime the danger of 
collision is constant. 

The Union Pacific Company made quite strenuous objections to the crossing at 
the point where it was permitted, representing the danger to meeting trains by rea- 
son of the inability of engineers to see each other's engines from the stopping point 
of each respective track. This we believe could be remedied by removing a portion 
of an earth embankment on the north end of the G. E. t N. R. R. bridge, securing 
the remaining embankment with plank fastened to the supports of the bridge. 
This the order contemplated should have been done before your company com- 
menced to regularly operate trains over the road where this crossing exists. This 
work would not impair the strength or stability of the bridge, and its cost would be 
quite inconsiderable. 

The Board express the hope that this much will be done to diminish the danger 
at that crossing without further delay. Yours truly,

On September 25, 1888, the Board again called the attention of Mr. Erb to the 
fact that its recommendations with regard to the crossing at Holton had not been 
complied with. To this he responded as follows:

Mr, H. C, Rizer, Secretary Board of R, R. Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — Dbab 
Sib: I have your favor of the 25th inst., calling my attention, by direction of the 
Honorable Board of Railroad Gommissioners, to the orders heretofore passed by it, 
in regard to the enlargement of the opening in the G. E. A N. Railway at Holton. 

I beg to assure you that no disrespect whatever was intended by our apparent 
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failure to gvie these matters the attention which was required. The facts are, that 
we contemplated the extension of a track from near the crossing to some point 
near the public square at that place, so as to afFord the public increased facilities 
there. I have been absent from the city for over two months, on business connected 
with the company, and during my absence the engineers, wishing to consult with me 
in regard to the location, have delayed the work; but they will be through with their 
surreys within the next few days, and as soon as the location is made, we shall pro- 
ceed with the enlargement of the opening to accommodate the existing track and 
also the additional track which we expect to place there. 

Again assuring you of our intention to comply with the requests and recom- 
mendations of the Board, I beg to subscribe myself,

PBTITION. 

To the Honorable Board of Bailroad Commissioners of Kansas: We, the under- 
signed citizens and residents and tax-payers of the town of Quindaro, Wyandotte 
county, State of Kansas, do most respectfully petition your honorable Board for 
relief in the matter following, to wit: That the Kansas City, Wyandotte ^ North- 
western Railroad Oo. is a corporation organized under and doing business under 
the laws of the State of Kansas; that the said road passes through Quindaro town- 
ship, in Wyandotte county, State of Kansas; that the said railroad corporation has 
neglected and refused to provide the necessary accommodations along the line of 
its road, in that said railroad corporation has, from the commencement of the oper- 
ation of its said road, neglected and refused to provide suitable and necessary depot 
and switching facilities at the town of Quindaro, in Quindaro township, Wyandotte 
county, Kansas; and that the said corporation does absolutely refuse to provide for 
the accommodation herein complained of — all of which improvements are necessary 
for the use of the public at the said town of Quindaro — although the said railroad 
corporation has often and at divers times been requested to provide the necessary 
accommodations herein prayed for. 

And we, the undersigned citizens, do in connection herewith, make known to the 
Railroad Commission the following facts, to wit: That the people of Quindaro 
township did, at a special election held in said township, vote bonds in aid of said 
railroad corporation in the sum of thirty-three thousand dollars ($33,000). That 
one George T. Anthony, as President, and other officers of said corporation, did, 
prior to and at the time of said special election, for the purpose of inducing and 
influencing the citizens of said township to vote the aid herein mentioned, make the 
following promise, among numerous others, to wit: That provided the citizens of 
Quindaro township voted the desired aid to said corporation, that the said corpora- 
tion, through its officers, would construct, buUd, and maintain a depot at the town 
of Quindaro, said depot to be built within a reasonable time and suitable for the ac- 
commodations and convenience of the public, and also put in switching facilities. 

We, the undersigned citizens, make known to your honorable Board that the said 
corporation does, and has at all times refused and neglected to keep or fulfill any of 
the promises herein mentioned. And that we do most respectfully petition your 
honorable Board for relief in the matter herein contained. 
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And do and eTer will pray that your honorable body will compel and enforce said 
railroad corporation to immediately construct, bnild, and maintain in good order a 
depot at Qnindaro, at the point on Isaac P. Moore's farm where said railroad cor- 
poration now stops its trains to receive passengers, and to transact all other busi- 
ness pertaining to said corporation at this point; and that you further require said 
railroad corporation to place in a switch at the same place.

DBOIBION. 

This is a petition signed by numerous citizens, setting forth substantially that 
the respondent railway company, prior to the commencement of construction of its 
road, as an inducement to the people of Quindaro township, Wyandotte county, to 
vote certain bond aid to the railroad in question, represented and promised to the 
people that, in case of voting such aid, among other things a depot, ike., should be 
bunt and maintained at the town of Quindaro. That since the road had been built 
through Wyandotte county, the company had been requested to comply with its 
promise in this respect, but had failed and refused to do so, and that the same is 
necessary for the accommodation of the public at that point; and the petitioners 
ask this Board to make such order as will afford appropriate relief, and specifically 
to require the company to build a depot on land of Isaac P. Moore. 
. In response to the petition the company, by its Superintendent, states: that the 
point indicated is "2^ miles from Wyandotte station; that there is no town or set- 
tlement of any kind there, and no use for a depot and side-track; there never has 
been, and is no likelihood of any, freight business ever being done at that point; 
and that the receipts from passenger business for a year would not pay the salary 
of an agent for a month. 

It is further stated that the company has erected a covered platform at that 
point for the accommodation of such passengers as might wish to get on and off the 
trains. The point mentioned is on a maximum grade. That the present company 
know nothing about the alleged promise of a depot. Further, that the company is 
now preparing the ground for a side-track and depot building at Wellbour Station, 
about 4i miles from Wyandotte. 

The Board, on the 2d of February, 1888, met the parties at Wyandotte, and 
proceeded to an investigation of the case both by taking testimony and a personal 
inspection of localities. Several witnesses stated that at a meeting held at Quin- 
daro to consider the question of voting township aid to the amount of 1 88,000 to 
the road, at which ex-Gov. Anthony and Major Drought, both of whom were then 
connected with the company, were present, it was stated by the last-named gentle- 
man that if the aid asked for was voted and issued the railway company should build 
a depot at or near Quindaro. 

The bond proposition was carried and the bonds were issued according to its 
tenor and requirement. It was further stated by a number of witnesses, that but 
for the promise above stated the aid proposition would have been defeated. This 
alleged promise was not inserted in the proposition as one of its conditions, but 
subsequently, and on the 25th of January, 1886, a bond in the sum of fifteen thou- 
sand dollars was executed to the township of Quindaro by E. S. W. Drought as 
Chairman of the fSxecutive Committee of the company, and N. McAlpin, as Secre- 
tary, W. H. Ryus and D. R. Emmons, conditioned, among other things, that if said 
township should issue its bonds for a like amount of stock in the road as contem- 
plated in the vote, that the company upon receiving the same would place a station 
or siding at Quindaro. 

There has been submitted, as part of the evidence, a statement from ex-Governor 
George T. Anthony, together with a copy of some correspondence had between him 
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and Isaao P. Moore, of Qvindaro. The statement of OoTemor Anthony is based 
apon a statement made to him, to the effect that Mr. Moore had claimed, and now 
maintained, that a pledge had been made at the meeting alladed to, with GoTemor 
Anthony's knowledge and tacit consent, that a depot should be constructed and 
maintained on the land of Isaac P. Moore. This, Oovemor Anthony circamstan- 
tially denies, and this denial is unchallenged; bnt it fails to respond to the real 
evidence in the case. It is tme, that in a letter addressed to GoTemor Anthony, by 
Mr. Moore, on October 1, 1886, the latter speaks of locating the station at his place 
in Qnindaro, bnt he claims or asks this, not on the ground of a specific promise or 
pledge, but ^s being the most favorable or convenient place to plant a station for 
Qnindaro. We cannot find that it is anywhere asserted, or claimed, by the peti- 
tioners, that there was any pledge or promise to locate a station and bnild a depot 
on the land of Mr. Moore, bnt it is claimed that persons active in canvassing for 
public aid to this enterprise, and possessing more or less apparent authority to 
speak for the company, did promise, as an inducement to vote for the aid proposi- 
tion, that in case it carried, Quindaro should have a station on the line of the road. 
This claim has not been successfully controverted. 

We appreciate the force of the objections urged by the company to the request 
of the petition. The receipts at this station will necessarily be very light. There 
are not many people to ride between Quindaro and Wyandotte, and the distance to 
ride is short. Being, however, in the immediate suburbs of Kansas Oity, it is highly 
probable that within a brief period the hills about Quindaro wiU be covered with a 
much denser population. In such localities a considerable suburban population 
needs depots and stations nearer together than purely country districts, especially 
for the accommodation of passenger traffic The company has so far recognized 
the necessity for passenger accommodations at this point as to erect a covered 
platform, at which passenger trains make regular stops. This is no protection to 
persons who have to wait for trains in inclement weather. We sre clearly of opin- 
ion that good faith towards the citizens of Quindaro, who have extended their aid 
to the road upon the faith, as we believe, of certain promises in respect to accom- 
modations to be provided them, as well as their reasonable convenience, requires 
that a sufficient and comfortable station-house be erected and maintained by the 
company, either where the present platform now is, or some other equally convenient 
place to Quindaro. 

As at present advised, however, we do not think a side-track at this point neces- 
sary. The distance from Wyandotte is so short that there would be no use for a 
side-track at Quindaro. It costs considerably less to haul such short distances with 
team than by railroad. Moreover, the location indicated is unsuitable for side- 
tracks on account of grades, curves, and surface inequalities. These might be 
overcome by the expenditure of sufficient money, but until some business necessity, 
more urgent than exists at present, arises, it would be unreasonable, as we view it, 
to require such expenditure. Besides, the erection of a station-house without a side- 
track will comply with the condition of the bond which the citizens required to be 
given, viz., the building of a station or siding at Quindaro. In accordance with 
these views, the respondent company is requested to build within a reasonable time 
a station-house, convenient and suitable for the accommodation of passengers, and 
such traffic as may be done over its railroad at Quindaro, at or near the place where 
the covered platform now stands, or some other place equally convenient to that 
locality. By thx Boabd.

PETITION. 

To the Honorable Board of Bailrocid CommisHonera of the State of Kansas — Gen- 
TiiBMXN: The andersigned citizens and bnsiness men of the city of Leavenworth, 
Kansas, respectfully represent that the Leavenworth & Olathe Railroad, now merged 
into and consolidated with the Kansas Oity, Wyandotte k Northwestern Railway, is 
an important feeder and ontlet to the commerce and business of our oity and 
connty, and will become more so as it extends west and is continued south from 
Menager*s Junction, in Wyandotte county, Kansas, to Olathe, in Johnson county, 
Kansas. 

We therefore deem it of importance to call your attention to the necessity of a 
depot building and other business facilities at Menager*s Junction, on the line of 
the said Kansas Oity, Wyandotte k Northwestern Railroad, 12i miles south of the 
city, not alone to accommodate the immediate vicinity ix^ which the building is 
asked for, but to accommodate the business that is transferred from the K. 0. W. k 
N. W. R. R. to the Leavenworth & Olathe branch at this point. 

The business at this point is very considerable, and would be materially increased 
with proper accommodations at this station. All travel, freight and express matter 
is transferred, and the accommodations for the same are wholly inadequate upon 
the part of the company. We deem it but just, and in fact necessary, that better 
facilities, such as a suitable depot, be erected without further delay, with such side- 
tracks and cattle-chutes as will accommodate the business centering at this point 
for Leavenworth. Signed by Gbeat Wbstbbn Stove Oo. and 26 others. 

A petition to the same effect was received from the citizens of Tonganoxie and 
vicinity. 

DECISION. 

In this case, petitions were presented to the Board, signed by twenty-two citizens 
Of Tonganoxie and vicinity and by twenty-six citizens and business firms of Leaven- 
worth city. The Tonganoxie petition alleges that the township of Tonganoxie sub- 
scribed liberally to the Kansas Oity, Wyandotte & Northwestern Railway, under the 
promise that the same would be made first class in all of its appointments; that 
their business takes them frequently to Leavenworth city, their county seat; that 
in going thither and returning they necessarily stop and change cars at Menager*s 
Junction, which it is further alleged is a station established by said railroad company, 
and that at this point the Leavenworth & Olathe Railroad (now consolidated with 
the K. O. W. & N. W. R. R.) connects, and when continued south, will cross the first- 
named railroad, and that such junction is now formed by means of a "Y." It is 
further stated that the conveniences at present existing there are meager and inade- 
quate, and requesting that the company be required to ereet a suitable, permanent 
depot building, and other station facilities at this point. 

The Leavenworth petition represents ** that the Leavenworth t Olathe Railroad, 
now merged into and consolidated with the Kansas Oity, Wyandotte k Northwestern 
Railway, is an important feeder and outlet to the commerce and business of our city 
and county, and will become more so as it extends west and is continued south from 
Menager's Junction to Olathe.'* 

It was therefore deemed by the petitioners necessary that a depot should be 
built at Menager's Junction, and other business facilities, not alone to accommodate 
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the immediate vioinity in which the building is asked for, bnt the bosiness, as well, 
that is transferred from the Kansas City, Wyandotte k Northwestern B. R. to the 
Leavenworth & Olathe branch at this point. 

In its answer to these petitions, the company, in substance, says: That Menager^s 
Junction is in the midst of a large prairie, with not a habitation, house, or pretense 
of any business of any character; there is no public highway that reaches the rail- 
road at that point; the company owns no land there except its right-of-way, a 
part of which is in dispute with the owner of the land through which it runs, nor 
can it procure suitable grounds there for depot and side-tracks without submit- 
ting to extortionate demands, and concessions to the owner of the land disadvan- 
tageous to the company. Further, that the company has already located stations in 
the vicinity — one within a mile east, and another within three miles west of this 
junction — at convenient places on public highways where the public have convenient 
access. It is further stated that there is no necessity for a station at Menager's 
Junction, and that this is an attempt of the proprietor of the land to compel the 
railway company to become the pioneers in starting a town upon it; that there is no 
likelihood of being any. It is further stated that the company has not the remotest 
idea of constructing a railroad from Menager^s Junction to Olathe; that there is no 
transfer of freight and* passengers between Kansas City and Leavenworth; and that 
all the transfers from the main line west, to the Leavenworth branch at Menager^s 
Junction, will and always must be insignificant, and is now well accommodated. 

The Board, after a full investigation, found the facts to be substantially as fol- 
lows : The original project undertaken by the respondent company, consisted in 
building a line of railroad west or northwest from Wyandotte. The line as at first 
located, ran about three miles SQuth of the line upon which the road is built. Mr. 
Menager, the owner of the land at Menager^s Junction, was quite active in securing 
a change in the line, and as an inducement offered the right-of-way through his land 
for that road. Subsequently the company conceived the project of building a rail- 
road from Leavenworth south to Cedar Junction, and by purchase and repair of that 
portion of the old Pleasant Hill road between Cedar Junction and Olathe, connect 
Leavenworth with the Southern Kansas system of roads. The portion of this last 
road was built which runs from Leavenworth south to an intersection or connection 
with the main line, running northwest from Wyandotte, a distance of 12i miles. 
The owners of the road between Cedar Junction and Olathe, whose operation has 
been abandoned for several years, it is said, were anxious to give it away before 
there was a purchaser, but put their terms beyond the reach of this company when 
it proposed to buy. In consequence, this scheme, we regret to say, fell through. 
This line from Leavenworth, in connection with the main line of the K. C. W. k 
N. W., is now used as a rapid transit or ** dummy line" between Leavenworth and 
Wyandotte and Kansas City. The connection is without a break between these 
cities, and no transfers are made, or required to be made, in the operation of this 
line. Passengers or freights coming from or going to the main line west, to and 
from Leavenworth, would need to be transferred at or near the point of junction. 

It appears that when it was contemplated to build the line from Leavenworth 
south, a depot at or near the junction, or intersection of the two roads, was also ex- 
pected to be built. The company for this purpose entered into negotiations with 
Mr. Menager, upon whose land the junction was formed, for land sufficient for the 
junction, depot, and station purposes. These negotiations were, judging from the 
correspondence that passed between the parties, prolonged and tedious, and until 
finally the company invited Mr. Menager to write a contract embodying all he 
wanted as a consideration for the land for the purposes above specified. This he 
did, and the company by its proper officers and under its corporate seal executed the 
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contract in dne form, when Mr. Menager declined to reoeiye the contract and to ex- 
eonte his part of it nnlees the execution was acknowledged by the officers of the 
company. This was not deemed necessary, and the company, not willing to delay 
the erection of a depot bnilding in that locality longer, proceeded to procure sait- 
able grounds for that purpose about one mile east of Menager^s Junction, and has 
since built a commodious depot there. 

It is not necessary that we should decide the merits of any controversy between 
the company and Mr. Menager. Doubtless he in good faith required what he 
deemed necessary for his own protection. The company believed his objection to 
the contract, as executed, to be untenable and captious. The matter had reached a 
point where the company declined to go further in humoring distrustfulness of its 
purposes. 

There being no agreement between these parties, or others, by the terms of which 
the company became obligated to put a depot 'and station on Mr. Menager's land, 
there remains solely the question whether, under existing conditions and circum- 
stances, the station conveniences already provided are reasonably sufficient. And 
we certainly think they are. Why passengers for Leavenworth, from Tonganoxie 
and other points west, cannot be transferred from trains on the main line to trains 
on the Leavenworth branch as well one mile east of Menager^s Junction as at the 
exact point of junction, has never been revealed, and we are unable to imagine. 
Besides, it will cost the passenger no more. Parcels, freight and express from and 
to Leavenworth, to and from points west, can be handled by the company quite as 
well, and with as ready dispatch and as cheaply, there as at the exact point where 
the " Y " is built. Gar-load freight can be transferred over the ** Y " whether a depot 
be built at Menager*s Junction or not. 

The petition signed by Leavenworth business men is evidently predicated upon 
the railroad being continued south from Menager*s Junction to Ola the. We can 
conceive that if this project was carried out, additional necessities might arise as 
contemplated in that petition. But that part of the road is not built, and the com- 
pany says it has no notion of building it; but whether it will be built or not, it is 
sufficient if existing necessities are provided for; we are not authorized to anticipate 
uncertain contingencies. 

Under the circumstances and facts as they appear to us, we cannot conceive that 
such an order as the petitions request could be justified. It would result in placing 
two depots within about a mile apart where only one is needed, and where the busi- 
ness is barely sufficient to support one. It would be adding to the expenses of a 
new road whose daily expenses are yet greater than its earnings, without conferring 
on the public any appreciable benefit. We have been unable to learn that any pub- 
lic interests have suffered in consequence of present arrangements there, and until 
such further developments take place as are contemplated in the Leavenworth peti- 
tion, they are not likely to. Entertaining these views, the Board feels constrained 
to decline granting the request of the petitions.

Manhattan, Kansas, May 24, 1888. 
To the Honorable Board of BailrocLd CammiBtionerat Topekti, Kantiu — Gsntlbicbn: 
I address yon in behalf of John Honston and myself, in regard to the oattle-gnards 
on the Chicago, Kansas A Nebraska Railway. It is now nearly one year since they 
took away oar line of fences and commenced building their road, and all this time 
oar farms have been thrown open and cattle going about where they pleased. I ran 
after my neighbors' cattle all winter to prevent them from destroying my hay and 
grain and a yonng orchard, and when the frost came oat, so that I could set posts, 
I put up the line fences and tacked the wire to the end of the ties in such a way that 
it did not interfere with the running of trains in the least; but they soon took it all 
away — their full 100 feet — and it is about the same with Mr. Houston; and we now 
ask for cattle-guards, where they enter and leave our farms. They have fenced one 
side of the track this spring, and it is possible they will fence the other side at some 
future time. But that will not help us any, for we have to drive the stock across the 
track, and if the horses and colts get to running inside the fences, there is no stop- 
ping-place unless the cattle-guards are in, and it is dangerous for the company as 
well as us, and the same complaint is applicable to nearly every farm between Zean- 
dale and Manhattan. Whenever we have said anything about cattle-guards to any 
of the employ^ of the road, the answer has always been, ** Oh, they are not going 
to put in cattle-guards — they are going to fence." We therefore ask for such action 
on your part as you may deem just and right.

BBSPONDNNT*B AN8WBB TO OOMPIiAZNT. 

ToPEKA, Kansas, June 4, 1888. 

H, C. Rizer, Esq., Secretary Board of Bailroad Commissioners, Topeha, Kansas — 
Dbab Bib: Replying to yours of May 26, inclosing copy of complaint made to your 
Board by E. St. John and John Houston, with regard to the failure of this company 
to put in cattle-guards on the boundary lines of farms owned by these gentlemen, 
presumably between Zeandale and Manhattan: Between these two places our track 
is parallel with and 100 feet distant from that of the Manhattan, Alma A Burlingame 
road, operated by the Santa F^ company. It is true, we have fenced one side of our 
track, this with the expectation, in fact a verbal agreement with the Santa F4 peo- 
ple, that they would fence the opposite side of their own track, and thus inclose the 
two roads. The Santa F^ fence not yet being in place, gives just grounds, in part, 
for the complaint made. I will take this matter up with the Santa F^ people im- 
mediately, and in the meantime will arrange to have the indosure of the parties 
complaining made good. 

It is evident, from the complaint of Messrs. St. John -and Houston, that they de- 
sire cattle-guards at their private or farm-crossings, which will prevent cattle from 
running up and down track when being driven from one side to the other through 
gates which are provided. This putting in cattle-guards at farm-crossings is some- 
thing we have never yet done, and so far as my knowledge extends, is not being done 
by any other company in the State. Yours truly,

H. A, Parker^ Esq.^ Cfeneral Manager C. K, db N, Railway ^ Topeka, Kansas — Dbab 
Sib: Replying to yoar favor of the 4th instant in regard to complaint of Messrs. 
£. St. John and John Houston, Manhattan, Kansas, that yonr company has failed to 
provide cattle-guards on their premises, the Board is of the opinion that you have 
somewhat misapprehended the nature of the complaint. It is true that a railroad 
company is not compelled to build cattle-guards at private farm - crossings, and 
while this matter is broached in the complaint, the principal cause of complaint 
appears to us to be that at the exterior lines of the indosures, where the railway 
enters and where it leaves their fenced lands, the company has not supplied these 
guards. 

Its duty to do so is, we think, clearly stated in the law: ^* Where any railroad runs 
through any improved or fenced land, said railroad company shall make proper 
cattle-guards on such railroad where they enter and where they leave such improved 
or fenced land." ( Sec. 87, chap. 84, Statutes of Kansas.) 

In the case of Squire vs. Central Branch, page 202, First Report of Railroad 
Commissioners of Kansas, this Board held that cattle-guards were not to be con- 
structed at exterior lines of the premises unless fences existed on such lines, but 
that the law required their construction at the exterior lines of the indosure 
whether these were the boundary lines of the premises or not. The decision further 
says: **But we do not understand that if fences existed on the outer boundary lines 
of a man*B land, and cattle-guards are made there, that the railroad company is 
required to build guards upon the lines of inner or subdivision fences, where the 
railroad crosses them." 

If the complaint states that fact correctly, the company has failed to furnish the 
required cattle-guards at the exterior lines of complainants* indosures, and we trust 
these improvements will be provided without delay. Yours truly,

COMPIiAINT. 

' AiKBN, Kansas, August 24, 1888. 

Board of Railroad Cfommissioners, Topeha, Kansas — Gentlbmbn: We shipped a car- 
load of mixed live stock from this point to Kansas City, over the Chicago, Kansas 
& Nebraska Railway, August 2l8t, consisting of 29 light cattle and 82 light hogs, sup- 
posing of course that it made no difference what we loaded with ( in live stock ) so long 
as we kept within the 40,000 pounds capacity, but upon settlement we found that we 
were charged an excess of $14 above regular rates, t. e., $85, making a total charge 
of $49 per car. Now we claim that as a matter of fact it's none of their infernal 
business what we load a car with, so long as we keep within live stock, and not run 
anything else in. According to our contract with the railroad we must assume all 
risk, anyway they do not hold themselves liable for anything, and by the same right 
we claim the privilege to load with live stock to our best advantage, whether it's 
hogs, cattle, or sheep, one at a time or all three together. Upon inquiry we find 
that there are eight railroads running into Kansas City, who have pooled and have 
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formed an agreement, to the effect that '^ such mixed car-loads will be charged for at 
actual weight, based on minimum of 20,000 ponnds to the oar, all excess over that 
weight to be charged for at proportionate rate per 100 pounds.'^ 

We intend to send in a claim for the excess, hoping that something can be done to 
regulate this matter. We are yours truly, Baib Jb McFall, Superior, Kansas. 

DECISION. 

The parties complaining in this case allege, as a cause of complaint, that August 
2l8t, 1888, they shipped a car-load of mixed live stock from Aiken, consisting of 
cattle and hogs; that they were charged $49 freight from there to Kansas City upon 
the mixed car-load, the regular rates upon a car-load of cattle alone, or hogs alone, 
being $35. It is claimed that the excess over $85 is illegal and an overcharge. 

In its response to this complaint, the company states the following facts: **The 
oar-load of cattle referred to was loaded at Medora, and was, no doubt, as claimed 
by the agent, a full car-load of cattle. It seems, however, to have been stopped at 
Aiken, and a certain number of hogs were losded in the same car. There should 
have been a charge put on the way-bill for stopping this car to finish loading, 
as per instructions contained in circular No. 58, attached hereto, and this, no doubt, 
would have been done had the agent at Medora known that the car was to be stopped 
for that purpose. When the car arrived at Kansas City, it proving to be a car-load 
of mixed stock, it was weighed under instructions of joint circular No. 7, also hereto 
attached, and charged at proportionate rate. A car-load of cattle of 20,000 pounds 
being charged, as per tariff, at $85, a car-load of mixed stock, weighing 28,000 
pounds, should be charged $49, which is 17i cents a pound in both cases.*' 

Circular No. 58, referred to above, permits the stopping of cars in transit to 
finish loading, among other classes of freight, live stock, at a charge in addition to 
freight of $5 per car. 

Joint circular No. 7, referred to above, is dated June 1, 1888, and reads: *'For 
the purpose of uniformity in rules governing the carrying of live stock in mixed 
car-loads, it is hereby agreed by all the lines signing this agreement, that, effective 
Jxme 10, 1888, the following rules will govern shipments of live stock in mixed car- 
loads: 

** Such mixed car-loads will be charged for at actual weight, based on a minimum 
of 20,000 ponnds to the car, all excess over that weight to be charged for at propor- 
tionate rate per 100 pounds. ^ 

" Weights to be furnished by stock-yard companies when reliable weights can be 
secured, otherwise track scale weights will be used.'' 

The amount of freight charge in this case was computed in accordance with the 
rule stated in the joint circular above quoted. The question arises whether such a 
rule is consistent with existing statutes upon the same subject. 

The act relating to the shipment of live stock and grain, passed by the Legisla- 
ture of Kansas, and approved March 8, 1887, provides: 

"Section 2. Whenever any shipper shall order one or more cars from any railroad company for 
the purposes of transportation of stock and grain, he shall have the right and privilege to pat in said 
car two or more species of live stock or diflfbrent kinds of grain ; and no railroad company or railroad 
agent shall charge for any car in which is shipped two or more species of live stock any greater prices 
than are charged when only one species of said live stock is shipped therein, nor shall said railroial 
agent or railroad company charge any greater sum when two or more kinds of grain are shipped in 
any car than is charged when only one kind of grain which is in said car is shipped ; provided^ that 
said different species of stock or kinds of grain which are placed in said car or cars do not exceed the 
maximum limit of pounds allowed by law and by the railroad company when only one species of live 
stock or one kind of grain is shipped in said car or cars ; provided further, that when more than one 
kind of stock or grain shall be shipped in the same car, the highest rate may be the rate of ft^ight to 
be charged." 
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It will be perceiyed that under this section the Legislature sought to confer upon 
shippers of liye stock and grain certain advantages which before did not exist. 
These were: 

First, The right to load into the same car, for transportation over any railroad 
within the State, two or more species of liye stock, or different kinds of grain; and, 

Seeondf That for a car in which two or more species of live stock may be shipped, 
no greater price shall be charged than though but one species was shipped therein; 
and as to grain, a car containing different kinds shall be shipped upon the same 
terms as a car of one kind of grain only. These rights or privileges are subject to 
the limitations contained in the two provisions cited above, the first of which is a 
limitation as to the weight which a shipper may load upon one car, either of live 
stock or grain, viz., the maximum limit of pounds allowed by law and by the railroad 
company, for one species of stock or one kind of grain; and further, where the dif- 
ferent species of live stock or kinds of grain bear a different rate, the higher rate 
shall be charged upon the whole. 

The maximum limit of weight which it is permissible to load on a car is the reg- 
istered capacity of the oar, whether it be 20,000, 80,000, or 40,000 pounds. Ordinarily 
the minimum oar-load weight is 20,000 pounds. There is no law or rule of a railroad 
company which forbids the loading of one species of live stock in oars up to the 
limit of its registered capacity. Up to this limit the shipper has the privilege of 
loading with two or more species; and for the car in which two or more species of 
live stock are shipped, no greater price can be charged the shipper than could be 
charged if the car was loaded w^h one species only, notwithstanding the car con- 
taining the two species may greatly outweigh the car containing but one. That this 
is the purpose and requirement of the law, will be evident from one or two consid- 
erations. 

Under the rules governing live-stock freight schedules at the time this law was 
enacted, the rate or price of freight was not computed upon the weight of the stock 
which the car contained, but upon the length or space capacity of the car. The same 
car loaded with cattle or hogs might weigh 20,000 or 80,000 pounds, depending upon 
the number and weight of the cattle loaded into the car, but in either case the price 
charged for the car was the same between the same points of shipment. The stat- 
ute recognizes this rule of taxing a price upon the car-load and not a rate upon the 
weight of the cargo, and it says that the same rule shall obtain upon mixed car-loads 
of live stock, subject only to the limitations heretofore noted. Joint circular No. 
7, in oar judgment clearly contravenes this section of the statute of this State. The 
circular says: "Such mixed car-loads will be charged for at actual weight, based on 
minimnm of 20,000 pounds to the car; all excess over that weight to be charged for 
at proportionate rate per 100 pounds." The laws say that the price charged per 
car of mixed live stock, irrespective of weight, except that the car shall not be 
loaded beyond the maximum limit, shall be the same as it would be if loaded with 
one species only. The circular says to the shipper, you may ship mixed car-loads 
of live stock at the same price as is charged for a car-load of one species only, but 
if your mixed car-load weighs more than the minimum car-load of 20,000 pounds 
fixed by us you shall be charged, on the excess a rate per hundred pounds. This 
statute certainly contains no warrant whatever for such a rule, but on the other 
hand, it violates its provisions. If the word ** minimum," employed in the circular 
to designate a car-load, had been found in the second section of the statute referred 
to, where the word maximum occurs, the circular would have been consistent with 
its provisions. 

As already intimated, we regard the rule laid down in the circular as untenable, 
and the charge of a rate per 100 pounds upon the excess of weight in a mixed car- 
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load of live stock as nnaathorized and illegal. We therefore find and decide that the 
excess of freight Charge in this case oyer $85 is illegal and an overcharge, and should 
be refunded to the shipper, less five dollars charged for stopping to finish loading 
in transit. This charge of five dollars for stopping in transit to give the shipper 
the privilege of fnll loading is universally recognized as proper, and is but a fair 
compensation for the extra expense incurred by the company.

Messrs. Mala <t Arpin, Clyde, Kar^sas — Qbmtlbmbn: Your petition addressed to 
the Board, for permission to condemn a right-of-way for a spur and switch to be 
built, connecting your elevator with the track of the Chicago, Kansas ib Nebraska 
Railway, and to cross the main line of the Junction City A Fort Kearney Railway 
at Clyde, has been duly considered by the Board. We beg to advise you that it is 
not considered safe or advisable to permit a condemnation of right-of-way for a 
private spur or track which, if constructed, would cross the main line of another 
railroad. If this were permitted in this instance, it would require the company 
whose track would be crossed to make, with the stops it is now required to make, 
three full stops with all its trains within the distance of a mile. This would impede 
the operation of that road and the business and travel over it, and would be unfair 
to that company and all that portion of the public who do business or travel over 
that road. Such a crossing could only be justified where it is required by a railroad 
which would serve the public equally with the railroad whose track is crossed. 

Besides this, if we understand the situation there, the spur or track you wish to 
build would cross the Junction City So Fort Kearney Railway within the yard limits 
of the latter road. This the statute prohibits being permitted to be done even in 
the case of railroad companies requiring to cross the track of another road, unless 
such crossing is absolutely necessary. It would be clearly inadmissible in the case 
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of a spur for private Dse. We may add that, since it is quite probable that the two 
railways named will be nltimately connected at Clyde, snch a spnr as the one peti- 
tioned for wonld be needless.

business of our community requires.

DBOI8ION. 

This is the case of a complaint of one W. G. Caples, of Tyrone, under date of 
July 29, 1888, against the respondent company for failure to build a depot, establish 
station facilities and operate trains at Tyrone, on the line of respondent's road. 
The complainant states that there are several car-loads of bufifalo bones awaiting 
shipment, and any quantity could be shipped if the proper facilities were afforded. 

The complaint was referred to the proper officer of respondent company, and 
on the 10th of August the following answer was received from President Low: 

The Chicago, Kansas A Nebraska Railway Company, replying to the complaint 
of W. G. Caples and others, respecting the location of a station at Tyrone, respect- 
fully represents: 

This company is not operating its line west of Liberal, except for the purpose of 
receiving cattle in the Public Land Strip, and no regular trains are run south of 
Liberal. Liberal is the end of a division extending from Pratt, a distance of one 
hundred and thirty-six miles. From Liberal to Tyrone, the distance is between 
four and Ave miles. It would make the division too long to run trains from Pratt 
to the State Line and back to Liberal, and it would be manifestly expensive to 
operate trains on a division only five miles long. The road was extended south 
from Liberal into the Public Land Strip solely for the purpose of enabling the 
company to transport Texas cattle, which coald not be driven into the State of 
Kansas. To compel the company to operate its line to Tyrone would subject it to 
large expense without corresponding benefits to the public.

On the 28d of Angnst a petition of W. H. Day and £5 others was reoeiTed at this 
oAee in regard to the matter, which petition recites snbstantiallj the following: 
That Tjrone is located immediatelj on the State line, at the terminus of the rail- 
road, and five and one-half miles from Liberal; that the town eonsists of one hundred 
people, engaged in the usual business vocations of similar communities in the State, 
and is the natural supply point for the neighboring settlements in Kansas, and also 
for the settlers in the Neutral Strip. It is further alleged that a range of sand- 
hills exists between Tyrone and Liberal, making it difficult and expensiTS to haul 
goods in wagons between the points, and that the company in failing to supply 
, station facilities to Tyrone and operate its line to that point, is greatly retarding 
the growth of the town and prejudicing its business interests. 

On the 9th instant, the Board made an examination of the situation on the 
g^und, and learned the following facts, tie.: Tyrone is a hamlet of wooden struct- 
ures of the most temporary character, containing perhaps fifty inhabitants, situated 
immediately on the State line, in Seward county, and is engaged in trade with the 
sparsely'Settled country surrounding it. This is on the remote frontier of the State, 
where settlements have but very recently been attempted, and the volume of business 
is necessarily meager. There are seyeral towns competing for this trade, least im- 
portant of which is Tyrone, and of course its share is inconsiderable. The citiaens 
are quite sanguine of the future of their town, however, and represented to us their 
advantages in glowing terms. 

The sand-hills referred to did not impress us as serious obstacles to wagons 
traveling, and we saw several loaded teams passing over the road between Liberal 
and Tyrone. 

The respondent company has been making large expenditures on account of con- 
struction in this State, having extended its lines more than one thousand miles 
within the last two years. Very little of this mileage is as yet earning a profit upon 
the investment, while the greater portion is not paying operating expenses. It is 
important to the welfare of the State that a company operating a road under such 
circumstances should be treated with a spirit of fairness and friendly consideration. 
In this case the company has incurred no obligation to build and maintain a depot 
at Tyrone, and there appearing to us no necessity for the more frequent operation 
of trains over that part of the line south of Liberal than at present, and such as is 
demanded for the shipment of cattle, we do not see our way dear to require the 
company to incur the expense necessary in order to comply with the prayer of the 
petition.

Railroad Commissioners, Topska, Kansas — ObmtijXMXn: The K. C. F. S. A, G. 
R. B. Co. has jnst taken a oonrse of action that is doing me a good deal of harm. 

On May 16th, 1887, they, in connection with the Southern Kansas Railroad, issued 
a joint tariff No. 108. This was to apply on coal shipped from mines on Golf road 
to points on 8onthem Kansas Railroad. They say nothing abont kinds of oars or 
do not limit it in any way. 

I worked up a good trade in coal at Southern Kansas points, and now, without 
giving us a day^s warning, they have issued an order not to let their oars go to 
Southern Kansas points, that is Gulf cars, telling us we must use Southern Kansas 
oars, but this they will not do. Is this action legal? Can they annul a freight rate 
at a moment's notice by limiting shipments to a certain kind of car and then re- 
fusing to give that oar? There are several small operators in this coal field in the 
same fix we are in. Having worked up a good trade on the Southern Kansas, we are 
out off from it at a moment's notice, compelling us to submit to delay and loss 
while hunting up new customers. Also compelling our customers to buy of certain 
large operators who own mines on the Southern Kansas Railroad. , 

Please let me know by return mail if the action is legal. Even if it is legal 
there is no doubt about its being a great injustice.

Dbab Sib: I am in receipt of yoar favor of the 12th inst., inclosing copy of order 
issued to agents, directing them, " until further notice not to load any of our coal 
cars with coal for points on the Southern Kansas road,** and asking whether this 
order is issued by the authority of the management of the road. 

In reply I will say that the order was authorized by the management, and for the 
reason which I think your Board will consider as fully justifying it. While we do 
not consider that we are legally obliged to furnish oars to anyone to be taken be- 
yond our line, yet we have always furnished to our shippers as many of our own 
cars for transporting freight to points beyond our line as we could spare for that 
purpose. We are also always glad to haul cars belonging to other companies when 
furnished. 

Sometimes', however, connecting companies do not furnish their fair proportion 
of cars for shipments from points on our line to theirs, and sometimes they un- 
reasonably detain our cars for such a length of time as to seriously embarrass ub. 
In such cases we are obliged, in justice to other business, to refuse to load our cars 
for points upon the line of the road so refusing to furnish cars, or unreasonably 
detaining ours. This is precisely the case with the Southern Kansas Company. I 
inclose y.ou a letter from our Superintendent upon the question of detention of our 
cars by that company. 

If that company will furnish their proper proportion of cars to be loaded at 
points on our line for shipment to points on theirs, and will return in a reasonable 
time cars similarly furnished by us, we will be better able to accommodate the ship^ 
pers on our line to points on theirs. 

In the order complained of there was no intention of discrimination, nor was 
there any discrimination, between our shippers, nor of refusing to one what we 
would furnish to another, bat simply a means of protecting ourselves and the busi- 
ness arising on our line and destined for points other than on the Southern Kansas 
line.

LETTEB OF BUPEBIMTENDBNT.

Geo. H. Nettleton, Esq., General Manager, City — Dbab Sib: On October 25th and 
December 1st I issued an order preventing the shipment of coal from our mines to 
points on Southern Kansas line until the Southern Kansas road returned some of 
our cars. Our records show that on November 25 they had 100 of our cars, some of 
which were delivered them September 13th and 14th. The average number of days 
of 87 of these cars on their line, at date of order stopping shipment, was 10 days 
each. On December 1st the Southern Kansas had 117 of our cars. The average 
number of days of 105 of the cars on their line was 10 days. Twenty-five of the oars 
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charged to their line were not taken into aooount in figuring the average number of 
days absent, from the fact that they were not due for return. Taking into aooonnt 
the number of oars delivered their line at Girard, I think it would be safe to place 
our gross coal receipts on all coal delivered them at $9 per car, which wbuld place 
gross earnings of all oars of coal delivered them at 90 cents each per day. Owing 
to the scarcity of cars, all coal delivered to the Southern Kansas road was at the ex- 
pense of the trade at points on our own line.

Henning, Esq,, Cherokee, Kansas — 1>kab Bib: Referring to your favor of 
the 7th instant, and former communications to this Board, relative to the supply of 
coal cars by the Fort Scott A Gulf Railroad to your trade at Cherokee: The matter 
has been referred to General Manager Nettleton, and under date of the 14th instant, 
he replies. From his reply and the report of Superintendent Fagan, a copy of which 
is submitted with Mr. Nettleton's reply, it appears that the Gulf road had 100 oars 
on the Southern Kansas line on November 25th, some of which were delivered as 
early as September 18th and 14th, and that the average number of days of retention 
of cars on the Southern Kansas line at the date of the order stopping shipments of 
their cars over that line was ten days each; that on December Ist the Southern Kan- 
sas had 117 Gulf cars, 106 of which had been detained on that line an average of ten 
days; that they were very much presRed for coal cars at all mining points on their 
line, both in Kansas and Missouri, and that until these cars, or a portion of those on 
the Southern Kansas, should be returned to their line, it was impossible in justice to 
other coal miners and shippers to furnish any more cars to be loaded for points on 
the Southern Kansas. The Board will at once address Mr. Barnes, Superintendent 
of the Southern Kansas, upon the subject, and urge more prompt delivery and return 
of Gulf cars to the latter line; and in addition, we are of the opinion that, inasmuch 
as the Southern Kansas Railway Company gets the large portion of the haul and the 
revenue derived therefrom, upon oars delivered to its line at Girard from your 
mines, it is nothing but fair and right as between the two companies, that the South- 
em Kansas should furnish its proportion of cars in your trade. This also we will 
urge upon the attention of Mr. Barnes. 

Please advise the Board to what points the greater portion of your coal is 
shipped.

Sib: The Cherokee Coal Company, of Cherokee, Kansas, have been shipping coal from 
that point for transfer upon your line, from the Gulf Road at Girard, and perhaps 
other points where the two roads connect. This coal has been loaded in Gulf oars. 
On the first instant that company ordered that no cars be furnished that coal com- 
pany for the present and until further orders. This caused Mr. Henning, the Presi- 
dent of that company, to complain to our Board. This complaint was referred to 
Mr. Nettleton, and under date of the 14th instant he states, as the reason for the order 
noted above, that on the first of December you had 117 of their cars on your line; 
that 105 of these cars had been detained an average of ten days each; that in con- 
sequence of the large number of coal cars that had been transferred to your line 
and this detention, they were embarrassed in their coal business at other points and 
were compelled to curtail for the time being the number of cars furnished the Cher- 
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okee Goal Company. Mr. Neitieton forther states, that upon thoee oars transferred 
at Girard to your line for shipment to points npon joar line, they reoeiye $9 per oar, 
bat with the detention of these cars an average of ten days upon your road would 
place the gross earnings of all oars of coal delivered to yon^t 90 cents each per day. 
Mr. Nettleton thinks in this trade at Cherokee, which is done jointly over yonr line 
and theirs, it would be fair and right for ycnir company to fomish its proportion of 
the cars. This strikes the Board also as being a very just conclnsion. We wonld 
urge the importance of requiring ooal cars delivered to yonr line to be promptly 
delivered, unloaded, and the cars returned. At this season of the year, when rolling 
stock of that description is so scarce compared with the demand for it, it should be 
closely watched with a view to preventing its lying idle; and inasmuch as your com- 
pany shares the profits of the ooal delivered at Cherokee furnished by this company, 
we think it Just and very desirable that you share the burden of furnishing a portion 
of the cars employed in that trade.

Honorable Board of BmUroad Commissioners, Topeka, Kanscu — Gbnti.xmch: Your 
communication of December 16th, to our Mr. J. L. Barnes, Superintendent Southern 
Kansas Railway, has been forwarded to me for reply. 

I note the complaint of the Cherokee Coal Company, of Cherokee, Kansas, rela- 
tive to shipments of coal to points on the Southern Kansas Railway, and I beg to 
say that it is customary in the interchange of such business for the railroad on 
which the business originates to furnish the necessary means of transportation. 

It is our policy to move shipments of ooal promptly, and cars loaded with ooal 
are not delayed on arrival at destination longer than is absolutely necessary to have 
them properly unloaded. 

As is already known to your honorable Board, the rolling stock of the Atchison 
system has been taxed to its utmost to supply the necessary means for transport- 
ing coal required by consumers, and its own uses; and we have, in many cases, pro- 
vided the means of transportation for commercial coal at no inconsiderable sacri- 
fice. 

I should add in this connection, that we have made it a rule that whenever we had 

a surplus of cars at the Front-enac mines, from which a portion of our company 
supply is taken, not to let such oars stand idle, but to forward them to the Fort 
Scott road to send to such mines as they thought proper to be loaded for points on 
our line. 

During the week ending December 17th, we forwarded to the Fort Scott Com- 
pany 46 stock cars to be loaded for points on the Southern Kansas.

In reply, would say: The railroad company paid their 
agent at this place $25 per month and ten per cent, on ticket sales, which made his 
salary about $35 per month. When the citizens here learned that the company was 
going to close up our office we got the agent to consent to work for $5 per month 
less; then we offered to pay him $5 by subscription, which would have made his sal- 
ary that the company would have had to pay, $15 per month. 

Kow, according to the company's books here, their business was from $800 to- 
$1,000 per month, and has been increasing every month. 

While it is true that the telegraph receipts are $4 to $6 per month, you must take 
into consideration that fully two-thirds of the telegrams received at this point are 
prepaid. 

I wrote General Freight Agent Fagan, and made him the proposition which T 
here write you; the agent also wrote him; and he paid no attention to either letter. 

Now all we want is what is right, and we propose to have it if there is any wax 
of getting it.

To the Honorable Board of R, R, Commissioners of Kansas: The undersigned, citi- 
zens of Pleasanton, Kansas, respectfully represent that passengers arriving at 
Pleasanton on the train from Kansas City, due here at 11 :50 p. m. on the Kansas 
City, Fort Soott A Memphis Railroad, are subjected to great inconvenience by 
reason of the refusal of the railroad company to cause such train to stop at its reg- 
ular depot; that passengers with their baggage are put ofF at the crossing of the 
Missouri Pacific Railway, at a platform where there is no light, shelter, or conveni- 
ence, and no one in attendance to inform passengers where to go; that said crossing 
is located about 2,000 feet south from the depot, on the same tangent of the main 
line of said railroad, and in filll view of the depot. 

That the said company alleges as its excuse for failing to stop at said depot, that 
it is required to stop its train at said crossing, and as this is its fastest train, mak- 
ing stops only at the principal points on its line, the company is unwilling to lose 
the time required in making two stops. 

We believe that the public interests Remand that this train should be required to 
stop at the depot, in order that passengers arriving in the middle of the night may 
have reasonable accommodations. 

We therefore respectfully ask that you make such order in the premises as will 
require said railroad company to stop said train at the regular depot in Pleasanton, 
and allow passengers reasonable facilities for getting off with their baggage.

This is a complaint under date of October 9, 1888, of D. A. Crocker, Mayor, and 
business men of Pleasanton against the Kansas City, Fort Boott Jk Memphis Bail- 
road Company, in this, that the train arriving at 11:50 p. m. fails to stop at the de- 
pot in Pleasanton, bnt discharges passengers some 2,000 feet sonth of the depot, 
near the crossing of the Missouri Pacific track, to the great detriment and inoon- 
Tenience of the traveling public, and prejodioe to the town. 

The petition was dnly referred on the 11th instant, and on the 16tb the reply of 
the President, Mr. Nettleton, was received. 

It is urged in support of the existing arrangement, that the train referred to is a 
through train, limited, and run at a high rate of speed, and that it has been found 
necessary, in order to make schedule time, to cut out the stop originally made at 
the Pleasanton depot, and land such passengers for Pleasanton as may have taken 
that train at the point south of the depot where the train stops before crossing the 
Missouri Pacific track. 

It is also stated that a local train from Kansas City arrives at Pleasanton at 7:56 
p. M., for the accommodation of travel north of Fort Scott. 

A careful examination of the situation discloses the following additional facts, 
viz.: Tickets are sold at Kansas City for Pleasanton, and accepted for passage on 
the fast train referred to, Pleasanton being marked as a stopping-place for this 
train on the authorized time cards of this company. 

Passengers arriving from the east or west at Kansas City by any of the regular 
through trains, which arrive from 5 to 8:i5 p.m., and destined for Pleasanton, are 
compelled to take this fast train or remain over until 9:50 a..m. the next day, as the 
local train referred to departs at 4:50 p.m. before they arrive. 

The point south of Pleasanton where passengers by the fast train are landed, is 
beyond sidewalks, street lamps, or even a reasonably good road by v^hich to reach the 
town. 

It requires no argument to show the inconvenience to which passengers are sub- 
ject by the present arrangement. Neither of the alternatives, to stop over nearly 
twelve hours in an over-crowded depot, or be landed in midnight darkness on the 
prairie without shelter and several thousand feet from the proper destination, is an 
attractive prospect to the traveler. The case is aggravated if the passengers be 
ladies and the weather very stormy. 

The St. Louis A Emporia division of the Missouri Pacific Railway, the line 
crossed by respondent's road at Pleasanton, operates two trains each way daily, all 
of them passing Pleasanton in the daytime. The danger, therefore, of collision at 
the crossing-point between the trains of this road and the midnight train on re- 
spondent's road, even though the trains of the former were several hours behind 
time, is scarcely to be considered. Besides, the country is open prairie for a great 
distance in. either direction, and the view of an approaching train unobstructed. 

As has been stated, this is a fast train, and makes but few stops. It is important 
that every minute of running-time be utilized, and that the restrictions in its opera- 
tion be reduced to the minimum. It is the invariable custom for all trains to stop 
before crossing the track of an intersecting road, the rule allowing a variation in 
distance between a minimum of 200 and a maximum of 800 feet from the point of 
intersection. 

To this rule the Board feel justified in making an exception in the present case, 
and find and decide that, for the time being, the train in question (No. 3 according 
to the present time-card ) may dispense with the stop within the prescribed limits 
for crossing, and that it be required to stop regularly at Pleasanton depot, and that 
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sneh stop may be oonsidered also as the stop for the oroasing of the Missonri Paoiflo 
track, the whistle to be soanded before starting, in the prescribed manner.

Subsequently the Board was in receipt of petitions and letters from citizens of 
Atwood, complaining of delay in furnishing depot facilities at that point, and that 
advantage was being taken of such delay by the proprietors of the rival town a few 
miles west of Atwood, to injure the town of Atwood, alarm the citizens and impair 
the value of their investments in Atwood, and urgently requesting the Board, in 
view of the unsettled condition of affairs, to visit Atwood and make a personal in- 
vestigation, and to take such action as to protect the rights and interests of that 
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locality, with reference to the establishment of depot facilities. Thereupon the 

Board gave notice to the parties that they would be in Atwood on Febraary 16th, to 

make snoh investigation, the resalt of which is embodied in the following letter to 

Mr. Holdredge. 

ToPBKA, KiiNSAB, Fcbrnary 21, 1888. 

O. W. Holdregej Esq., General Manager B. dt M. R. R. in Nebraska, Omaha — Dxas 
8ib: Referring again to the matter of building depot and other station facilities at 
Atwood, Kansas: Since we advised the citizens of that town of your determination 
to supply them, the Board has received, from time to time, communications from 
leading citizens and business men there, expressing some degree of impatience at 
delay, the cause of which they did not understand, and representing the urgency of 
existing necessities. For the purpose of learning fully the situation of matters 
there, two of the members of the Board visited Atwood on the 16th instant, and met 
a large number of the citizens of the town and immediate vicinity. We found that 
you had a small temporary building on the right-of-way, and a portion of side-track 
laid opposite the town, but no further progress was being made, and no freight was 
being delivered at this point. We further ascertained that quite a large amount of 
heavy freights, which are needed in the town to supply its trade, was being held 
back, awaiting the establishment of facilities for handling the same at Atwood 
station. From a statement submitted to us, compiled by a committee of business 
men of Atwood, we gather, that from November 1, 1887, to February 14, 1888, there 
has been shipped over your road, for Atwood, 759 tons of freight, and $5,884.24 paid 
for its transportation, and this does not include express and small-package freight. 
This, too, at a time of year when business is generally the dullest. It should be 
borne in mind, too, that this does not include outgoing freights which would be 
furnished the railroad at Atwood, if a station were in operation there. Rawlins 
county is a fertile and productive county, and both its stock and grain interests are 
growing rapidly into great importance. 

A fine flour mill has recently been put into operation at this point, equipped 
with the latest improvements in machinery ; its capacity is from seventy-five to one 
hundred barrels of flour per day. 

The people of Atwood are averse to turmoil and contentions and are devoted to 
business. They desire to cultivate friendly relations with your road, but, from all we 
could learn, they have suffered and are now being subjected to severe provocations. 
We were informed by reliable men that agents of the Lincoln Land & Town Com- 
pany, whose interest in that locality, we understand, is represented by the rival town 
of Blakeman, have indastriously circulated reports to the effect that your company 
would not build a depot or make a station at Atwood. This has been done to induce 
people to give up their investments in Atwood, and to secure signatures to petitions 
asking for an election to re-locate the county seat. That such arguments were being 
used by men circulating such petitions we were personal witnesses of in the case of 
a man who was soliciting signatures to a petition of that character on the train as 
we were passing through Rawlins county. This unfair advantage which this rival 
interest has taken -of the delay in supplying depot facilities at Atwood, and the 
widespread distrust of the sincerity of your purposes and promises to the people 
in respect to this matter, which have been created in their minds, have caused more 
or less of alarm, and naturally a good deal of impatience. 

We need not point out to you the great mischief this sort of conduct on the part 
of land companies creates between the people and railroads, especially so when 
railroad companies so far forget their duty to the whole public — to deal with equal 
fairness toward all — as to discrimate in their tavor to the detriment of the rest. 
These companies, too, not unfrequently assume to represent the railioad, between 
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some of the offioen of which and itself there may be to some extent a oommunity of 
interest, and this character of representation is not promotive of harmony between 
railroads and the people. 

Atwood is the pioneer town of that region. It has been the nadeus of a settle 
ment which has straggled through the severe adverse circnmstancee which attend the 
first settlement of a country, and has now attained a fair share of prosperity. To be 
rooted up and destroyed now by a speculating town-site company from a neighbor- 
ing State, through the aid or connivance of a railroad company which owes a like 
duty to all, would be absolutely intolerable. This is the way the people of Atwood 
look at this matter. 

This Board has seen no reason to doubt the sincerity of your purpose to supply 
railroad station facilities at Atwood, and of this fact we assured the people; but we 
have felt that it was a duty we owed both the people of that town and to you to call 
your attention to the situation as we found it to exist, and to point out the urgent 
necessities existing for station facilities there, both on account of business reasons 
and the false and foul advantage which is being made by rival interests out of delay. 

We understand it to be your purpose to build a standard depot at Atwood — such 
as is built at similar towns on your line, a side-track and stock-yards, and to have a 
regular station agent to operate the same; and these should be supplied without 
further delay. 

Under all the circumstances, we feel it incumbent upon us to urge immediate at- 
tention to this matter. Very truly,

Dbab Sib: Replying to your communication just received, in regard to the Atwood 
matter: We have arranged to put an agent there, and to open the station regularly 
for business on the first day of March next. 

There seems to have been a misunderstanding on the part of the citizens of 
Atwood, as to the intentions of the railroad company in regard to that town. We 
have been delayed in doing the work there by circumstances we could not control, 
the chief reason being that on account of the frozen condition of the ground, we 
have been unable to do the necessary grading for side-tracks and depot grounds. 
Material for a permanent depot building has been ordered, and the work will be done 
as soon as the weather will permit. In the meantime, we are prepared to handle 
both freight and passenger business in such a way as I trust will be satisfactory to 
the citizens of Atwood.

To the Honorable Board of Railroad Commissionere of the State of iToiiaot— Onr- 
TtiBKBH: We, the the undersigned residents, citizens of the township of Labette^ 
and county of Labette, Kansas, do pray your honorable body to grant to this oom- 
munity a switch and depot at Wilsonton, on the line of the Kansas Gity ik Paoifio 
B. B., f ormeiiy known as the Parsons k Pacific B. B., at a point hereinafter specified,. 
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▼is.: On the eoathweet quarter of seotion sixteen, township thirty -two soath, range 
nineteen east, in Labette oonnty, Kansas. For the following reasons: 

Ist. There is a town laid oat on the aboye-named land, and platted and filed. 

2d. There are seyeral new buildings at this time in progress of construction, 
already requiring the shipment of three car-loads of material within the past week* 

8d. The town has a printing office, a post-office, and other enterprises. 

4th. It will be an accommodation to the whole community, in the best farming 
part of Labette county, Kansas, and is much needed for a large number of people 
who constantly go and come, to and from Wilsonton. For which petition we 
humbly pray. Signed by Mas. Auoubtus WiiiSON, and 101 others. 

DBOXSIOH. 

On October 15, 1887, a petition was filed with this Board by Mrs. Augustus Wilson 
and something over sixty residents and citizens of Labette township, in Labette 
county, Kansas, to require the said respondent company to put in a switch and 
depot at Wilsonton, on the line of said respondent, in said Labette township. 

A copy of said petition was referred to Mr. T. Penfield, the General Manager of 
said respondent, who returned on October 20, 1887, an answer to said petition with 
objections to granting the prayer of the petitioners. 

The Board fixed a time and made an examination of the matter upon the ground, 
and found substantially as claimed by respondent, that there was a small depot and 
siding at Iden, two and one-half miles or thereabouts north of the proposed station 
at Wilsonton, and that at Lake, about li miles south, a small siding and platform 
had been eetablished by the company. There was no town at either of said places. 
On thia showing the Board felt themselves constrained to deny the petition upon 
the ground that the railroad company could not reasonably be called upon to put in 
another switch and depot between the two stations at Iden and Lake, thus requiring 
the company to put in stations two and one-half miles apart. Of this conclusion 
of the Board, Mrs. Wilson, the principal petitioner, was notified in person, at the 
office of the Board. At this time she stated to the Board that she was interested in 
the town of Wilsonton, which she had caused to be platted, and that not only she 
herself was engaged in building at said town, but that numerous other business in- 
terests were waiting for shipping facilities there in order to go in and permanently 
locate there, and she made the proposition that the petitioners would, at their own 
expense, do the grading and furnish the iron and ties and switch to make the con- 
nection desired at that point, if they would be permitted to make a connection with 
the main line of the respondent company at that point, and to this effect is the 
petition filed by the petitioners on January SO, 1888. 

This petition to the Board is as follows: 

" We, the undaniffned dticens of Labette township, Labette ooanty, Kansas, respectftilly petition 
for permlMion to make switch connection with the Kansas City A Pacific Railroad on the main line 
at Wilsonton, so as to enable us to receive freight at that plaoe." 

This is signed by Mrs. Wilson and thirty-three others. This petition was referred 
to the General Manager of said respondent company, who on date of February 1st, 
1888, returns his answer containing his objections, noted as 1st, 2d, and 8d, as fol- 
lows: 

** 1. The so-ealled, or snppoeed to be town-eite, la located at the sammit of a long and heavy grade 
slo|dng off In either dlreetion, principally to the soath, consequently trains could not be stopped and 
itaited without great expense as well as danger to both person and property. 

'*2. There are already two stations in this township; this would make the third^and would be less 
than one and a half miles from one and less than three miles from the other. 

"t. There is no neeeasity whateTsr for the siding in question." 

This applioation is made under section 17 of the railroad law, and by petitioners 
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not seeking to impose the harden and expense of building this oonneotion npon the 
railroad company, bat are assuming to bear that expense themselves. Section 17 
provides that **Any person, upon written permission given by the Board, may ex- 
ercise in the same manner and to the same extent as is now enjoyed by railroad 
companies, the right of condemning and appropriating land, and laying oat and 
constructing any spur, switch, or railroad track thereover, and connecting the same 
with any railroad already constructed; and the right to use such spur, switch, or 
track shall be public, at rates and on terms and conditions such as the Board shall 
prescribe, if the parties interested cannot agree." And the question here is as to 
whether we shall grant these petitioners the written permission to connect with re- 
spondent's road. No condemnation is necessary, as the land belongs to Mrs. Wil- 
son, who is the principal petitioner. 

The Board, from the examination under the first petition, feel entirely advised 
in regard to the surroundings at Wilsonton. As to the third objection, the Board 
have to say, that while there is no such public necessity for station facilities at that 
point at present, as in their judgment would justify them in requiring the company 
to put in and maintain a depot and siding at their expense, yet when the petition 
comes as in this case, at the instance of parties who desire to build up a town or 
trading-point, as in the present case, and are willing to put in the switch and siding 
at their own expense for the purpose of delivering freight there, and only ask per- 
mission to make the connection with the main line, we do not care to weigh the 
necessity with much nicety. Under section 17, unless there are other objections, the 
necessity we think does not out much of a figure. Nor does the second objection, 
that there is a station upon one side of this proposed switch, one and one-half miles 
distant, and one upon the other side three miles distant. 

The first objection made is of a more serious character if the same is to be taken 
without any qualification. But the working profile of the road at this point as it 
appears by a copy furnished by said company, shows a grade of ^^ of one per cent., 
or about 14i feet per mile, for a distance of 2,800 feet on the summit spoken of, 
upon which we apprehend no difficulty in stopping or starting trains. The grade to 
the south is a down grade for 6,000 feet of ^^^ of one per cent., or about 50 J feet 
per mile. To the north, after leaving the 2,800 feet where the grade is .27, there is 
a decline of 1,200 feet, with a grade of one per cent, or 52.80 feet per mile, and then 
a level. We see no danger or difficulty in the operation of the road by permitting 
a switch connection to be made as desired by the petitioners, at or just south of 
station 870, and on -the side next to Wilsonton. 

The permission is therefore granted to the petitioners to make such connection.

By request of the respondent company this case was reopened, and a farther 
hearing was had in the office of the Board; after which the following final decision 
was promulgated: 

DBOISION ON BBHBABIMG. 

This case is a petition by Mrs. Augustus Wilson and others, citizens of Labette 
township, in Labette county, Kansas, " for permission to make switch oonneotion 
with the Kansas City & Pacific Railroad, on main line at Wilsonton, so as to enable 
them to receive freight at that place.'* The petition was filed January 30, 1888, and 
upon notice to both parties a hearing was had by this Board and a decision was 
rendered on March 1, 1888, granting the prayer of the petitioners. 

An application was made by the respondent company for a rehearing of the 
same, which was had on March 30, 1888, at which both parties were represented, the 
complainants by Mrs. Augustus Wilson, and the respondents by Senator Kimball, the 
President and General Attorney of respondent, and Mr. T. Penfieldf its General 
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Manager. Additional evidence waa offered by the respondent, from which it ap- 
pears that the facts upon which the former decision was based are changed, in this 
respect, to wit: In the former decision we stated, "no condemnation is necessary, as 
the land belongs to Mrs. Wilson, who is the principal petitioner/' The evidence 
offered npon the rehearing shows that the right-of-way through Mrs. Wilson's land, 
And thi:ongh the portion platted as the town -site of Wilson ton, was conveyed to the 
respondent company by a warranty deed, and that respondent owns the fee-title to 
the right-of-way. This change in the facts will necessitate a condemnation of so 
much of respondent's right-of-way as may be necessary to get froxn Mrs. Wilson's 
land to the main track of respondent's road. 

It was strenuously urged upon the rehearing that inasmuch as the stations of 
Idenbro and Lake are but 4^ miles apart, aud the proposed switch at Wilsonton 
is between them, that the Board ought not in their discretion to permit this switch 
connection. The Board fully recognize the necessity of being conservative in the 
matter of permitting switch openings to be made in the line of a railroad. In this 
case, however, the station at Idenbro has a very small depot building and a side-track, 
and no agent. There is no town there, and as the Board are advised there is no at- 
tempt at building one. While at Lake there is no town attempted to be built; no 
depot nor agent, only a platform with a sidiug; so really it cannot be said that 
shipping facilities at either of said stations are of much value. Mrs. Wilson is 
energetically trying to build up a town at Wilsonton, and from the energy and ca- 
pacity displayed by her in the prosecution of her enterprise we think the public 
interests will be better subserved by granting her permission to condemn through 
the railroad company's right-of-way ( if the railroad company insist on her doing 
so ) than by refusing such permission. 

If this town project becomes a success it will make business for the company, 
and if it turns out a failure the loss will fall upon the petitioners. It will be borne 
in mind that this road is new and has as yet very little business, so that its opera- 
tion cannot be seriously impeded by the proposed connection. The counsel for 
respondent urge that section 17 of the railroadlaw is unconstitutional, in that it per- 
mits that — 

"Any person^ upon written permission given by the Board, may exercise in the same manner and 
to the same extent as is now enjoyed by railroad companies, the right of condemning and appropriat- 
ing land, and laying out and constructing any spur, switch or railroad track ihereon, and connecting 
the same with any railroad already constructed; and the right to use such spur, switch or track shall 
be public, at rates and on terms and conditions such as the Board shall prescribe, if the parties inter- 
ested cannot agree." 

The claim is that this is in effect a permission to a private person to exercise for 
a private purpose the State's power of eminent domain. To this proposition we 
cannot yield our assent. 

While the State's power of eminent domain can only be invoked for a public pur- 
pose, yet, whether such purpose be public or not is to be determined, not by the 
agency which may invoke the exercise of this power, but by the object to be accom- 
plished by its exercise. If the object to be accomplished be public, then there is a 
proper case for the exercise of this power, although the results may be of greater 
or more peculiar benefit to some individuals than others. 

The State, like a corporation, which in some sense it is, performs all its acts by 
its officers, who are its agents. It is known and felt only through its agents. In 
the performance of its functions, both political and corporate, it is known and felt 
only through its officers and agents. It possesses, unless limited by the organic law, 
full right, power and authority to select the various agencies for the performance of 
its functions. It has, in the exercise of this right, selected railroad corporations as 

—lO 
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one agency, who are especially authorized, in certain oases and in a certain manner^ 
to invoke the exercise of this power of eminent domain. Bnt if the purpose for 
which it were invoked were not a pablic one, this power could be no more sncoess- 
fnlly invoked by a railway corporation than by a private individual. 

It has selected as another ap^ency to invoke this power, ** any person desirous of 
erecting and maintaining a mill-dam," etc. ( Bee Mill- Dam Act of Kansas.) Here 
the authority is delegated to a private individual to invoke this power, and this law 
was held constitutional by the Supreme Court of Kansas, in Venard vs. Crossy 8th 
Kansas Reports, p. 260, Harding vs. Funk, 8th Kansas Reports, p. 319. 

The court held in the last of these cases that the purpose was neither wholly pub- 
lic nor wholly private. 

Bnt respondent is not in a position to raise this constitutional question. It was 
chartered since the enactment of this very law, and takes all its rights subject to 
this burden, if it be one. 

In the case before us a private individual and others associated with her desire 
to invoke this power of eminent domain under section 17 of the railroad law. They 
desire to be permitted to condemn sufficient of respondent's right-of-way for a spur 
to enable them to reach and connect with its main line of road. When such track 
and connection are made, the section says: ^^And the. right to use such spur, switch or 
trcusk shall be public, at rates and on terms and conditions such as the Board shall 
prescribe, if the parties interested cannot agree." Here the purpose is by the stat. 
ute itself made a public one as fnlly, to all intents and purposes, as the railroad it- 
self. 

It is therefore ordered by the Board that the petitioners be permitted to condemn 
sufficient right-of-way of respondent company at the point indicated in former de- 
cision, viz., at a point at or just south of station No. 870, and on the side next to 
Wilson ton, to enable petitioners to build their track or spur to connect with respond- 
ent's main line of railroad; and when so built, the right to connect with said road is 
hereby given. Bt thk Boabd.

OOMPIiAINT. 

Upon a verbal request made by several citizens of Independence, urging the Board 
to secure track connection at that point between the Missouri Pacific and Southern 
Kansas railway companies, the following decision was rendered, after correspondence 
with all parties interested. 

DBOISION. 

This is the matter of an application of citizens of Independence for track con- 
nections at that place between the Missouri Pacific and Southern Kansas railroads, 
for the purpose of securing to shippers such facilities for interchange of freight in 
car lots as are naturally required at important wholesale and distributing points. 

The matter was duly referred to the respondent companies on the 23d day of May 
last, and shortly afterward the Board made a personal examination of the site of the 
proposed connection at the junction of the roads named. 
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On the 18th of Jnly we again called the attention of the oompanies to the matter, 
and reepeotf nlly urged that action be taken without delay. 

On the 26th of July a commanication was received front General Manager Glark» 
transmitting a letter from General Superintendent Dickinson in which he says: "It 
hfis been mutually agreed between this company and the Southern Kansas Railway 
Co. to put in a track connection at the point at an early date, and the only cause of 
delay at the present time is waiting for an answer to a telegram sent to Mr. J. L. 
Barnes, Superintendent of the Southern Kansas Railway, asking that they pay one- 
half the cost of the right-of-way.*' 

Under the same date General Manager Robinson adyised the Board that the 
differences between the two companies in regard to the detail of the connection 
^ete in a fair way of adjustment, and the work would be consummated at an early 
date. 

More than a month having elapsed since the date of our last advices from the 
companies, the Board deems further delay unnecessary; and being clearly of the 
opinion that the improvements asked for are a public necessity, it is therefore or- 
dered that the respondent oompanies, to wit, the Missouri Pacific and Southern 
Kansas Railways, be required to build a transfer track to connect their lines at In- 
dependence, Kansas; that the expense of construction and maintenance of the same 
be shared equally by the companies; and that said transfer track be completed on 
or before the 20th day of^ September next. By the Boabd.

We, the undersigned citizens and residents of the city of Belleville, Republic 
county, Kansas, respeotfuUy request that your honors shall, in accordance with the 
statute in such cases made and provided, cause to be constructed and maintainedt 
within the said city, a switch connection between the Junction City A Fort Kearney 
and the Chicago, Kansas 3o Nebraska railways, believing that the interests and con- 
venience of the public would be promoted thereby. 

Signed by T. R. Mat, and 29 others. 

DECISION. 

This is a petition for track connection between the roads above named, at Belle- 
ville. The Board, after due notice, inspected the locality where the track is re- 
quested to be laid, and heard the parties representing the petitioners on the 26th of 
April last. The intersection of the two roads at Belleville is made by an overhead 
crossing, at an elevation of twenty -one or twenty-two feet. It is necessary, in 
building a track connection between these two roads at this point, to overcome this 
difference in grade. This requires a long connecting track and steep gradient. 

There has been considerable delay in securing the information that seemed neces- 
sary to a proper conclusion in the matter. We have two engineers' estimates of the 
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ooBt for labor and material alone necessary to build the track; one \& $1,200, the 
other $1,500. We have made no inquiries relative to the probable cost of the right- 
of-way. The large expense involved would furnish some ground of objection unless 
the business to be transferred should be considerable. But this is not so serious, to 
our minds, as the one revealed by the reports of the engineers who have run the lii\e 
and determined the gradient. 

The line run by the engineer of the C. E. A. N. Company is on a 2.2 grade, or 106 
feet in the mile, and a 6-degree curve combined, and that by the J. G. A: Ft. K. Com- 
pany on a 2^-per-cent. grade, or 132 feet to the mile. Allowing for the curve in the 
one, the two estimates of gradient are substantially the same. A connecting track 
between two roads, upon such a steep grade, would not only be expensive to operate, 
but unsafe. It must b^ borne in mind that the connecting track is the one upob 
which each company delivers interchange cars, whether loaded or empty, and there 
they must stand until removed by the company to whose road they should go. No 
car could stand upon it unless securely blocked or the brakes firmly set, and should 
these be removed or loosened, either by accident, carelessness, or mischievous design, 
the oars would roll with great velocity and momentum either through the open 
switch-head, or, in case that was closed, into the yards of the C. K. A, N. road, mak- 
ing havoc of its property and endangering the lives of employ^. It is always con- 
sidered, by engineers, a fatal objection to the location of a*station if the location 
is upon a steep grade, and chiefly for the reason above sti^Jbed. 

We have no data from which we might form a judgment of the probable amount 
of business which, if a track connection existed, would be interchanged between the 
two roads. We requested such an estimate from the petitioners, but instead we 
have been furnished with a statement of car-load freight delivered at and taken 
from Belleville during a given time by the two roads respectively, How much, if 
any, of this would have been transfer freight if the facilities for its transfer from 
one line to the other had existed, we have no means of knowing. But the fact that 
Belleville is the terminus of one of these lines would almost inevitably preclude the 
idea that there could be much. 

The C. K. &, N. road is newly constructed to Belleville, and there has not yet been 
sufficient time in which to furnish as ample facilities for handling all kinds of 
freight in the yards of the last-named company as exist on the older line, and this 
was urged as the principal reason for this track connection. It was assumed that 
one company could be required to surrender to, or at least share, the use of its 
station and other facilities with another railroad: for example, using the stock 
yards of one road to load cars with live stock for shipment over the other road. It 
would of course be quite futile to require a track connection in this instance to an- 
swer such a purpose. There is no law that imposes upon any railway company the 
burden of building and maintaining stock yards or other station facilities for the 
use of another and rival road. In this instance both the companies own stock 
yards, but the plea is the yards of one are inconveniently located, and for that 
reason it is deemed desirable to load the cars for shipment over that road from the 
yards of the other. This is, as we have already stated, untenable. Each road is re- 
quired to furnish its own station facilities, and when provided it has the exclusive 
right to their use in its own business. There might, very likely would be, some 
freight which it would be convenient to transfer, but our observation has taught us 
that the amount is usually overestimated. If, however, a track connection, which it 
would be safe to operate, could be laid down at Belleville without great expense and 
cost, we would not hesitate to require it done. But under existing circumstances the 
Board does not deem itself justified in ordering the same at this time.

DxAB Sib: Replying to your favor of February 11th, which I find upon my return 
from California, asking my views as to the propriety of making track connections 
between the Kansas Midland, the Atchison, and Missouri Pacific railroads, at Lyons, 
Kansas, I beg to say that, after a careful examination of the question, I can see no 
advantage to be gained, by such connections, on the part of the people of Lyons, 
and no traffic secured that could by any means compensate for the expense pro- 
posed. I find that it would cost about f 2,500 for the construction of each connec- 
tion, and after it was done no business would be secured, for the reason that such 
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deliveries oonld not be made without making an extra charge, which wonld compel 
the traffic to be delivered by each company at its own station. Furthermore, as 
Lyons is a small place, no switch engine can be kept at that point, and the depots 
of each company being some distance apart, it wonld be impossible to make de- 
liveries at reasonable cost at any other depot than onr own, and I must therefore 
object to the proposed connection being made.

DBOISION. 

In the matter of the application of the Mayor and City Council of the city of 
Lyons, Kansas, for the construction of connecting rail tracks between the Marion dk 
McPherson and the Salina, Sterling A El Paso railroads, operated by the Atchison, 
Topeka 3o Santa F^ and Missouri Pacific Railway companies, respectively; and for 
the construction of like connections between the railroad first named and the Kan- 
sas Midland Railroad, the last named operated by the St. Louis Ai San Francisco 
Railway Company, where the respective railroads cross each other at the city of 
Lyons, the Board has duly considered the application and objections urged by the 
railway companies named to the same. 

The objections are substantially the same coming from each company con- 
cerned, and may be briefly stated as follows: 

1. Every additional switch inserted into the main line of a railroad adds to the 
danger of operation. 

2. The business which would need to be transferred at that point is quite incon- 
siderable, and would not compensate for the cost of such track connections. 

8. The cost of building track connections at Lyons would amount to a large sum. 

The Board investigated the whole matter at Lyons. It was found that the 
Marion A McPherson, and Salina, Sterling A El Paso railroads cross at a point 
where the track runs over deep fills., A track connection at this point would require 
the construction of high embankments. This would render the work here very costly, 
and unless the embankment was made wide at the top, it wonld be dangerous to 
employ^ to operate it. From inquiries made there, we are clearly of the opinion 
that the business which would seek transfer in the present condition of business be- 
tween the two roads last named, would be inadequate to justify the outlay which 
would have to be incurred in building this connection. 

The case is somewhat different as it respects the Marion &> McPherson and the 
Kansas Midland roads. These cross at a point where the surface of the ground is 
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•6Ten with the grade of these roads. A track connection between these two roads 
sufficient to effect transfers over, can be made at a comparatiyely small cost. 

We are satisfied, too, that a legitimate business demand exists there to justify 
the outlay or expense which this would entail upon the companies. It will aid several 
lines of business now established at Lyons, and may lead to the establishment of 
others. 

The Board therefore decides that a switch and track connection be built between 
the Marion A McPherson and the Kansas Midland Railroads where the said roads 
•cross each other, at or near the city of Lyons, Kansas, for the transfer of cars from 
one of said railroads to the other; that the same be built at the joint equal expense 
of the Atchison, Topeka A. Santa F4 and the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad 
•companies; and that the same be built and completed on or before September 15th, 
1888.

Tour petitioners further represent that repeated applications have been made to 
the officials of said railroads to put in connecting switches, so that cars might be 
transferred from one road to the other, but that raid railroads have failed and neg- 
lected to put in such connecting switches. 

Your petitioners further represent that the public demand, and their interests 
require, that said connecting switch be put in ; and especially is this true of car-lot 
■shippers, many of whom have made complaints touching this matter. 

Tour petitioners would therefore pray that your Honorable Body take this mat- 
ter under advisement, and that you make a full investigation of the matter, and that 
such relief may be granted as in your judgment may be just and right; and for which 

your petitioners will ever pray.

DECISION. 

This is the case of a complaint of the Mayor and Gouncil of the city of Abilene 
Against respondent roads, alleging that the tracks of said roads run parallel through 
the limits of said city, in near proximity to each other, and that they are without 
•connecting tracks, whereby freight in car-load lots may be transferred from one to 
iihe other, and that such connecting tracks are much needed by the shippers and 
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basiness men of Abilene. The intervention of the Board is asked to secure thes^ 
facilities. 

The petition was filed in this office May 7, 1888, and on the following day copies 
were dnly referred to the proper officers of the respondent companies. 

In response to the application, the General Managers of the Chicago, Kansas k^ 
Nebraska and the Chicago, Kansas ik Western roads urge that their tracks are 
already connected at Enterprise, and that an additional connection an Abilene is 
unnecessary. 

The Chicago, Kansas A, Western and the Union Pacific roads farther object to a 
direct connection between the Chicago, Kansas k Nebraska and the Union Pacific 
tracks, for the reason that this woald involve patting in a crossing at the intersec- 
tion of the Chicago, Kansas A; Western track, necessitating additional expense, an 
additional stop for trains on the latter company's road, and the introdaction of an 
additional element of danger to the traveling pablic 

On the 6th of Jane the Board visited Abilene and made a careful examination of 
the situation, from which the following facts are adduced, viz.: The Union Pacific 
Railway extends through the business portion of the city of Abilene, and along its 
tracks are built a number of elevators, mills, and warehouses, the proprietors of 
which desire to receive and forward freight in car-lots by the lines of the Chicago^ 
Kansas ik Nebraska Road without the inconvenience of reloading and reshipping 
the same. The track of the Chicago, Kansas &, Western runs a short distance south 
of the Union Pacific, and still south of this runs the track of the C. K. & W. and the 
Chicago, Kansas &, Nebraska roads, the three being parallel to each other. In like 
manner to the shippers situated along the tracks of the Union Pacific, those on the- 
lines of the other two roads desire transfer facilities, and all unite in representing 
the desirability and necessity for the same. This necessity, the Board is convinced,, 
exists, and the only question is the manner in which the desired connections may most 
properly be constructed, having in view the convenience of the public and the safe 
and economical operation of the roads. 

We find that the tracks of the Chicago, Kansas & Western and the Chicago, Kan- 
sas k, Nebraska roads already have a connection whereby freight in car-loads may 
be expeditiously transferred at Enterprise, six miles east of Abilene, and this, in 
our opinion, obviates the necessity for another connection between these lines at 
the latter place. It also renders unnecessary a direct track connection at Abilene 
between the Chicago, Kansas k Nebraska and the Union Pacific Railway tracks^ 
since by connecting the Chicago, Kansas k Western with the Union Pacific the sam& 
result is accomplished and at much less expense to the companies, and less danger 
to the safe and expeditious operation of trains, in which the public is, equally 
with the railroads, interested. If the outside roads were to be connected by a track 
running across the road whose track lies between them, namely, the Chicago, Kan- 
sas k Western, the transfer of a car of freight from one to the other would involve 
the same expense and delay as it would if the transfer from the Chicago, Kansas k 
Nebraska to the Chicago, Kansas k Western were to be made at Enterprise, and 
from the latter road to the Union Pacific at Abilene; for the reason that in the 
former as in the latter case the transfer would be made by two hauls and the engines 
and crews of two roads. If Abilene was a division point on these roads, the situa- 
tion would be different; then the yard engine of either road might be allowed to 
make the transfer in one operation, but this is not the case, and the regular engines 
and crews of passing freight trains would have to set a car out on the connecting 
track of the road next to its own line, and this next road, in the course of business- 
and by one of its regular train engines, woald couple on to the car and place it on 
the track of the road to which it was destined. So that a car-load Of freight from. 
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the Chicago, Kansas & Nebraska, destined to a merohant on the line of the Union 
Pacific, oonld be delivered as soon and as cheaply without an additional connection 
between the first-named road and the Chicago, Kansas A; Western as it conld with it. 
In like manner if the tracks of the Union Pacific and the Chicago, Kansas io Western 
were connected at Abilene, a car of freight from the Union Pacific, destined for a 
consignee on the track of the Chicago, Kansas 3l Nebraska, conld be transferred by 
the Union Pacific to the Chicago, Kansas Sd Western, hauled by that road to Enter- 
prise, and transferred there to the consignee's road and delivered back in Abflene 
as expeditiously and with as little cost as thoi^h it were to take a straight conrse 
directly across the middle road in two hauls and by different engines and crews. 

The law authorizes the Board to require connections to be made at intersecting 
points, and the tracks of the Chicago, Kansas Ai Nebraska and the Union Pacific do 
not intersect at Abilene. 

The tracks of the Chicago, Kansas & Western and the Union Pacific do intersect 
in the western limits of the city of Abilene at a point where a connection may be 
advantageously made, and the companies have signified an entire willingness to 
make a connection at that point. 

It is therefore ordered that the Union Pacific and the Chicago, Kansas A: Western 
Bailways be required to construct a suitable connecting track at the point of the in- 
tersection of their lines in Abilene for the transfer of freight in car-loads, and that 
the expense of construction and maintenailce of the same be borne equally by the 
said companies; and that the said track be completed on or before the first day of 
August next.

DBOISION. 

In the matter of track connections between the Southern Kansas and Missouri 
Pacific Railroads at the city of Ottawa, Kansas, heretofore petitioned for by the 
business men of that city, and which has been long delayed for reasons which will 
appear, the Board has reached a decision, the nature of which is herein announced. 

The tracks of the two roads above named cross each other at right angles in the 
center of two intersecting streets in the city. It was at first contemplated to cause 
track connections to be made at the point of this intersection. The city authorities 
were notified by the Board that no connection could be ordered or built at the point 
named unless leave was granted to the railroad companies to occupy such portions 
of the two streets, traversed by the railroads, as would be necessary to connect them. 
The city council passed an ordinance giving a radius of two hundred feet on each 
street within which the connection should be made. This was deemed insufficient in 
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which to describle a oarve whose operation would be practicable with road encrlnes. 
Of this fact the Mayor waa notified, and the matter rested without farther action, 
until the present Mayor of Ottawa took the matter up with the Board the present 
month. 

On the 23d inst. we examined the situation with the Mayor and several citizens 
of Ottawa, and it was evident to all that to grant the right to occupy sufficient dis- 
tance upon the two streets referred to, with connecting track, would seriously 
incumber the streets, and its operation would be attended by constant danger to 
persons using the same street. 

The Missouri Pacific road crosses the Ottawa k Emporia branch of the Southern 
Kansas about two and one-half miles west of Ottawa, at which point a track con- 
nection to effect transfers of car-load freight for Ottawa can be easily and cheaply 
made, and the inconveniences, dangers and increased expenses attending a connec- 
tion within the city limits be avoided. This was entirely satisfactory to the Mayor 
and others interested, and we doubt not will be equally so to the companies con- 
cerned. 

It is therefore ordered by the Board that'a connecting track with proper switches, 
etc., connecting the Council Grove, Osage City A; Ottawa division of the Missouri 
Pacific Railway with the Southern Kansas Railway, for the transfer of car-load 
freight, be built by the 1st day of April, 1888, at the equal joint expense and cost 
of the Missouri Pacific and Southern Kansas railway companies, at the point of in- 
tersection of the roads of the said companies immediately west of the city of 
Ottawa; and that the same be thereafter maintained at the like equal cost, and be 
jointly operated for all the purposes for which such tracks are built.

be borne by the two companies. 

The Atchison, Topeka A Santa F^ Company, through its General Manager, replied, 
in substance, that the business requiring transfer at Larned was, and in all proba- 
bility would continue to be, light, and insufficient to justify the expense of building 
connecting tracks. It was also urged that the statute contemplated that where such 
connections were necessary they should be made and the expense borne by the new 
road. 

The Board fixed the 14th of October, 1887, as the time for a hearing of the said 
application upon the ground, of which all parties were notified; and on the said date 
the Board made an examination of the premises and of the probable business to be 
interchanged at that point, and decided that the circumstances justified making 
such connection. 

As to the matter of fixing the burden of cost in the case of such connection, the 
statute of 1886, chapter 138, provides, that *Hhe expense of the same shall be borne 
equally by the companies whose roads so connect.'^ 

It is therefore ordered by the Board that the said roads — the Atchison, Topeka 
A Santa F^ and Denver, Memphis A Atlantic — construct track connections at some 
suitable i>oint for the interchange of cars at the crossing of the said roads at the 
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city of Lamed, each company to bear one-half of the expense, and that snoh connec- 
tion be completed by the Ist of April, 1888. Bt thx Boabd.

A petition for track connection between the Southern Kansas and Fort Scott, 
Wichita 3l Western railroads, at Argonia, was filed by the citizens of Argonia, on 
July 9, 1887, and a hearing upon the ground was fixed for August 17, 1887, and all 
parties notified of the same. 

On the 17th of August the Board visited Argonia, in Sumner county, on the lines 
of the Southern Kansas and Fort Scott, Wichita 3l Western railroads, to investigate 
the matter of the application for transfer track at that place. Neither of the rail- 
road companies was represented at the meeting. Mr. Salter and Mr. Kellogg ap- 
peared in behalf of the petitioners, and presented their side of the case. 

Argonia is a village of perhaps 500 people, and has no business except the usual 
retail trade in supplying the country for a radius of ten miles or thereabouts. It 
has no manufacturing or producing industries at present, except a small flouring 
mill, now idle, and a sand-bank, the product of which is accessible to points on the 
last-named — the Missouri Pacific Railway. 

So far as the Board were able to judge, this sand is of a very superior quality, and 
should, and with convenient facilities for shipment probably would, find a profitable 
market along the line of the Southern Kansas road as far east as Cherryvale. The 
shipments at the present time over the one road available average one car a day, 
approximately; and it seems reasonable to assume that the business would be equally 
as great on the line of the Southern Kansas, or say 25 car-loads monthly of an in- 
crease of shipments, as a result of the building of the proposed transfer track. 

The sand-bank is one and one-half miles from the depot of the Southern Kansas 
road, a distance too great to admit of profitable hauling of the product in wagons 
for shipment over that road. The construction of the transfer track would be at- 
tended with an expense of several hundred dollars, and the question is whether the 
increase of business would justify the outlay, the only interest at present to be sub- 
served being the additional shipments of sand above referred to. 

It seems to the Board that there will in all probability be sufficient business to 
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interchange between the said roads to justify the expense of a track connection 
between the two roads at that point. 

It is thereupon ordered by the Board that the said railroads make a track con- 
nection, suitable for the interchange of business in car-loads at that point, each 
company bearing one- half the expense; and that said connections be completed by 
April 1, 1888.

DKOISIOM. 

In the matter of the petition of citizens and business men of Clay Center, Kan- 
sas, addressed to the Mayor and Council of said city, and by the latter referred to 
the Board, asking that a connecting track and switches be required to be built be- 
tween the tracks of the two railroads above named, to facilitate transfers from one 
road to the other, the following seem to be the facts: 

The petition was duly referred to the two companies concerned, each of whom 
responded to the petition, the Union Pacific to the effect **that the C. K. & N. road 
only crosses the Kansas Central, a narrow-gauge road, a connection with which 
would be of no benefit on account of the difference in the gauge.*' 

The C. K. AN. Company responds as follows: **This company will not oppose 
such connection, and have no objections to it except this general one which applies 
as a rule to all towns where our company is attempting to do business in competi- 
tion with older and well-established roads. We believe that such tracks generaUy 
tend to keep out parties who would otherwise establish shipping business upon our 
line; in other words, that such tracks are for the benefit of shippers already estab- 
lished, and not for the general public. We fear that the desire for such connection 
arises not so much from a wish to do business over our line, as a belief that once in 
a position to do so, better terms can be exacted from the old companies and the 
establishment of new competing industries upon our line prevented. This may not 
be true in this particular case; but whether true or not, we are willing to accept the 
judgment of the Board of Railroad Commissioners on the subject.*' 

It is not necessary that the Board should express any opinion upon the remarks 
contained in the response last quoted, further than to say that where the only or 
chief object and effect of connecting two roads is to prevent the establishment of 
competing industries and ample shipping facilities upon one of the lines thus con- 
nected, a few are benefited, but at the expense of the public at large. 

The statute conferring upon this Board the power to require track connections 
to be built and operated, extends only to such railroads as intersect or cross each 
other. The object of the law is not to divide the facilities established upon one 
road with another, nor to prevent the establishment of like facilities upon the other, 
but to enable shippers to reach points of destination upon one road which could not 
be reached except by transfer to another, and to save the expense of transfer of 
freight from the cars of one to the cars of another road. 

We are acquainted with the situation of the railroads at Clay Center. The two 
roads which the petition seeks to have connected, by means of a track and switches 
leading from one to the other, have parallel tracks, and do not intersect each other 
at Clay Center. The Board therefore has no authority to require the building of 
the track connection asked for. By thb Boabd.

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CORRESPONDENCE CONCERNING THE REBUILDING OF THE ATCHISON UNION DEPOT. 

I«ETTKB FBOM OOYKBNOB MABTIN. 

ToPBKA, April so, 1888. 

To the H<morcU)le Board of Railroad Commissioners: On the 6th day of January 
last, nearly foar months ago, the Union Depot at Atchison was destroyed by fire. 

The loss was fnlly covered by insurance, and, I am informed, the insurance com- 
panies have long since paid the losses they sustained. 

But nothing has been done, nor so far as the public is concerned, is being done 
to rebuild the structure. 

The interests of the city of Atchison are serioasly affected by this failure, and 
the comfort and convenience of the traveling public are disregarded. It seems to 
me that there can be no good excuse for the failure of the Union Depot Company 
to rebuild the depot. Now I respectfully suggest that the Board give this matter 
its early attention, and insist that the company shall at once take steps to replace 
the building destroyed. Yours very truly, Jno. A. Mabtin. 

The Board addressed Mr. W. B. Doddridge, Superintendent of the Missouri Pa- 
cific, at Atchison, for information concerning the organization of the Union Depot 
Company. The following is the reply:

James Humphrey, SJsq., State Board of R, R, Commissioners, Topeka, Kansas — 
Dbab Sib: Replying to your favor of April 24th, relative to the condition of the 
Atchison Union Depot, would say : The names of the various Directors are as follows: 
W. F. Merrill, President, St. Joseph, Mo.; S. E. Crance, H. A St. J. Rly. Co., Brook- 
field, Mo.: A. Kimball, C. R. I. A P. Rly. Co., Chicago; S. F. Ooddard, A. T. <& S. F. 
Rly. Co., Topeka, Kas.; O. W. Holdredge, A. <k K. Rly. Co., Omaha, Neb.; A. W. Dick- 
inson, Mo. Pac Rly Co., St. Louis, Mo. 

The rebuilding of the Union Depot at this point is contemplated at an early date. 
The question that is perplexing the minds of the Board of Directors is, how to ob- 
tain sufficient track room to accommodate the present business. For a long time 
past, these facilities have been inadequate, and since the destruction of the old depot, 
the Board have not been inclined to rebuild until a solution of this question can be 
arrived at. The acquirement of additional property suitable for tracks, in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the old depot, has been impossible, without paying enormously 
high for it. This the Board has been unwilling to do. 

The change of location to the western portion of the city has had some consider- 
ation. I would state further, for your information, that a meeting of the Directors 
of the Atchison Union Depot has been called for May the 8th, for the consideration 
of the question of the rebuilding of the depot. If the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners can make any suggestions to the Union Depot Board that will assist in de- 
termining how to obtain additional grounds or room for track facilities, no doubt 
it would be fully appreciated by the Union Depot Company. So far as the present 
facilities are concerned, while they are somewhat cramped and small, I do not think 
the public have suffered any special inconvenience in consequence thereof.

DsAB Sib: The Board is in receipt of a letter addressed to it by Governor Martin, 
relative to the rebuilding of the Union Depot at Atchison, a copy of which is here- 
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with transmitted for yonr consideration. As yon are donbtless aware. Governor 
Martin is a oitisen of Atchison, and is folly conversant with the feeling and senti- 
ments of the people and business men residing there, and the letter addressed to as, 
referred to above, reflects the prevailing sentiment upon the sabjeot, as weU as the 
personal views of the Governor. 

We assume that it is the purpose of the Union Depot Company to replace the 
structure recently destroyed by fire with another of similar character, but as no ap- 
parent steps have been taken towards rebuilding, public impatience at delay is be- 
coming manifest, and this, perhaps, is, to some extent, aggravated by the feeling of 
uncertainty which unexplained delay occasions. 

Present accommodations for passenger travel at Atchison are, of course, much 
inferior to those formerly provided, and since the Union Depot Company has un- 
dertaken to provide these necessary conveniences and accommodations, unnecessary 
delay should not be permitted to intervene to prevent their restoration as soon as 
practicable. 

We do not know, and shall not assume that such has been the case, but we should 
like to be advised by you whether your company contemplates rebuilding the Atchi- 
son depot at an early day, and whether any obstacles exist to an early commence- 
ment of it.

ANSWBB OF THX BOABD.

Hon, S. H, Kelsey, Mayor ^ Atchison^ Kansas — Deab Sib: Your favor of the 6th inst., 
in relation to the Union Depot at Atchison, is at hand, and in reply we beg leave to 
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call yonr attention to the history of oar connection with the matter of the proposed 
restoration and the securing of suitable facilities for the traveling pnblic, as follows: 

On the 24th of April laSt, Jadge Humphrey, of this Board, addressed a letter to 
8nperintendent Doddridge, of the Missouri Paciflo, at Atchison, a copy of which is 
indoeed, calling his attention to complaints which had reached this office, and ask- 
ing whether the early rebuilding of the depot was contemplated, and if not, the 
reason for the delay. 

On the SOth of April this Board received a reply from Mr. Doddridge (copy in- 
closed), giving the names of the Directors of the Atchison Union Depot Company, 
and stating that the rebuilding of the depot at an early date was contemplated. 

On the date of the receipt of the above letter, we received a communication from 
Governor Martin (copy inclosed ), calling our attention to the loss of the depot by 
fire some four months previous, and of the urgent necessity for its being rebuilt, 
and requesting the intervention of the Board to secure this result. 

On the 1st of May we addressed a letter to W. F. Merrill, Esq., President of the 
Union Depot Company (copy inclosed ), in which we pointed out the great incon- 
venience resulting from the lack of proper depot facilities at Atchison, and asking 
to be advised whether his company contemplated rebuilding the structure at an early 
date, and whether any obstacles existed to an early commencement of it. 

On the 2d of May Mr. Merrill replied ( copy inclosed ) that he had been endeav- 
oring to secure a quorum for a meeting of the Directors, and that a meeting had 
been called for the 8th of May, at which time he expressed the hope that the matter 
would be disposed of. 

The meeting of the Directors was held at the time indicated, and a committee 
was appointed to draft plans and prepare estimates for the proposed new structure, 
and this Board entertains no doubt that it will be commenced at an early date and 
pushed forward to completion without unnecessary delay. 

Should an unlooked-for delay occur, this Board will use its good offices to urge 
forward the work of rebuilding.

OOVXBMOB MABTIM AGAIN ADDBXSSBS THX BOABD. 

TopxKA, August 14, 1888. 

To the Honorable Board of Bailroad Commissioners — Gbntlbbobn: On the SOth 
of April last, I addressed a letter to the Board, calling attention to the fact that, on 
the 6th of January last, the Union Depot at Atchison was destroyed by fire; that the 
loss was fully covered by insurance; that the insurance companies had paid the 
losses they sustained; but that nothing had been done to rebuild the depot. 

I further called the attention of the Board to the fact that the interests of the 
city of Atchison had been seriously affected by the failure of the company to rebuild 
the depot; and that the comfort and convenience of the public had been disregarded. 
And I urged that there could be no good excuse for this neglect of the depot com- 
pany to replace the building destroyed. 

Some correspondence was had between the officers of the Union Depot Company 
and the Board, and copies of the letters were transmitted to me. 

More than three months have passed since I addressed the Board on this subject, 
and, so far as I am advised, or the public know, nothing whatever has been done, 
by the depot company, looking to the rebuilding of the depot. For over seven 
months the traveling public have been subject to annoyances of inadequate, and 
even disgraceful, depot facilities; and one of the largest cities of Kansas has been 
greatly injured, in its business and its reputation, by this intolerable neglect. 

There is no possible excuse for this action, or want of action, of the depot com- 
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pany. Pretense is made that Bufflcient track room for the aooommodation of trains 
cannot be obtained at the old site. But the truth is that no reasonable or serions 
effort has been made to seeare additional track room, either at that place or else- 
where. 

And now, to crown this outrageous and inexcusable delay and neglect, it is stated, 
on authority which I deem reliable, that several of the railroad companies interested 
in the depot are proposing to put a temporary roof oyer a portion of the walls of 
the burned building, and use it for depot purposes for an indefinite period. 

Against this plan or purpose I enter an indignant protest. Its consummation 
would be an intolerable outrage and infamy. And I request the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners to at once institute a thorough investigation, and to see that this 
outrage on the city of Atchison and on the traveling public is not permitted to be 
carried out.

CORRESPONDENCE 

CONCERiriNG THE OPENING OF THE LEAVENWORTH UNION DBPOT. 

The Board addresses the directory of the depot company: 

ToPEKA, Kansas, October 5. 1888. 

E. Dickinsorij Esq,, President Leavenworth Union Depot Co., Omaha — Deab Sib: 
The Board of Trade of the city of Leavenworth, Kansas, by resolution passed on 
the 20th ult., complained to this Board of the delay in occupying the Leavenworth 
Union Depot, and requesting our intervention to bring about its use. As you are 
aware, this depot has been completed since last Spring. The accommodations 
afforded the public by the old arrangements are both insufficient and extremely 
shabby for a city of the size and importance of Leavenworth. This the Union 
Depot Company appreciated by providing the present new depot. The people of 
Leavenworth, and the public generally, who have occasion to use the depot accom- 
modations now open, are justified in manifesting impatience at the unreasonable 
delay in opening the new depot to the public. 

We have been advised that the chief cause of this delay is the inability of the 
companies interested to agree upon a division of the expenses of operating it 
among the different railroad companies who will share in its use. We have made no 
inquiry into the merits of this controversy, and it is not our province to express an 
opinion upon it. We however cannot but regard it our duty, under existing cir- 
cumstances, to advise that this question should be settled without further delay. It 
can surely furnish no insuperable difficulty, and proper means to reach a fair con- 
clusion may readily be adopted. 

Unless the Union Depot Company shall settle this matter very soon we shall 
deem it our duty to have it presented to the incoming Legislature of this State and 
invoke such legislation as will provide a rule or means for the settlement of this 
and all similar cases. 

We trust, however, that the early and decisive action of the Union Depot Com- 
pany will render this unnecessary. 

A similar letter has been addressed to the other members of the directory.

CONTRACT. 

This agreement, made and entered into this 11th day of April, 1887, by and between The Leaven- 
worth Depot and Railroad Company, of Leavenworth, Kansas, party of the first part, and the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Company, the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company, The Leavenworth, 
Topeka & Southwestern Railroad Company, The Kansas Central Railroad Company, and The Union 
Pacific Railway Company, and The Kansas City, Wyandotte & Northwestern Railway Company, parties 
of the second part : 

Witneaseih, whereas, the respective railroads of the several parties of the second part terminate 
at or run into and through the city of Lieavenworth, Kansas, and in order to prevent unnecessary 
expense, inconvenience and loss attending the accumulation of a number of stations, and in order to 
fitcilitate the public convenience and safety in the transmission of passengers and baggage from one of 
said railroads to another, a necessity has arisen for the construction and maintenance of a Union Depot 
In said city, from and to which the passenger trains of all railroads entering or terminating at Leaven- 
worth may run ; 

Whereas, the party of the first part has been incorporated and organized under the laws of the 
State of Kansas, for the purpose of erecting, maintaining and operating a Union Depot in said city of 
Leavenworth, and the construction of a railroad, with one or more tracks to connect said depot with 
the several railroads of the parties of the second part, and others that may be hereafter constructed to, 
or within said city, and with any bridge across the Missouri river at said city, and propose to erect a 
depot of sufficient capacity to accommodate the business of the railroads of the several parties of the 
second part, and the several parties of the second part desire, and have agreed to rent and occupy the 
tame when completed ; 

Whereas, for the protection of the parties hereto, it is important that the rights, duties and lia- 
bilities of each In regard to the whole subject-matter of said depot, its appurtenances, use, care, control, 
rental, taxes, expenses, removals, and repairs, shall be stated and defined: 

Now, therefore, in consideration of the premises, it is mutually agreed by and between said party 
of the first part and the several parties of the second part, each of said several railroad companies act- 
ing for itaelf and independently, as follows: 

1. The said party of the first part shall proceed with all reasonable dispatch to acquire by purchase, 
lease, or otherwise, necessary grounds on which to erect said depot building and appurtenances, and 
all necessary grounds for switching, siding, storing, etc., and to erect and construct said depot building 
and appurtenances, yards, tracks, etc., and to prepare the same for use. 

2. The form, character, and cost of the building to be erected by said party of the first part shall 
be subjeet to the Board of Directors hereinafter provided for, or a majority thereof. 

3. Said several railroad companies parties of the second part, hereby agree to pay to the party of the 
first part for the use of said depot, annual rental amounting to ten per cent, interest on the total ascer- 
tained outlay for actual oost of said depot, including grounds, buildings, tracks, sidings, switching-yards, 
connections, and all necessary appurtenances, and in addition thereto, the expenses of maintaining 
and operating the same, and of all repairs thereto, and all taxes, provided that said rental, exclusive 
of taxes and all current expenses in maintaining said depot and appurtenances, shall not exceed ten 
per cent, per annum on a valuation of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars; provided, also, that the 
total outlay for and cost of said depot and appurtenances, except with the written consent of said sev- 
eral railroad companies, parties hereto, shall not exceed one hundred and fifty thousand dollars ; and 
provided further, that all rentals for use of said depot and appurt^ances derived from railroad compa- 
nies not parties hereto, and all rentals and receipts for use of said depot or appurtenances, from any 
source whatever, shall be applied as a credit upon and in reduction of the amount so as aforesaid to be 
paid as rental by the several railroad companies, parties hereto. 

4. The amount of rental to be paid by any other railroad company not party hereto or by any 
other party for use of said depot or appurtenances shall be subject to the approval of the Board of Di- 
rectors hereinafter provided for. 

5. Each of the several railroad companies, parties hereto, shall be assessed by the party of the first 
part monthly for its proportion of said rental, and shall pay the same not later than the fifteenth day 
of the month next succeeding that for which such assessment is made. Such payments shall be made 
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by drafta drawn by the Treasurer of said party of the first part apon the seTeral raUroad oompantes 
parties hereto, and any failure on the part of any one of said railroad companies to pay its assessment 
as aforesaid shall, at the option of the said party of the first part, be deemed a forfeiture of the right of 
said railroad company to the use of said depot. 

6. Each of the ralhroad companies parties hereto may select one member of the Board of Directors 
of the party of the first part. 

7. The management of the depot so far as relates to passenger s'-rrloe therein and upon the grounds 
and tracks belonging thereto shall be in charge of a superintendent who, together with a ticket agent 
and baggage master, shall be appointed by the party of the first part, and who shall be remoTcd by said 
party of the first part on the written request of two or more members of said Board of Directors, who 
shall not be required to assign any reason for such removal ; said superintendent, ticket agent, and 
baggage master shall in the performance of their duties connected with the pusenger serTioe be gov* 
erned by such regulations as may from time to time be established by said Board of Directors, and i4>- 
proved by the President of the party of the first part. 

8. The salaries of the superintendent, ticket agent and baf^^^age master shall be fixed by said 
Board of Directors, and the compensation of other agents and employ^ shall not be higher than Is 
paid by railroad companies in the vicinity for similar service. 

9. The union depot shall be used by said railroad companies parties hereto, for all passenger 
trains destined to or departing Arom the city of Leavenworth, and all railroad companies using said 
depot shall run all their passenger trains to and from said depot, unless otherwise especially permitted 
by said Board of Directors. 

10. The said party of the first part shall at all times keep and maintain said depot, its grounds, 
yardit, tracks, switches and all appurtenances, in good order and repair, and shall protect Its depot 
buildiuffs and improvements by adequate insurance against loss by fire, and the cost of such insurance 
shall be considered a part of the current expense of maintaining and operating said depot. 

11. Tn ascertaining the actual cost of said depot and appurtenances as herein provided, Interest at 
eight per cent, per annum, in semi-annual installments, on all disbursements therefor from the time 
when made to the period when payment of rentals shall commence, shall be considered a part of said 
outlay for actual cost, and shall be so estimated. 

12. PayraenU as herein provided shall commenoe so soon as said depot Is ready for use, and the 
connection tracks are completed. 

13. Tt is further agreed that the several covenants, conditions and stipulations herein contained, 
shall be mutually binding upon the respective parties hereto, their successors and assigns, for the term 
of fifty years from and after the time when said depot shall be completed and ready for use and 0000- 
pancy as aforesaid, unless this contract shall be sooner determined by reason of any of the proTlsions 
herein or hereafter contained. 

14. It is further mutually agreed that if said depot building so to be oonstructed shall be destroyed 
or be so injured by fire or any other cause as to render the same untenable and unfit for occupancy for 
purposes aforesaid, said parties of the second psrt shall not be liable or bound to pay rent to said party 
of the first part after such destruction or injury, unless said party of the first part shall within thirty 
days after such injury construct or procure suitable temporary accommodations for such purposes until 
such depot can be rebuilt or repaired as herein provided; and If said party of the first part shall not 
within thirty days after such ii^ury notifjr said parties of the second part in writing of its intention 
to rebuild or repair said depot, or If the same is not so rebuilt or repaired within six months ftrom and 
after such destruction or Injury, then said parties of the second part may, at their option, thereupon 
quit and surrender possession of said premises, and this contract shall thereupon be determined. 

15. It is further expressly understood and agreed, that all of the aforesaid covenants and agree- 
ments on the part of said parties of the second part to be performed are several and not Joint, and In 
no event shall either of said railroad companies, parties of the second part, be liable Ibr any defhult of 
any of the others, or for more than one-sixth of the amount hereinbefore agreed to be paid by said 

, parties of the second part.

In behalf of the Missouri Pacific Railway Company I respectfully protest against any action by 
your Board in relation to any of the matters referred to in above notice. The Missouri Pacific Rail> 
way Company has not consented to submit any of these matters to the arbitrament of your Board, and 
it denies the right of the Union Depot and Railroad Company of Leavenworth, Kansas, to confer any 
jurisdiction upon you to consider the matters involved, unless with the consent of all parties interested. 
It farther denies the right of your Board, under the laws of the State of Kansas, to take cognisance of 
or act upon matters or controversies of this character. The rights of the Union Depot and Railroad 
Company of Leavenworth, Kansas, and of the railroad companies proposing to use the depot property,, 
are provided for and defined in a written contract, and any controversies arising thereunder are 
properly determinable only by the courts of the State. 

The Missoari Pacific Railway Company, therefore, declining to submit its case to your Board on the 
merits, and contending that no action by your Board in this matter could or would be binding upon it^ 
respectfully asks that you dismiss the whole matter and decline to hear any allegations or proofs of any 
of the parties, or to take any action therein. S. H. H. Clark,

Since being thus advised that one of the parties to the contract has not, and does 
not now consent to submit these matters to the decision of this Board, we cannot 
proceed farther in the matter. 

We deem it our duty, however, to say, in the interests of the public, that we are 
unable to perceive any good reason in the facts or circumstances connected with 
the Leavenworth Union Depot, and the relation of the parties in interest to it, why 
the same should not be opened for use. The contract referred to above between the- 
Union Depot and Railway Company and the several railroad companies, parties to 
it, defines the rights and obligations of the several parties named therein, and quite 
fully and explicitly provides in what manner or proportion the expenses of opera- 
tion and maintenance of the Union Depot at Leavenworth shall be apportioned and 
paid by the parties to such contract. Inasmuch as the whole matter rests in con- 
tract, and the only disagreement which has arisen relates to the construction or 
meaning of it, and this being purely a question of law, it can make no material dif- 
ference whether it be settled before or after the opening of the Union Depot. In. 
any event, the rights and duties of the several parties to it will remain unchanged.

Almerin Oilleit^ Esq.., Emporia^ Kansas — Dbab Sib: Having been acquainted 
with yon for a long time, I take the liberty of laying before yon a matter of interest 
to the State at large, and particularly of interest to the citizens of Hutchinson. 

As you will doubtless see by the papers, a large deposit of salt has been disooy- 
ered at this city. Careful tests have been made as to the quality, and it is equal, if 
not superior, to any on this continent. Several firms have already purchased 
machinery, and one New York firm of long experience are now on the ground, pre- 
paring to manufacture salt for commercial use, and expect to distribute it through 
Texas, the Indian Territory, Colorado, and Nebraska. It is destined to become an 
important manufacturing center. But there is one difficulty, and that is cheap fuel. 

The success of this enterprise will be questionable until low fuel rates can be 
obtained. In view of the fact that the railroads seem to be unable to meet these 
emergencies, we considerately invite your attention to this matter, and will be glad 
if the committee can devise some means by which a low rate can be obtained, say 
at least 25 per cent, of the present rate from such points as may be engaged in 
actual manufacturing to such an extent as would serve to warrant such action of the 
committee. We think such an action would befriend the State, and certainly would 
not hurt points where salt is found in quantity and quality as would warrant its 
manufacture. We have the assurance that over two million dollars will be invested 
in the manufacture of salt within two years, if the committee feel justified in 
encouraging the industry. Knowing you will do all in your power to further it 
without doing injustice to others, we respectfully submit the matter, and would be 
glad to lay before you more specifically and more in detail, and furnish you with 
arguments should you think it best, when the matter is before the Board. 

We do not make this as a formal application, but simply as a friendly letter to 
you. Trusting you will advise and assist us all in your power, we remain.

Hon. L. A, Bigger^ Hutchinson, Kansas — Deab Sib: Your favor to me at Em- 
poria, of date of December 5th, 1887, 1 have held under advisement a long time. 

The question propounded is a difficult one for the Board, by whom the question 
has been earnestly considered. We feel in the matter that it might be well under 
certain circumstances to favor infant manufacturing industries by a concession of 
rates, and we think it would be especially good policy to do so in such industries as 
tend directly to develop the latent resources of the State, as your proposed manu- 
facture of salt would. But when it comes to the question of permitting a rate on 
fuel to be made, for the use of these salt manufactories, which is twenty -five per 
cent, less than the rate charged to other lines of business at Hutchinson and other 
consumers of coal there, we cannot see our way clear to authorize it. 

Section 10 of the railroad law provides: 

"No railroad company shall chai^, demand or receive ft'om any person, company or oorporation, 
for the transportation of any property, or for any other service, a greater sum than it shall at the same 
time charge, demand or receive from any other person, company or corporation, for a like service ttom 
the same place, or upon like condition and under similar circumstances, and all concessions of rates, 
drawbacks and contracts for special rates shall be open to and allowed all persons, companies and cor- 
porations alike," etc. 

Under this section, we are unable to see how we can place upon the clauses **or 
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upon like conditions'* and ^* under similar oircnmstanoes ** such an interpretation as 
wonld permit the railroad companies at yonr place to charge, from the same mines, 
different rates on coal to different consumers, snch different rates being based on 
the character of consumption to which it was put. 

It would be exceedingly difficalt for ns to explain why, under this statute, the 
salt-works company should be permitted to have a better rate on the coal it con- 
sumed than the water-works company, or the packing company, or the gas company, 
or any of the other consumers of coal from the same mines, for whom the railroad 
company performed the same services in the freighting of coal. 

We all feel that a flexible law, which would, in proper cases, permit discrimina- 
tions in favor of infant industries, might do much good. But the dangers of abuses 
growing out of such a flexible law, we conceive, must have been in the mind of 
the Legislature in providing this law, for in function it used to be the case that the 
most gigantic industries were enabled to impress upon the railroad companies their 
infantile needs in such a manner as to secure the discriminations which should have 
gone to their weaker competitors. And the Legislature, wisely judging that greater 
good will be accomplished by a uniform rate to all than by allowing such discrim- 
inations, have passed the law as we have it. We think a correct interpretation of 
this section will not allow us to permit the rate asked for, and this I write with the 
entire concurrence of this Board.

LACK OF ACCOMMODATIONS ON THE SOUTHERN KANSAS RAILWAY.

Dbab Sib: In going back and forth on the Southern Kansas Railway, especially 
south of Chanute, I have heard considerable complaint of the poor accommodations 
on the freight trains running between Longton and Ghanute, Nos. 87 and 88, I 
think; at any rate, it is the freight train that does local work, passenger traffic in- 
cluded west of Ghanute. There are no facilities for passengers on these trains, ex- 
cept a caboose, in which there is no water closet, and no convenience or comforts for 
even a freight train. I write for the purpose of asking you whether it would not be 
possible to attach a passenger coach to these trains for the purpose of answering 
the general demand of the traveling public in that section of the State, and thereby 
forestall a determined movement in favor of increased passenger service on that 
part of the road.

A, K. GreeTie, Esq.y Bailroad Commissioner^ Topeka^ Kansas — Deab Sib : Reply- 
ing to your favor of January 30, in relation to better facilities for passengers on 
trains 87 and 88, between Longton and Ghanute, would say: Between Longton and 
Gherryyale there are two passenger trains a day, each way, besides this train, and it 
seems to me the limited passenger business in that section is well accommodated 
without our being obliged to haul a coach on these trains. On our next card it is 
my intention to run trains 71 and 72 to Longton. In doing this it will give the 
whole of our main line, including the Longton cut-off, good passenger service. I 
beliere the passenger train we will run between Longton and Gherryvale will bring 
these people to Independence to trade — from points west of Independence — and 
will accommodate more people than any other arrangement, as they can come over 
in the morning and go back in the evening. I have talked with several people liv-

erning the same. After obtaining the views of the general managers of the several 
systems in the State, the following roles and regolations were promolgated: 

TopxKA, May 10, 1888. 

Taking effect Sunday, Jone 8d, 1888, it is recommended by the Board that all 
railroad companies in the State of Kansas observe the following roles at railroad 
crossings: 

Rule 1. Trains carrying passengers exdosively, or passenger, mail, or express, 
shall be designated as first-class trains. Mixed freight and passenger trains, and all 
other trains, switch engines and engines without trains, shall be designated as second- 
class trains. 

Rule 2. All trains and engines without trains shall aoond one long blast of the 
whistle, the same as for a station, at least two thoosand six hundred (2,600) feet be- 
fore reaching the crossing, except in the case of crossings within the limits of in- 
corporated cities whose regulations forbid soch whistling. 

Rui<B 8. All trains, and locomotives without trains, shall come to a full stop at 
least two hundred (200) and not more than eight hundred (800) feet from the cross- 
ing of other roads, and if the way is clear shall sound one long blast of the whistle 
in case of first-class trains, and two similar blasts in case of second-class trains, be- 
fore starting forward. 

RuLB 4. First-dass trains shall always have precedence over second-class trains 
of any company. 

RuuB 5. In case of trains of the same class approaching simultaneously, the one 
on the older road shall have the right to cross first, and the last train to cross shall 
not start until the first train has cleared the crossing. 

RuiiE 6. No train, or locomotive without train, shall cross the track of another 
road at a greater rate of speed than eight (8) miles an hour. 

RuiiB 7. In case where a railroad crosses the track of another within the yard 
limits of said other road, and the track of such other road is not plainly visible for 
at least five hundred (500) feet either way from the point of crossing, the crossing 
train shall send a flagman ahead from the point of stopping, before crossing, to see 
that the crossing is clear; and no train, or engine without train, shall move forward 
to cross until the track is dear and the train has the right under its class to the right 
of way, and the flagman has given the signal in compliance with this order. Sema- 
phore signal, with signal-man, may be provided instead of the above. 

RniiS 8. No cars shall be left standing on the side-track of any yard through 
which there is a railroad crossing, nearer than sixty (60) feet of the center line of 
such crossing. 

Rule 9. No train upon any road crossing the yard of another road shall stop on 
such crossing, ( after it has started forward to cross,) nor until it has deared such 
crossing by at least sixty feet: Provided^ This shall not apply where crossings are

80 near to depots, water tanks, or other places where stops are required to be made, 
as to render it impraotioable. 

RuijS 10. Yard limits are defined as meaning not only the ground covered by 
Mide-traoks, but as mnoh beyond at each end, not exceeding three thousand ( 8,00() ) 
feet, as may be used at will by switch engines, and such limits shall be marked by 
posts with the words '* Yard Limits '' thereon. 

Crossings protected by watchmen at all times, or by interlocking signals and 
derailing apparatus, not to be governed by foregoing rules, but engineers are re- 
quired under any and all circumstances to approach crossings with their trains 
under full control. 

It is further recommended by the Board in all cases of obscure crossings over 
one or more tracks within yard limits, that a signal station be established with a 
signal-man by day and by night, with sufficient appliances for exhibiting colored 
semaphores by day for blocking trains of either road, and of both roads at the same 
time, and for signaling to each other that the crossing is clear for them to pass, 
and with the same in colored lights by night. 

As there may be instances, at obscure crossings, where the number of trains cross- 
ing on both roads is exceedingly limited in number, at which the maintenance of 
signal stations would be too expensive in proportion to the trains moved, the Board 
at present will not order such stations to be established, but leave the subject to the 
experience and judgment of the railway managers for proper attention and con- 
sideration. 

MODIFICATION NO. 1. 

ToPKKA, May 22, 1888. 

Rule Ko. 8 of Railroad Commissioners* rules for the government of trains at cross- 
ings 18 subject to the following exception, viz.: At the crossing of the Atchison, 
Topeka k Santa F^ road and the Union Pacific Railway at Lawrence, all trains, and 
locomotives without trains, on the Atchison, Topeka A, Santa F^ road, shall come to 
a full stop at least two hundred (200) and not more than nine hundred and twenty- 
five (925) feet from the crossing of the Union Pacific road. 

The remainder of the rule, in relation to sounding the whistle, will be observed as 
prescribed. By the Boabd.

The Board is in receipt of your favor of the 26th ult., calling our attention to a delay 
whi6h might possibly occur to the movement of second-class trains on your road in 
South Lawrence, in consequence of our recent modification of Rule No. S, by which 
trains on the Atchison, Topeka Jk Santa F^ road are permitted to make one stop for 
the station and crossing of your road, and beg leave to state that in case of second- 
class train on your road approaching said crossing ^simultaneously with arrival of 
east-bound first-class train on Santa F^ at Lawrence station, your train will be 
allowed to make the crossing first, in case your train has given the required crossing- 
whistle before the Santa F^ train has started from the station; prcnoided, such second- 
class train shall clear the crossing immediately, and until the said Santa F^ has 
passed.

COAL SUPPLY. 

With a view to, if possible, avoid the scarcity of coal occurring in this State dur- 
ing last winter, the Board addressed to the General Manager of the several systems 
of railroads operating in Kansas the foUowing circular: 

CiBoniiAB No. 8. 

ToPBXA, Kansas, July 7, 1888. 

(General Manager — Deab Sib: Without presuming that you have failed to urge 
upon dealers in and shippers of coal along the lines of your system of railroads in 
this State the necessity of beginning early to lay in a supply of fuel for the people 
whom they supply, we take the liberty of addressing this circular to you, asking you 
to strongly urge all dealers along your line, and others who are able to do so, to lay 
in their winter supply of coal at an early date, and not wait, as has frequently been 
done, until the commencement of cold weather to get in their supply. During the 
past year more than 2,000 miles of railroad have been put in operation within this 
State, and a large addition to its population has been made. This requires a very 
large addition to the amount of coal heretofore mined, to supply the increased de- 
mand. Our information is, that the increase in facilities for mining coal has not 
kept pace with this increase in demand. Unless, therefore, a portion of this de- 
mand is supplied early, neither the capacity of the mines nor the rolling stock of 
the railroad companies will be able to furnish the supply required, and a coal famine 
with all its attendant horrors will surely be the result. 

We feel sure that the people will as far as possible aid in this vital matter, and 
help obviate the mischiefs which are sure to follow a failure to attend to these sug- 
gestions. By the Boabd.

The company com- 
menced the construction of its line at Parsons, Kansas, northerly, early in the year 1887, and up to this 
date has completed its road to a point on the east line of Anderson county, Kansas, a distance of 61JS1 
miles from Parsons. On the 1st day of August, 1887, the Kansas City A Pacific Railroad Company pur- 
chased the Parsons A Pacific Railroad, already constructed from Parsons, in Labette county, to Coffisy- 
Tille, in Montgomery county, a distance of 31.25 miles. In May, 1888, the Congress of the United Slates 
granted to the Kansas City A Pacific Railroad Company the rlsht-of-way through the Indian Territory 
for a main line north and south, and a branch from the main line to the western boundary of the In- 
dian Territory. The company now has its line under contract ttom the present northern terminus to 
Paola, a distance of 32.2 miles.

EAILROAD LAWS. 



LAW OREATINO THE BOARD OF RAILROAD GOAiMISSIONERS, AND 

DEFINING THEIR DUTIES. 



CHAPTER CXXIV. 

An Act Gomouuiino RaxxiBoads jlnd Othbb Comcov Gabbibbs. 
Be U enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kantas: 

Sbotion 1. No railroad oompanj shall oharge or receive a rate in exoees of three 
cents per mile for the transportation of any passenger who is orer twelve years of 
age, upon any railroad in this State, nor in excess of half that snm per mile for the 
transportation of any passenger of the age of twelve years or under. Each pas- 
senger over twelve years of age paying fare, shall be entitled to have transported, 
without any additional oharge, baggage not exceeding one hundred pounds in 
weight; and each passenger of twelve years of age or under, paying fare, shall be 
entitled to have transported, without additional charge, baggage not exceeding fifty 
pounds in weight. 

Sbg. 2. The Executive Council shall, before the first day of April next, elect 
three competent persons, who shaU constitute a Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
and who shaU hold their offices from the date of their respective elections for the 
terms of one, two and three years from the first day of April next. The Executive 
Council shall, in like manner, before the first day of April in each year thereafter* 
elect a Commissioner, to continue in office for the term of three years from said 
date, and in case any vacancy occurs in said Board, by resignation or otherwiBC, 
shall in the same manner elect a Commissioner to serve for the residue of the term. 
The Executive Council may at any time remove such Commissioners, or any of 
them, and elect others to fill the vacancy; and all votes cast by each member of the 
Executive Council for the election of any person to the office of Railroad Commis- 
sioner, or removal from the same, shall be recorded in a journal kept by them for that 
purpose, which journal shall be kept open at all times for public inspection. The said 
Board of Commissioners shall have power to appoint a secretary, and remove him 
at pleasure. No person owning any bonds, stock or property in any railroad com- 
pany, or who is in the employment, or who is in any way or manner pecuniarily in- 
terested in any railroad, shall be eligible to the office of Railroad Commissioner or 
secretary of said Board. Said Railroad Commissioners and secretary shall be quali- 
fied electors of the State: Provided^ That no more than two of the Commissioners 
shall belong to the same political party. Said Commissioners and secretary shall be 
sworn to the due and faithful performance of the duties of their respective offices 
before entering upon the discharge of the same. Each of said Commissioners shall 
enter into bonds, with security to be approved by the Executive Council, in the sum 
of $10,000, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duty. 

(470) 
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Sbo. 3. Said Oommissioners shall keep their office in the State House, or at some 
•other suitable place in the city of Topeka, and they or either of them may act 
officially in any part of the State. They shall each reoeiye a salary of three thousand 
•dollars per annum, and the secretary shall receive a salary of one thousand five hun- 
dred dollars per annum, to be paid as the salaries of other State officers are paid ; 
and the said Board shall be provided, at the expense of the State, with necessary 
office furniture and stationery. 

Sbo. 4. To provide a fund for the payment of the salaries and current expenses of 
the Board of Oommissioners and secretary, the Board shall certify to the Auditor of 
;8tate, on or before the 20th of May in each year, the amount necessary to defray 
the same; which amount shall be divided pro rata among the several railroad com- 
panies, according to the assessed valuation of their property in the State, and the 
Auditor shall thereupon certify to the county clerk of each county the amount due 
from the several railroad corporations located and operated in said county, and the 
•oounty derk shall place the same on the tax rolls of his county, to be collected the 
.flame as other taxes upon railroad property; and the county treasurer shall account 
to the State for the same as provided by law for the other State funds: Provided, 
Thai in unorganized counties the amount so found due from railroad companies 
therein shall be included in, and levied and collected with, such taxes as are levied 
and collected by the State from railroad companies located in said unorganized 

•oountiee. 

Sso. 5. Said Commissioners shall have the general supervision of all railroads in 

the State operated by steam, and all express companies, sleeping-oar companies, and 
all other persons, companies or corporations doing business as common carriers in 
this State; and shall inquire into any neglect or violation of the laws of this State 
by any person, company or corporation engaged in the business of transportation 
of persons or property therein, or by the officers, agents or employes thereof; and 
.shall also from time to time carefully examine and inspect the condition of each 
railroad in the State, and its equipment, and the manner of its conduct and man- 
agement, with reference to the public safety and convenience. Whenever in the 
judgment of the Railroad Commissioners it shall appear that any railroad corpora- 
tion or other transportation company fails, in any respect or particular, to comply 
with the terms of its charter or the laws of the State, or whenever in their judgment 
.any repairs are necessary upon its road, or any addition to its rolling stock, or any 
addition to or changes of its stations or station houses, or any change in its rates 
for transporting freight, or any change in the mode of operating its road and con- 
•duoting its business, is reasonable and expedient, in order to promote the security, 
convenience and accommodation of the public, said Commissioners shall inform such 
•corporation of the improvement and changes which they adjudge to be proper, by 
a notice thereof in writing, to be served by leaving a copy thereof, certified by the 
^Commissioner's secretary, with any station agent, clerk, treasurer, or any director of 
:8aid corporation ; and a report of the proceedings shall be included in the annual re- 
port of the Commissioners to the Governor. Nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued as relieving any railroad company, or other transportation corporation, from 
their responsibility or liability for damage to person or property. 

Sko. 6. Said Commissioners shall, on or before the first Monday in December in 
each year, make a report to the Governor of their doings for the preceding year, 
•containing such facts, statements and explanations as will disclose the working of 
the system of railroad transportation in this State, and its relation to the general 
business and prosperity of the citizens of the State, and such suggestions and rec- 
ommendations in respect thereto as may seem appropriate. Said report shall also 
43ontain, as to every railroad corporation doing business in this State — 

First: The amount of its capital stock. 
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Second: The amoimt of its preferred etook, if any, and the oondition of its pre- 
ferment. 

Third: The amonnt of its funded debt, and the rate of interest. 

Fourth: The amount of its floating debt. 

Fifth: The cost and actual present cash Talae of its road and equipment, includ- 
ing permanent way buildings and roiling stock, all real estate used exdusively in 
operating the road, and all fixtures and conveniences for transacting its business. 

Sixth: The estimated yalue of all other property owned by such corporation^ 
with a schedule of the same, not including lands granted in aid of its construction* 

Seventh: The number of acres originally granted in aid of the construction of its- 
road, by the United States or by this State. 

Eighth: Number of acres of such land remaining unsold. 

Ninth: A list of all its officers and directors, with their respective places of resi- 
dence. 

Tenth: Such statistics of the road and of its business for the year as may, in the 
judgment of the Commissioners, be necessary and proper for the information of 
the Legislature, or as may be required by the Governor. Such report shall exhibit 
and refer to the condition of such corporation on the first day of July of each year, 
and the details of its business transacted during the year ending June SO. 

Eleventh: The average amount of tonnage that can be carried over each road in 
the State with an engine of given power. 

Sso. 7. To enable said Commissioners to make such report, the president or 
managing officer of each railroad or transportation company doing business in this- 
State shall annually make to the said Commissioners, on the 15th day of September 
of each year, such returns, in the form which they may prescribe, as will afford the 
information required for their said official report. Such returns shall be verified by 
the oath of the officer making them; and any corporation herein named, whose re- 
turns shall not be made as herein prescribed, by the 15th day of September, shall be 
liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars for each and every day after the 16th day 
of September that such returns shall be willfully delayed or refused. 

Sbo. 8. The said Commissioners shall have power, in the discharge of the duties 
of their office, to examine any of the books, papers or documents of any such com- 
pany or corporation, or to examine under oath or otherwise any officer, director^ 
agent, or employ^ thereof, or any other person. The Commissioners, or either of 
them, are empowered to issue subpenas and administer oaths in the same manner 
and with the same power to enforce obedience thereto, in the performance of their 
duties, as belong and pertain to courts of record in this State; and any person who 
may willfully obstruct said Commissioners in the performance of their duties, or 
who may refuse to give any information within their possession that may be re- 
quired by said Commissioners within the line of their duty, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable, on conviction thereof, to a fine of not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars, in the discretion of the court; the costs of such subpenas 
and investigation to be first paid by the State, on the certificate of said Commis- 
sioners. 

Sxo. 9. It shall be the duty of any railroad company, when within its power so to- 
do, and upon reasonable notice, to furnish suitable cars to any and all persons who 
may apply therefor for the transportation of any and all kinds of freight, and to re- 
ceive and transport such freight with all reasonable dispatch, and to provide and 
keep suitable facilities for the receiving and handling of the same at any depot on 
the line of its road; and also to receive and transport in a like manner the empty or 
loaded cars furnished by any connecting road, to be delivered at any station or sta- 
tions on the line of its road, to be loaded or discharged, or reloaded and returned to 
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the road so oonneotiixg; and for oompensation it shall not demand or reoeiye any 
greater sam than is accepted by it from any other connecting railroad for a similar 
serrioe. 

Sxo. 10. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any person, 
company or corporation, for the transportation of any property or for any other 
service, a greater snm than it shall at the same time charge, demand or receive from 
any other person, company or corporation, for a like service from the same place, 
or upon like condition and under similar circumstances; and all concessions of 
rates, drawbacks and contracts for special rates shall be open to and allowed all per- 
sons, companies and corporations alike; nor shall it charge more for transporting 
freight from any point on its line than a fair and jnst proportion of the price it 
charges for the same kind of freight transported from any other point. 

Sko. 11. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any person, 
company or corporation, an anreasonable price for the transportation of persons or 
property, or for the hauling or storing of freight, or for the use of its cars, or for 
any privilege or service afforded by it in the transaction of its business as a railroad 
company. And upon complaint in writing, made to the Board of Railroad Oom- 
missioners, that an unreasonable price has been charged, such Board shall investigate 
said complaint, and if sustained shaU make a certificate xmder their seal, setting 
forth what is a reasonable charge for the service rendered, which shall be prima fcuiie 
evidence of the matters therein stated. 

Sbo. 12. It shall be unlawful for any railroad company to make any contract or 
enter into any stipulation with any other railroad company running in the same 
general direction, by which either company shall directly or indirectly agree to di- 
vide, in any manner or proportion, the joint earnings upon the whole or any part 
of the freight transported over such roads; and any violation of this provision shall 
render the railroad company violating the same liable to a penalty of $5,000 for 
each month for which such earnings are divided, to be recovered for the use of the 
common-school fund, in the name of the State. 

Sbo. 18. No railroad company shaU be permitted, except as otherwise provided 
by regulation or order of the Board, to change or limit its common-law liability as 
a common carrier. All railroad companies shaU, on demand, issue duplicate freight 
receipts to shippers, in which shall be stated the class or classes of freight shipped, 
the freight charges over the road giving the receipt, and, so far as practicable, shall 
state the freight charges over other roads that carry such freight. When the con- 
signee presents the railroad receipt to the agent of the railroad that delivers such 
freight, such agent shall deliver the artide shipped on payment of the rate charged 
for the class of freights mentioned in the receipt. 

Sso. 14. In ail cases where complaint shall be made in accordance with the provi- 
sions of section 18, hereinafter provided, that an unreasonable charge is made, or 
that the rates charged for freight are unjust, unreasonable, or extortionate, and the 
Board shall find such complaint to be true, they shall require a modified charge for 
the service rendered, such as they shall deem to be reasonable, and shall certify their 
finding to the managing officer of the road against which complaint is made; and the 
rates so determined by the Board to be reasonable shall be, by the railroad company 
affected thereby, accepted, and posted up in a conspicuous place in each depot on the 
line of its road that may be designated by said Board; and such rates so found shall, 
in all actions arising in any court in the State, be taken to be reasonable compensation 
for the services for which they are provided,' until the contrary is proven; and all 
compensation demanded or received by any such railroad company in excess of the 
rates so determined by the Board, shall in any such action be taken to be unjust, un- 
reasonable, and extortionate, until the contrary is proved. All cases of a failure 
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to oomplj with a reoommendation of the Board of GommiaaionerB shall be embodied 
in the report of the Board of Commiasioners to the GoTemor, and the same shall 
apply to any unjust discrimination, extortion or overcharge by said company, or any 
other violation of this act by such company. 

Sxo. 15. Any person, partnership or corporation engaged in business, other than 
that of a common carrier, may own or lease railroad cars, and may load and bill the 
same to any railroad point, and all railroad companies and connecting lines to whom 
any sach car is delivered shall receive and transport the same with all reasonable 
dispatch towards its destination: Provided, That sach cars shall be constructed in 
conformity to the rules and regulations of the company to which such application is 
made, and for such compensation as may be fixed by the Commissioners; and hav- 
ing arrived at its destination, it shall be unloaded, and shall be, unless otherwise or- 
dered by such shippers, returned to its starting-point with like dispatch, and shall 
not be deviated from its route, and shall be in all respects handled the same as a oar 
belong^g to any railroad company: Provided, That it may be by said railroad com- 
pany reasonably loaded upon its return trip and the owner be allowed a reasonable 
sum for its use; and such owner shall be responsible for all necessary repairs. 

Sbo. 16. Neither said Board of BaHroad Commissioners nor any railroad com- 
pany shall raise the charge for the transportation of freight on any railroad with- 
out first giving sixty days* public notice of such change, in such manner as the 
Commissioners may determine. 

Sso. 17. Any person, upon written permission given by the Board, may exercise 
in the same manner and to the same extent as is now enjoyed by railroad companies, 
the right of condemning and appropriating land, and laying out and constructing 
any spur, switch or railroad track thereover, and connecting the same with any rail- 
road already constructed; and the right to use such spur, switch or track shall be 
public, at rates and on terms and conditions such as the Board shall prescribe, if the 
parties interested cannot agree. 

Sao. 18. It shall be the duty of said Commissioners, upon the complaint and ap- 
plication of the mayor and council of any city, or the trustees of any township, to 
make an examination of the rate of freight tariff charged by any such company, 
and of the condition or operation of any railroad, any part of whose location lies 
within the limits of such city or township; and if twenty-five or more legal voters 
in any city or township shall, by petition in writing, request the mayor and council 
of such city or the trustee of such township to make the said complaint and appli- 
cation, and the mayor and council or the trustee refuse or decline to comply with 
the prayer of the petition, they shall state the reason for such non-compliance, in 
writing, upon the petition, and return the same to the petitioners; and the peti- 
tioners may thereupon, within ten days from the date of such refusal and return^ 
present such petition to said Commissioners; and said Commissioners shall, if upon 
inquiry and hearing of the petitioners they think that the public good demands the 
examination, proceed to make it in the same manner as if called upon by the mayor 
and council of any city or the trustee of any township. Before proceeding to make 
such examination in accordance with such application or petition, said Commis- 
sioners shall give to the petitioners and railroad company reasonable notice, in 
writing, of the time and place of entering upon the same. If upon such an exam- 
ination it shall appear to said Commissioners that the complaint alleged by the ap- 
plicants or petitioners be well founded, they shall so adjudge; and they shall then 
and there decide what is a reasonable charge for such freights, and shall inform the 
corporation operating such railroad company of their adjudication within ten days, 
and shall also report their doings to the Governor, as provided in section six of this 
act, and shall certify to such complainants the result of such adjudication; and such 
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adjadioation shall be prima facie evidenoe of what is a reasonable charge in all ac- 
tions for saoh serrioe. 

Sbo. 19. Any railroad company which shall violate any of the provisions of this 
act shall forfeit for every snch offense, to the person, company or corporation ag- 
grieved thereby, three times the actual damages sustained by the said party aggrieved, 
together with costs of suit and reasonable attorney's fee, to be fixed by the court; 
and if an appeal be taken from the judgment, or any part thereof, it shall be the 
duty of the appellate court to include in the judgment an additional reasonable at- 
torney's fee for services in appellate court or courts. 

Sso. 20. Any railroad company or individual willfully violating or evading any of 
the provisions of this act not otherwise herein provided for, shall for each offense 
forfeit and pay a penalty of not lees than one hundred nor more than five thousand 
dollars. All penalties provided for in this act shall be recovered by a civil action, 
to be instituted and prosecuted in the name of the State by the county attorney of 
the county in which the offense has been committed, upon the direction of the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners. If upon the trial of such action the jury shall find for 
the plaintiff, they shall assess and return with their verdict the amount of the fine to 
be imposed upon the defendant, and the court shall render judgment accordingly. 
All such penalties so recovered shall be paid into the school fund of the county in 
which such offense has been committed; and the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
may require the Attorney General to assist such county attorney in the prosecution 
of any such action. No bond for costs shall be required of the State in any such 
action. 

Sxo. 21. In any action against any railroad company for violations of the pro- 
visions of this act, the plaintiff may join in the same petition as many different 
causes of action as he may have against such company arising under this act. 

Sbo. 22. Any person who shall willfully and corruptly swear, testify or affirm 
falsely to any material matter, upon any oath, or affirmation, or declaration, legally 
administered in any cause, matter or proceeding before said Board, or any member 
thereof, or in any return, answer or report required by this act to be made, shall be 
deemed guilty of willful and corrupt perjury, and shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary at hard labor, for a term not exceeding seven years. 

Sbo. 28. Said Board of Commissioners shall keep an accurate record of all its of- 
ficial acts, and shall also provide a seal, on which shall be the impression, " Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, State of Kansas. Seal." All process or certificates issued 
or given by the Board shall be attested by said seal. Copies of the record of the 
Board, certified by the secretary and attested with the seal of the Board, shall be re- 
ceived in evidence with the like effect as copies of other public records. 

Sbo. 24. Any member of said Board while acting in the performance of his duties 
as such, together with such clerk, accountant, expert or other agent whose services 
he deems to be important in the discharge of said duties, shall have the right of 
passing at all times over all railroads and on all railroad trains, or any part thereof, 
in this State, free of charge. 

Sbo. 25. Nothing in this act shall be construed to estop or hinder any person or 
coiporation from bringing suit against any railroad company for any violation of 
any of Ihe laws of this State for the government of railroads. 

Sbo. 26. In construing this act, unless such meaning be repugnant to the context, 
or to the manifest intention of the Legislature, the term " railroad company ** shall 
include to be construed to mean any incorporated railroad company, or any express 
or transportation company, or any railroad bridge company, or any person or per- 
sons, lessee, assignee, trustee, receiver, partnership, joint-stock company, or corpo- 
ration, engaged wholly, partially, jointly or severally in laying out, constructing, 
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owning, operating, uBing or maintaining any railroad operated by steam, or any 
portion or part of any snoh railroad line. The word " person " shall inolade persons, 
partnerships, joint-stock companies, or corporations. 

Sso. 27. Sections fifty-six, fifty -seven, fifty-eight and fifty-nine of chapter twenty- 
three of the General Statutes are hereby repealed. 

Sxo. 28. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication 
in the ofllcial State paper. 

Approved March 6, 1883. 



CHAPTER CXXXIII. 



An Act Rblatino to Switch Gokneotzohs at thx Gbossinos of RAziiBOADS, and 
Pbovidino FOB thbib Oohbtbuotion and Maintbnanob. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kaneas: 

Sbotion 1. That whenever in the judgment of the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners it is necessary to the convenience or accommodation of the public that two 
or more railroads that cross each other should connect at or near the point of cross- 
ing, for the transfer of cars from one road to another, the Board may require the 
construction of necessary switch connections between such railroads at the points 
where deemed necessary, in the following manner: Said Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners shall serve upon the railroad companies whose roads it is deemed neces- 
sary to connect, a certified copy of their finding and decision, in which shall be 
stated the character of connection to be built, whose duty it shall then be to con- 
struct such switch connections within such time as the said Board shall prescribe, 
and the expense of the same shall be borne equally by the companies whose roads 
so connect. If one of said companies shall build the whole of such switch, it may 
recover one-half the cost of the same from the company whose duty it was to con- 
struct one-half of such switch. 

Sao. 2. Any railroad company failing or refusing to comply with the requirementa 
of the said board in relation to such switch, shall be subject to a penalty of five hun- 
dred dollars, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the State. 

Sbo. 8. The companies whose roads thus connect may operate and maintain such 
switch jointly. 

Sbo. 4. This act to take effect and be in force from and after the date of its pub- 
lication in the ofScial State paper.

CHAPTER CXXXIX. 

[ May eoUed addUkmat fare.] 

An Act in RBiiATiON to RAiiiBOADS. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Sbotion 1. That in every case where any passenger on any railroad in the State 
of Kansas shall fail or neglect to purchase a ticket for his or her journey, prior to 
taking passage on the train of such railroad company, it shall be lawful for such 
railroad company to charge and collect from such passenger, in excess of the legal 
rate of fare, the sum of ten cents for each journey of fifteen miles or less, and the 
sum of fifteen cents for each journey of more than fifteen miles and not exceeding 
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fifty miles, and the sum of twenty-fiye cents for each joamey of fifty miles or more: 
Providedy That this act shall not apply to any passenger taking passage on any rail- 
road train (from any station) at which snch railroad company fails to keep tickets 
on sale, or at which snch company shall neglect or fail to keep its ticket office open 

for the sale of tickets at least thirty minntes immediately prior to the starting of 
snch train. 

Sbo. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication in 

the official State paper. 

Approved February 19, 1886. 



CHAPTER CLXXXIV. 
An Act RaauiiATiNa thb Obossinq and Intbbskotion ot Railboads. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kannaa: 

Sbotion 1. Any railroad company authorized to operate a railroad in this State, 
desiring to cross or unite its track with any other railroad upon the grounds of such 
other railway corporation, shall make application in writing to the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners, stating the place of crossing or intersection; whereupon the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners shall fix a day for the hearing of such applica- 
tion, and notify the railway corporations interested, at which time, unless further 
time be granted by said Board, the corporations interested shall be heard in regard 
to the necessity, place, manner and terms of such crossing or connection; and upon 
such hearing, either party or the Board may call and examine witnesses in regard to 
the matter, and the Board shall, after such hearing and a personal examination of 
the locality where a crossing or connection is desired, determine whether there is a 
necessity for snch crossing, or not, and if so, the place thereof, whether it shall be 
over or under the existing railroad, or at grade, and in other respects the manner 
of such crossing, and the terms upon which the same shall be made and maintained: 
Providedj That no crossing shall be made through the yards or over the switches or 
side tracks of any existing railroad, if a crossing can be effected at any other place 
that is practicable. 

Sbo. 2. If either party shall be dissatisfied with the terms and order made by said 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, it may appeal to the district court of the county 
wherein such crossing or connection is sought to be made, in the same manner as 
appeals are allowed from a judgment of a justice of the peace to the district 
court; and said appeal, and all subsequent proceedings, shall only affect the amount 
of compensation, if any, and other terms of crossing fixed by said Board, but shall 
not delay the making of said crossing or connection: Provided^ The corporation 
desiring such crossing or connection shall deposit with the county treasurer of the 
county where crossing or connection is sought to be made, the amount of compen- 
sation, if any is fixed by said Board of Railroad Commissioners, and shall execute 
and file with said Board a bond of sufficient security, to be approved by any mem- 
ber of said Board, to pay all damages and comply with all terms that may be ad- 
judged by the district court. 

Sbo. S. Any railroad company which shall violate or evade any of the provisions 
of this act shall forfeit for every such offense to the person, company or corporation 
refused [injured] thereby, three times the actueA damages sustained by the party 
aggrieved. 

Sbo. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication 
in the official State paper. 

Approved March 5, 1887. 
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CHAPTER OLXXXV. 

Am Act nr RbiiAtxon to Raii«boad Cbossimob and Junotxohs at Gbadb. 
Be it enacted by tJis Legislature of the State of Kanscu: 

Sbotxom 1. When and in case two or more railroads crossing each other at a com- 
mon grade shall, by a system of interlocking or automatic signals, or by any works 
or fixtures to be erected by them, render it safe for engines to pass over sooh cross- 
ings without stopping, and snch interlocking or automatic signals or works or 
fixtures shall be approved by the Board of Railroad Commissioners, then and in that 
case it is hereby made lawful for the engines and trains of such railroad or railroads 
to pass over such crossings without stopping, any law or the proyisions of any laws 
to the contrary notwithstanding; and all laws or provisions are hereby declared not 
to be applicable in such cases. 

8bo. 2. When two or more railroads cross each other at a common grade, either 
of such railroads may apply to the Board of Railroad Commissioners for permission 
to introduce upon both of said roads some system of interlocking or automatic sig- 
nals or works or fixtures, rendering it safe for engines and trains to pass over such 
crossings without stopping; and it shall be the duty of said Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners, if the system of works and fixtures which it is proposed to erect by said 
company, are in the opinion of the Board sufiioient and proper, to grant such per- 
mission. 

Sbo. 8. Any railroad company which has obtained permission to introduce a sys- 
tem of interlocking or automatic signals at its crossing at a common grade with 
any other railroad as provided in the last section, may, after thirty days' notice in 
writing to such other railroad company, introduce and erect such interlocking or 
automatic signals or fixtures; and if such railroad after such notification refuses to 
join with the railroad company giving such notice in the construction of said works 
or fixtures, it shall be lawful for said first company to enter upon the right-of-way 
and tracks of such second company, in such manner as not to unnecessarily impede 
the operation of such road, and erect such works and fixtures, and may recover in 
an action at law from such second company one-half of the total cost of erecting 
and maintaining such interlocking or automatic signals or works or fixtures on both 
of said roads. 

Sbo. 4. This act shall take effect and be and remain in force from and after its 
publication in the ofSoial State paper.
